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MUNICIPAL REPORT. 


The Council for 1893 have now to submit to the Ratepayers the 
usual statement of accounts and the report of their proceedings during 
the past year. 

Ata Meeting of the Councils for 1892 and 1898 on the 7th March 
the management of the affairs of the Settlement was handed over to the 
present Council, who then along with the retiring members of the out- 
going Council proceeded to the Municipal Compound, where the Police 
force was drawn up for inspection. 

After going through the ranks, ete. Mr. Purpow, the Chairman of 
the Council for 1892, addressing the members of the force, said :— 

“ Captain McEvrn, officérs, and men of the Shanghai Police Force,— 
It affords me much pleasure to again have the opportunity of addressing 
you und congratulating you on the efficient state and appearance of the 
force. Several members of the Council have more than once been present 
at these annual inspections, but to some it is the first chance they have 
had of seeing what a really admirable force Shanghai possesses. Last year 
Thad to express the satisfaction ‘of the community at the able manner in 
which the duties were performed during a very trying period, and although 
wwe have been spared last year any anxiety regarding serious disturbance, 
yet it is none the less creditable that the good order of the Settlement 
has been preserved as it has. 

“You may rest assured that the community appreciate your services 
and I hope that every man will feel that upon each depends in a great 
degree the credit of the whole, and that all will strive to have it continue 
to be a matter of pride to be a member of the Shanghai Police Force.” 

Captain McEven haying thanked Mr. Purvon for the complimentary 
terms in which he had spoken of the force, the men were then dismissed, 
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and the members of the Council for 1893 returned to the Board Room 
and proceeded to elect the following office-bearers to serve during 
the current year :— °

Mr. Wutcu the Watch, Committee. Mr. C. Beurmann resigned his 
seat at the Board shortly afterwards, and it being then so near the end of 
the year the vacancies caused by the death of Mr, Macerncor and the 
resignation of Mr. Beurmann were not filled up, and the Council was

The satisfactory state of the Corps recorded in the last Annual 
Report still continues, there having been a slight increase of the total 
strength (from $12 to 326) during the current year. 

The Musketry of the Corps continues to attract a great deal of 
interest.

The Gun Practice at the Point has not been carried on so freely as 
_ in some recent years, it being necessary to be very economical in the 
expenditure of Ammunition, as the stock is considerably below the 
minimum recommended by Col. Barrow; but by means of careful 
‘organisation and arrangement it has been made possible for every 
mber of the Artillery to have the minimum of practice required for 
ciency. During the year, 102 Projectiles of all descriptions have 
n fired, 

The Command of the Corps has been somewhat varied during the year, 
27th December 1892, Major Cecil Holliday resigned the post of 
Jommandant, the resignation to take effect from 15th January 1893, in 
equence of his finding it impossible to devote the necessary time to 
work of the Corps. The following correspondence refers to this

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Upon taking this step Major Holliday called a Meeting of Officers 
at which he explained fully his reasons for resigning. Considerable 
discussion took place as to how the Commanding Officer could be 
relieved of a large portion of the heavy work involved in commanding 
the Corps, and it was eventually decided to draw up a letter to the 
Municipal Oouncil, to be signed by all the Officers of the Corps, 
suggesting the appointment of a paid Adjutant. The following is the 
letter that was written, The resultant correspondence is also given :— 


Shanghai, 9th January 1893, 


S1r,—We learn, with great regret, from Major Holliday that he is about to 
Tesign the command of the Corps, as he finds himself unable to spare the time 
required for the efficient performance of his various duties, 

During the last fourteen years the efficiency of the Corps has steadily 
advanced, the standard of requirements having been as steadily raised. This has 
not been effected without a corresponding increase in the burden of the 
Commanding Officer, Major Morrison, we believe, found the work of the Corps 
increase very rapidly in his hands, until it came to be a heavy tax on his time ; 
and it was only his anxiety for the welfare of the community at large that induced 
him to remain at his post as long as he did. 

A point has now been reached at which it seems to us'unreasonable to expect 
anyone with business of his own to sacrifice sufficient time for the proper 
performance of the numerous duties that at present devolve’ on the Commanding 
“Officer, We can therefore fully appreciate Major Holliday’s reasons for desiring 
to resign, and we fear that if his resignation is tendered and accepted there will 
be the greatest difficulty in filling the vacancy, the difficulty amounting almost to 
impossibility, 

Taking into account the increase in the inhabited area of these Settlements, 
the large number of women and children who would need protection in case of an 
outbreak, the immense accumulation of wealth and property here, the suddenness 
with which attack is sure to come, if it ever come at all, and the comparatively 
undefended state in which the community is occasionally left, it appears to us, if 
we may be allowed to speak both as private citizens and as Volunteers, 
that the maintenance of at least the present state of efficiency is imperative. 

We fear however that this will be impossible unless the duties of 
the Commanding Officer can be materially lightened, and we therefore 
beg to suggest to you the necessity for the appointment by the Council, 
on behalf of the Foreign Community, of a paid official—say as Adjutant 
to the Corps—whose business it will be to perform all the clerical 
and detail. work. connected with the Corps in all its branches. The 
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Commanding Officer would thus be relieved of a mass of laborious work which at 
present devolves on him, and would only find it necessary to exercise a general 
control and supervision over the Corps and to command on Parade and in the 
Field. 

We have not thought out any plan of carrying our proposal into effect, as 
that scarcely falls within our province. We would merely suggest that as the 
work of the Shanghai Municipal Volunteer Corps would not occupy nearly the 
whole time of an Adjutant, it might be possible to arrange for him to perform 
other dutics in the Settlement, and so spread the expense over more than one 
department. 

So far as we can see the step we suggest is the only way out of the difficulty 
in which we are now placed, and the sooner our suggestion is adopted by the 
Community the less is the efficiency of the Battalion likely to suffer in the 
meantime,

A meeting of Officers was held in July, to discuss the steps to be 
taken for the election of a new Commandant;. but in the absence of any 
definite information as to whether an Adjutant had been appointed or 
was likely shortly to be appointed, the meeting was adjourned for a 
fortnight to enable Captain Clarke to ascertain what had been done, 
The following letters show the result of his enquiries :—

Srr,—With reference to your Despatch No, 93/369 of 12th instant, and my 
reply of the 14th idem, I have now the honour to inform you that I duly called a 
meeting of the officers of the Shanghai Volunteer Corps to discuss the question 
of nominating a new Commandant in place of Major Holliday resigned. 

The meeting was held in the Council’s Board Room at 9 p.m. on the ace 
of the 26th, when the following officers were present :— 

Captains Lanning, Anderson, Wickham (Adjutant), Senna, Wasserfall or 
Dudgeon, Lieutenants. Trueman, Souter, Haupt, Wingrove, Rex, Pereira and 
Wedemeyer and myself, the absentees being Captains Liddell and W. M. Dowdall 
and Lieutenants Sassoon, Clifton and Gumpert. 

After some general discussion relative to the nomination of a new Com- 
mandant the fvliowing proposition was proposed by Captain Anderson and 
seconded by Captain Lanning :— 


“That the question of nominating a Commanding Officer of the Corps be 
postponed until it is more definitely known what the Municipal Council 
has done with regard to the appointment of a paid Adjutant,” 

and the same was carried unanimously, 
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In forwarding you the ‘proposition I would mention that the meeting was 
postponed for a fortnight, the officers hoping thereby that within that time the 
Council would be able to give them some information which would assist them in 
the nomination of a new Commandant.

Srr,—I have the honour to acknowledge the receipt of your letter of 28th ult, 
informing me of the resolution passed at a meeting of officers of the S.V.C. on the 
26th idem, relative to the appointment of an Adjutant, 

In reply I beg to inform:you that the Council have taken steps through the 
intermediary of Col. Barrow of the Hongkong Regiment to secure the services 
of an Officer with suitable experience to fill the post of Deputy-Superintendent of 
Police and that of Adjutant of Volunteers, This decision, I may add, was arrived 
at after full consideration by the Special Committee appointed to investigate 
the subject, and it is the hope and belief of the Council that the assistance which 
such an officer can give to the Commandant of the Volunteer Corps will relieve 
him of much of the work entailed upon the Commandant hitherto in connection 
with the administration of the Corps, and permit of the post being held without 
that encroachment upon the business engagements of the officer commanding 
which has hitherto been found rather a heavy tax.

A subsequent meeting of Officers was held to consider this reply, 
but nothing definite was agreed upon; and Captain Clarke continued 
in the Acting Command of the Corps up to the end of the year. 
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Early in the year “©” Company was re-organised as an Engineer 
Corps; and the following correspondence shows on what basis the re- 
organisation was effected :— 

Shanghai, 13th February 1893, 

Str,—Ihave the honour to address you regarding “C” Company, the re- 
organisation of which has, as I believe you are aware, been under consideration for 
some time, 

At a meeting of this company, held on the 8th instant, it was decided, subject 
to the approval of the Council, to re-organise the company as an Engineer Corps, 
and I therefore beg to lay before you the following proposition, which I trust the 
Council will be able to approve and confirm. 

Ist.—That the letter *C” be dropped and the Company bearing this title be 
re-organised and constituted as the “Shanghai Volunteer £ngineers,” following in 
this title the precedent in the Artillery. 

2nd.—That (with the exception of such members of ‘C” Co, who desire to 
join) the members should be limited to men with some qualifications, practical 
or technical, for the work which this unit of the corps would have to 
carry out, y 

8rd.—That the engineers take charge of the Nordenfeldt guns, the men having 
to pass the Efficiency Course as laid down for them in General Order No, 271 for 
the Annual Training of 1893, and 

4th.—That the new organisation should not be.a Company, and that the officer 
commanding this unit should be styled,—Captain “Shanghai Volunteer 
Engineers.” 

- Lhave further to inform you that at the meeting of “C” Company on the 
8th instant, Captain Lanning formally resigned the command of the Company, 
and Mr, W, M. Dowdall, Colour-Sergeant, Nordenfeldt Instructor, was unanimously 
elected to fill the vacancy. . Colour-Sergeant Dowdall having last year drilled the 
Nordenfeldt gun detachments with great success, and being quite competent to take 
charge of the new organisation, I would suggest that the Council issue to him a 
Commission without the usual preliminary examination, My reasons for asking 
this are :-— 

1st.—That I consider Mr. W. M, Dowdall well qualified and fully efficient to 
take the command of the Shanghai Volunteer Engineers. 

2nd,—That there is now not too much time for him to train and make this 
new branch of the Corps efficient by Inspection day. 

8rd.—That there are a certain number of men waiting to join the $.V.E. 80 
soon as they know that the sanction of the Council has been given. 

The duties of this new branch of the Corps would: be those of Engineers and 
the working of the Nordenfeldt guns, 

At our last Inspection, General Barker pointed out the importance of having a 
trained Engineer Corps in case of a disturbance, when they would be invaluable in 
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erecting barricades, etc., ns defences in the streets ; and therefore, in proposing the 
organisation of an Engineer branch of the Corps, I am only carrying out the 
views of General Barker, and the formula initiated by Major Cecil Holliday, our 
late Commanding Officer, and Cap‘ain-Commandant Lanning. 

: The working of the Nordenfeldt guns should be, I think, undertaken by the 
Engineers, each gun, having its own detachment and a Sub-Lieutenant, as they 
would be the arm of defence most likely to be required in protecting the works 


of the Engineers,

Srr,—I have the honour to acknowledge the receipt of your letter of the 
18th inst., addressed to the Chairman, and in reply I am directed to inform you 
that the Council approve of the proposed re-organisation of ‘ C” Company of the 
Shanghai Volunteers, as an Engineer Corps, the distinguishing letter C to be 
dropped, and the Corps to be known as the Shanghai Volunteer Engineers, 

The Council note that the Engineers are to be in charge of the Nordenfeldt 
guns, and they approve of the suggestion that only men possessed of some quali- 
fications, practical or technical, for the work they have to carry out shall be 
admitted as members of the Corps, 

Iam further directed to inform you that the Council accept Captain Lanning's 
resignation of the command of “C” Company, and they approve and confirm the 
appointment of Mr. W. M. Dowdall, Colour-Sergeant and Ni ordenfeldt Instructor, 
to be Captain of the Engineers, to which post he was unanimously elected on 
the 8th inst. = 

Accompanying this I send you a Commission for Captain Dowdall, which I 
have to request that you will be good enough to forward to him.

Owing to sudden changes in the weather, the Inspection, after 
being postponed on the morning of the day appointed, the 15th of April, 
was called by means of the arrangements in force for calling out the 
Volunteers in an emergency; and though there was necessarily some 
reduction in the total turn-out, yet the experiment afforded a useful 
demonstration to the Inspecting Officer of the manner in which those 
arrangements would work in actual practice. Lt.-Col, Barrow’s Report 
on the Inspection is given in the subjoined correspondence : —

From Lieut.-Col. E. G, Barrow, I.S.C., to the D.A.A.G, (A), Hongkong. 
§1r,—In accordance with the instructions of H.E. the Major-General I left 
Hongkong on the 7th April, arriving at Shanghai on the 11th inst. On the 15th 
I formally inspected the Shanghai Municipal Volunteer Corps, and on several 
occasions, both before and after that date, I took the opportunity of seeing the 
various units at drill or target practic2, and also officially inspected the armoury 
and stores of the Corps, so that I can now report on the state of the Corps with a 

certain amount of confidence, 

2.—The day of the Inspection broke wet and gloomy, and before noon it was 
raining in torrents, it was accordingly decided to defer the Inspection, and an 
“Express” to that effect was circulated, but by 2 p.m, it had cleared up, and the 
Commanding Officer, Major Holliday, decided to cancel his previous order 
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countermanding the parade as it was considered a favourable opportunity for 
testing the efficiency of the arrangements for calling out the Volunteers on an 
emergency. The result was most satisfactory. By 4 p.m. 256 men of all ranks 
were formed up on parade in review order, out of an aggregate strength of 336 
men—(vide Parade State attached), I think considering the misunderstandings 
necessarily arising from counter-orders that Major Holliday has every reason to be 
pleased with the success of his unpremeditated experiment. 

8.—The Inspection began with the usual ceremonial movements, I then saw 
the various arms manceuvre separately, and finally witnessed a sham-fight, which 
had been arranged for the occasion, Without entering into details regarding the 
various movements I saw performed at this parade and on other occasions, 
I beg to offer the following remarks for the information of the Shanghai 
Municipality. 

4.— Cavalry :—Capt, Liddell has succeeded in making his small command a 
very efficient body of Light Horse. The men ride well as a rule, have a smart 
uniform, and are particularly well turned out. They drilled far better than I 
expected, and I may mention that their “trot past” was quite the feature of the 
March Past, But though the results of Capt. Liddell’s efforts have been so satis- 
factory, Iam of opinion that the Corps attempts too much. The time available 
for instruction is limited, and the Light Horse should restrict themselves to 
essentials, Itake it their réle would be mainly reconnoitering, patrolling the 
Toads in small parties, escorting the guns, seizing important points such as a 
bridge and charging mobs, and their whole drill and training should be conducted 
with reference to such points, I am not at all an advocate for converting this 
efficient body of cavalry into mounted infantry, but, I do think that the simple drill 
and single rank formations of mounted infantry are quite as much as is necessary 
in the nature of mounted manceuvres, The simpler and fewer the parade move- 
ments taught the better will they be executed and the easier will it be to augment 
the numbers of the Light Horse on emergency. At Shanghai, where there are so 
many good horsemen, this Corps could be largely increased, and the recruits 
would the more readily fall into their places if the training were less exacting in 
the matter of parade movements, 

5.—-Artillery :—This useful little Corps turns out for parade in larger 
numbers than any other, and Capt, Clarke evidently has them well in hand. The 
Battery manceuvres sufficiently well for all purposes, but in this case also I think 
it advisable to urge that it takes years to make an efficient all round gunner, and 
that therefore time should not be wasted on the showy side of Artillery training, 
To shoot well is the raison détre of Artillery, and all their training should be 
subordinated to this, As far as possible every man should learn to lay accurately 
and rapidly and to adjust fuzes, while the battery as a whole should consider their 
chief aim to be able to unlimber and come into action as rapidly as possible, 
rather than to dress accurately or perform elaborate movements, I am led to 
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make these remarks by observing that useless manceuvres such as advancing by 
échelon of guns are practised, while on the other hand occasionally guns are 
somewhat slow in coming into action. I particularly desire to impress rapidity, 
as in street fighting time is everything. To unlimber smartly and get off a round 
or two of case rapidly will under the special circumstances of the Shanghai 
Artillery be much more important than intricate movements or accurate marching 
past. At the same time I must record the fact that their range shooting is very 
good, I saw the battery firing at 1,825 yards and the bursts were very well 
timed. 

6.—Engineers :—I am glad to be able to report that Major-General Barker's 
recommendations have borne excellent fruit. The Corps is now 30 strong, and of 
this number 28 turned up for Inspection, a better show proportionately than that 
made by any unit, [t is commanded by Capt. Dowdall, an officer whose 
professional duties to the Chinese Government have led him to study the 
technicalities of the military engineer, and under his able guidance the Corps has 
made a most satisfactory beginning. It is very smartly dressed and is already a 
most useful adjunct to the force, as apart from its potential value it now furnishes 
detachments for two Nordenfeldts, and also fully trained signallers—men 
from the Telegraph service. I understand that Capt, Dowdall proposes in 
addition to the telegraph and signalling section to form two engineer sections, one 
specially trained with a view to street fighting, the other as a field section. 
I am not sure that it is worth while separating these duties, as the number of the 
Corps can hardly ever be large, and I think it would be better to work them as 
a whole, drawing up for guidance one short simple syllabus in which barricades 
and loopholed walls, preparation for defence of windows and doors, obstructions 
and bridge-heads would form the principal features, Fieldworks might, I think, 
be almost omitted from the course, except so far as gun-pits and laying out 
shelter-trenches are concerned, 

I would particularly suggest the training of the small pioneer detachment 
in bridging the ditches which intersect the country. Out in the open the Artillery 
would constantly be brought to a standstill by these ditches, and some simple 
method of getting the guns across should be provided for and practised, and I 
think that when the guns are manwuvring in the country the pioneer detachment 
should always be attached to them for this purpose. 

7.—Infantry :—The Infantry are fortunate in having several very efficient 
and zealous Company Commanders and a particularly good Drill Instructor in 
the Battalion Commandant Captain Launing, and considering how weak are the 
companies the results are most satisfactory. The German Company is naturally 
the best at drill, but I understand at target practice it is no better than the others, 
and in this connection I may remark that the standard of efficiency is very low. 
Compared with the standard we require of Indian recruits at the same easy 
distances it is as 20 to 65, Perhaps it may not be advisable to raise this 
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standard, but I think more attention should be paid to volley firing by sections 
on the range, more especially with a view to accustoming subalterns and N.C.0.’s 
to commanding detached parties in, street fighting, A prize for the best section 
percentage at volleys might prove an incentive to improvement in this direction. 
As I have already informed the Infantry on parade, their volley firing is not up 
to the mark. Orders are not clearly given, distances and objects are.omitted, 
and sights are not adjusted, Considering that volley firing at masses would be 
their principal réle, these faults are serious ones and efforts should be made to 
rectify them. Again, I am of opinion that the Volunteers try to do too much. 
Attack formations as laid down in the Drill Book are intended for use in 
European warfare against well-armed disciplined troops, not against Asiatic 


_ mobs, and instead of devoting much time to such exercises the Infantry should 


practise steady advances in line or échelon with halts for volJey firing. Attack 


‘drills should be limited to the simplest formations and practised merely to 


enable the Volunteers to co-operate with regulars or the Navy when landed, 
Battalion drill with weak Companies aggregating 20 files in the Battalion, as I 
have seen, is also of very little practical value, and I think Battalion drills should 
only be held when a fairly strong muster can be ensured. At other times it would 
be better to drill as a Company, for by so doing, uniformity will be better 
ensured and the men will learn to work together with greater precision, These 
remarks of course do not apply to the German Company, which drills on the 
German system. — 


8.—Lquipment : — As regards the equipment of the Corps, I have the following 
temarks to make. 


(a.)—The Armstrongs want “ browning” badly, and in other respects I think 
it would be advisable to get them looked at by an expert. I understand there 
would be no difficulty in finding such a man at Shanghai. 

(%.)—There are only 207 rounds of shrapnel in store. This seems to me too 
emalla proportion, and in my opinion, irrespective of the amount required for 
practice, there should be a reserve of at least 300 rounds shrapnel and 100 rounds 
‘of case, or in other words 100 rounds per gun. 

(¢e.)—None of the boxes are kept packed with ammunition, nor are the 
proportions of the different kinds of projectiles to be carried laid down, This is a 
point requiring attention, as if suddenly called out there might be delay in filling 
the limber boxes, or they might in the hurry be packed with unsuitable proportions, 
‘I would suggest 8 boxes, ie. sufficient for the 4 gun limbers, always being kept 
packed in the magazine. -Ordinarily of course the Battery would parade with empty 
boxes, for I prestime they are interchangeable, 

(d.)—The Engineer Company should be equipped with suitable tools in 
proper proportions. Such tools might with advantage be carried on wheelbarrows 


- specially fitted for the purpose. 


(e. )—The men not rates for the Nordenfelat detachments should be armed :

(f)—The white enamelled belts and black ball bags worn by the Corps do 
not look very serviceable. I would suggest that when worn out they should be 
replaced by brown leather equipment such as is now issued to the army in India. 
It is often supposed that brown leather is not so smart as white, but the eye soon 
gets accustomed to it, and moreover I am not sure that it is not in any case 
smarter than old and cracked enamel. 
’ (g.)—I notice that the “ Defence Scheme" for the Settlement is dated 1884, 
It should be revised, as it provides for the co-operation of about six men-of-war 
and is altogether unsuitable to existing conditions. Of course any scheme is 
liable to alteration according to the circumstances of the moment, but still some 
plan to meet the normal situation is most advisable, and in any plan drawn up no 
more than two ships of war should be reckoned on. 

10,—In conclusion I think the Shanghai Municipality may be congratulated 
on the efficiency of its Volunteer Corps, which I believe is largely due to the tact 
and experience of its Commander, Major Holliday, who seems to have.a considerable 
acquaintance with the working of each arm.

There has been no sham-fight this year. One was arranged for the 
4th December, but the unexpected departure of H.M.S. Caroline a few 
days before prevented its taking plece. 

There have, however, been two very useful and successful “ Active 
Service” Parades, one in August and one in October. Hongkew was 
the scene of operations in the first case, whilst the second took place in 
the English Settlement. The turn-out on both occasions was very 
satisfactory. 

On the 8th of November the Corps had the mournful duty of 
attending the funeral of the late Mr. John Macgregor, who as 
Chairman, of the Council was ex gficto Commandant of the Corps, 
This last service was the more willingly rendered by the large number 
_ who turned out, since it was generally known that Mr, Macgregor had 
always manifested a warm interest in the Corps, and put a high estimate 
_ upon its importance to Shanghai. 

Jubilee Parade.—On 17th November # Special full-dress Parade 
took place on the Race-course, in conjunction with the British and 
French Men-of-war in port. The former landed 323 and latter 76 of 
ranks, whilst there were 249 Volunteers present. ‘There were thus 
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648 in all on Parade, by far the largest number seen on the Race-course 
for many years. The force marched’ past with Captain Clarke at their 
head; and saluted the Members of the Municipal Council and the new 
Manicipal Flag, afterwards proceeding to the Bund, where, at noon, 
volleys were fired by the Infantry Companies, a feu-de-joie by the Naval 
contingent and a salute of 50 guns by the Artillery. The turn-out and 
evolutions were highly creditable to the Corps.

LIGHTING. 


The lighting of the Settlement by Gas and Electricity has been 
continued during the year, but since the Ist September the Electric 
lamps have been under the charge of the Council, the Ratepayers having 
decided at the Special Meeting held on the 7th June that the whole 
property, plant and business of the New Shanghai Electric Company 
should be acquired for the Municipality. 


Gas Lames, 


The contract made with the Gas Company in 1890 terminated on 
the 30th June last, and was renewed for a further term of one year 
from the 1st July at $2.70 per month for each lamp, the same rate as 
in the previous contract, the Council. undertaking that the number of 
lamps paid for each month should not be less than 400, but 
discontinuing the arrangement made in 1883, in accordance with which 
the Gas Company was paid at the rate of 25 cents each per month for 
keeping in order the 135 lamps which ceased to be lighted after the 
Electric lighting was adopted for a portion of the Settlement.

S1r,—In reply to your letter of 3!st May, I am directed to say that this 
Company are prepared to make a contract for the lighting of the streets by gas 
for three years from the lst proximo on the same terms as at present, subject to 
any reduction in price that the Company may determine upon during that time 
and that the number of lamps shall not be less than 411, ie. the present 
number less the 84 which the Company understand the Council contemplate 
displacing. 

Lam further directed to say, that as the Company are desirous to show the 
Public what can be done in the way of street lighting by the improved methods 
now available, they request the Council to permit them to make a trial to that 
end by allowing them to light a section of the Nanking Road, say from the 
Fohkien Road to the Defence Creek, The Company are confident that the street 
will be better lighted than it is by the electric lamps and at a less cost. Should 
however the experiment prove unacceptable to the Public the Company are 
willing to bear the cost of it and to remove the lamps, 

The Company make this request with less hesitation as they cannot now 
be supposed to be making any attempt to interfere with a competing Company.

Srr,—I have to acknowledge the recvipt, of your letter of the 28th instant, 
No. 93/279, and in reply Lam directed to say that this Company will make an 
agreement to light the public lamps for one year from the Ist July prox, at the 
same price and on the same terms as at present, the number of lamps not to be 
less than 400, 

For the advantage of getting a contract for three years, during which time it 
is more than probable a considerable reduction in the price of gas will be made, 
this Company were willing to fix a maximum price and to agree to give the 
Council the benefit of any reduction made during the period ; but with a contract for 
only one year the Company can scarcely be expected to bind themselves to a fixed 
maximum prive and to agree to make a reduction for the public lamps, should 
they find it desirable to make one to private consumers. In the latter case 
the Company look to extended business and increased consumption to com- 
pensate for the reduction, which they cannot do in respect to the public 
lighting. 

The Company are pleased that the Council have decided to discontinue the 
present arrangement with regard to the keeping in order the 136 lamps which 
ceased to be lighted after the Electric light was introduced, as it entailed a 
positive loss to the Company and was only continued by them for the convenience 
of the Council. 

With regard to the permission asked for to light a portion of the Nanking 
Road, I am directed to say that as the object was to get the Lest possible place for

The contract made with the New Shanghai Electric Company in 
September 1891 also terminated on the 30th June, but was not 
renewed as the Council had then been instrneted by the Ratepayers to 
enter into negotiation for the purchase of the Electric Company’s plant 
and business. The old contract however was allowed to run on until 
the 3ist August, when the plant and business of the Company were 
transferred to the Council, but the cost of the street lamps since the : 
Ist September has continued to be debited to the lighting account, at 


the contract rate per lamp, and the amount credited to the Electrical 
Department ; next year, no doubt, it will be found that the rate per lamp — 
can be very much reduced. 

At the end of 1892 the total number of Electric lamps was 77, and 
this year 11 additional lamps have been provided, making the total 
number 88 on the 3lst December last, for which the average rate 
charged is Tls. 207 per month.

Licenses. 


The receipts for Native license fees continue on a satisfactory scale, 
and for the year are fully Tis. 4,800 over the estimates, all of them 
having produced rather more than last year, except Livery Stables, the 
fees for Carriages having been reduced at the Annual Meeting to one- 
half of those formerly charged. 

The total fees collected amount to Ts. 121,005, against 
Tis. 118,443 last year, an increase of Ts. 2,562, of which the greater 
portion is due to the fees on Jin-ric-shas, Wheel-barrows, Opium and 
Pawn Shops. 

Opium-shops,—In order to meet the requirements of the steadily 
increasing Native population in the Settlements, several additional 
opium-shops have been opened in Hongkew in the course of the year, 

The average number licensed each month has been 1,200, against 
1,180 last year, and the fees collected amount to Tls. 84,085, against 
Tis, 32,800, an increase of Ts. 1,285. 


Pawn-shops—The number is rather larger than Jast year, 
the following being the return of licenses issued for each quarter during 


the year :—

Tea-shops.—Have increased considerably in number, 4,561, or 880 
per month, having been licensed, against 4,027, or 336 per mouth, last 
year, the fees amounting to Tls, 3,877, against Tls. 3,638. 


Fivery Stables.—At the Annual Meeting of Ratepayers Mr, Purpoy 
directed attention to the system of licensing carriages, which allowed the 
Livery Stablekeepers to take out licenses for only about half the number 
of the carriages they kept to let out on hire, on the plea that they 
Were never all in use at one time, and he recommended that in future 
they should be required to take out licenses for all their carriages and 
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ponies, but as the license fees charged were very high, that the following 
reductions should be made in them :—

and that the license-plate should be fixed on each carriage in such a 
position that it could be easily seen by the police. The proposed 
alterations were agreed to by the Ratepayers and came into force on the 
1st March. 


In April the principal Stablekeepers wrote to the Conneil objecting — 
to the new regulations, and more particularly to their being compelled to 
have the license-plates fixed on the carriages, asserting that it would 
interfere with their being hired, many of their customers objecting to 
hire a carriage with a license-plate on it. 


Annexed is the correspondence :— 


Shanghai, 10th April 1893. 


Sims,—We the undersigned Livery Stablekeepers paying Ten per cent tax on 
our rental in the Settlement beg to address you on the subject of the new regula- 
-tions re licensing the carriages, &c., and trust you will give this your kind 
consideration. It is about twenty years since Livery Stables were first established 
at this port, during which period your predecessors granted to each stable a 
permit in addition to which, the stables required to take out licenses to place 
within the carriages. This plan worked well and Livery Stable business flourished 
satisfactorily, but for the last ten years, ever since Jinrickshas came into use the 
Livery Stables naturally suffered much by the former's taking away a good deal 
of the business, so much so, that many of us began to seriously consider the 
question of closing up our establishments and of undertaking some lines of 
business and would have done so were it not for this fact that such a procedure 
would have involved financial ruin, As such a step was not to be thought of we 
were compelled by circumstances over which we had no control, to go on and 
were glad enough if our incomes were sufficient to cover expenses and no more, 
This lamentable state of affairs, having come within the knowledge of the Council, 
we believe was the cause of the present new regulation by which licenses were 
considerably reduced in amount. When these intentions were first made known 
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there was universal ‘satisfaction amongst the Livery Stablekeepers and every 
individual felt grateful and praised the Council's beneficence as it was not known 
at the time that the new regulations further provided that all extra ponies and 
carriages were also to be taxed and that each license ticket was to be nailed on the 
carriages outside. We now beg to point out to the Council that we differ in some 
respect from the Livery Stables doing business on the Foochow road, in that the 
patrons of the stables on this road are entirely Chinese who ride only as far as the 
Bubbling Well and the Gardens in its vicinity; thus the distances traversed by 
the ponies of these Livery Stables are comparatively short, so that each animal is 
used on going to and fro on an average of two or three times a day, whereas those 
who patronise us are Europeans who drive great distances when they hire our 
vehicles, from the morning to the afternoon or to a later hour of the night 
according to the humour of the hirer of the carriages; we are compelled to wait 
upon the pleasure of the hirer until he has finished for the day, and, owing to the 
distances our ponies have to cover, have often to change ponies once or even twice 
to each carriage and for'all this trouble we can only charge the rate for a single 
hire, sometimes owing to differences arising from such occurrences we were com- 
pelled to ask the assistance of the police authorities but were ordered to change 
ponies, nor were we allowed to charge according to distances or length of time and 
in all cases were placed at the whim of the hirer of the vehicle. Those of our 
patrons who are either masters of hongs, managers, visitors, or members of the 
Consular services, in fact all those who stand in good positions in society consider 
it degrading to ride in a carriage having a license ticket nailed in a prominent 
place and hence decline to patronise us as was their wont, thereby making our 
losses still larger than under the old régime. With reference to the regulation 
requiring us to take out licence tickets for our extra ponies and carriages we beg to 
point out that these were bought for cases of emergency to supply relays or 
change of carriages and were not for regular hire, and under present cireumstances 
it is to be feared that we will not be able to pay for the extra licenses, We would 
also beg to bring to the Council's notice that the exception made to the Central 
Stable on the Foochow Roa where the license tickets have not been nailed on 
the carriages belonging to that establishment. and we fail to see why one Livery 
Stable doing @ similar line of business should find favour more than others, 
Hence we beg the Conncil to give orders that the same treatment be accorded to 
all Livery Stables as well as to repeal the regulation requiring extra ponies and 
carriages to take out license tickets, and we also beg that we be not required to 
nail the license tickets outside the carriages, but be allowed to carry them inside 
for the purpose of showing them to the inspecting police Officers when called upon 
to do so as has been the case so far, We are willing in the event of our request 
being allowed to pay any fine that may be imposed upon us by the Council 
should we be found at any time to act contrary to the old regulation, We have 
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requested Me. F. F, Ferris to act on our behalf in this matter and shall thank you 
to send any communication you may have for us to him.

should be fixed on the carriages so as to be easily seen, 

With regard to the carriages kept at the Central Stables, arrangements have 
been made to have the license-plate either fixed on them, ora badge on the dress 
of the mafoo, to show that they are licensed carriages.

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For some months afterwards considerable difficulty was experienced 
in getting the Stablekeepers to take unt licenses for all their carriages ; 
and some of them had to be taken to the Mixed Court, where the 
Magistrate jusisted upon their complying with the regulations. 
Subsequently, however, in order to meet their views the Council decided 
that the license-plate might be fixed on the carriage under the driver's 
seat, except in the case of carriages plying for hire in the streets, and 
since then there has been very little difficulty in carrying out the 
regulations, although some of the Stablekeepers still try to evade 
taking out licenses for all their carriages and ponies. 

The total number of carriages licensed during the year has been 
4,697, or 391 per month, against 3,350, or 279 per month, last year, and 
ponies 5,428, against 3,350, whilst the fees collected amount to 
Tis. 9,790, against Tis. 10,444, a decrease of Tis. 654. 

During the last two or three montlis there has been a decrease in the 
number of licensed carriages and ponies, the Stablekeepers complaining 
of the bad times, asserting that many natives who formerly hired 
carriages for a drive to the Bubbling Well and back now take Jin-rie- 
shas, and two of them have closed their establishments and sold their 
earriages and ponies. 

Jn April last the Acting Sanitary Inspector and the Health Officer 
addressed the Council directing their attention to the defective drainage 
and ventilation of most of the Native Livery Stables, and as the tenants 
of them were not inclined to do anything to improve the stables, letters 
were addressed to the owners of the properties calling upon them to have 
the stables properly drained and ventilated, but withont niuch effect. 

The Council recommend that in fature the different stables should 
be licensed, and that no license should be granted except to those which 
are certified by the Health Officer or’ Sanitary Inspector to be properly 
drained, ventilated and lighted.

S1r,—I have the honour to inform you that yesterday along with the Council's 
Engineer and Sanitary Inspector I visited several native livery stables in the 
 Foochow and Hupeh Roads, The unsatisfactory condition of these places 
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throughout the Settlement has lately been discussed by the Sanitary Board, and 
Mr. Cameron has addressed the Council on the subject in a letter dated 7th April. 
I did not visit yesterday the worst of these stables, but of those I inspected, at 
least three were so defective in drainage, ventilation and accommodation as to 
bring them into the category of nuisances dangerous to the public health, and to 
warrant the Council in withdrawing the licenses of the proprietors should they 
refuse to take the necessary steps to remedy their condition.

S1r,—I have the honour to inform you, for the information of the Watch 
Committee, 

That I have examined the Native Livery Stables several times during the past 
month, and found the ponies in fairly good condition and a slight improvement 
in the way of cleanliness. 

The underground drains are in most cases defective, and the tenants do not 
consider it their business to put them in repair. I would therefore beg to suggest 
that each Native Livery Stable should be license1, and that no license be granted 
unless the premises on inspection be found fitted up with proper drainage, ventila- 
tion and light. During the month one stable was sold by auction, the reason 
given was in consequence of the bad times. 

The number of ponies licensed for June is 495, against 547. The explana- 
tion given by the stablekeepers for the falling-off in the number of ponies is that 
53 ponies are now the property of foreigners,

Jin-ric-shas.—The total number licensed during the year has heen 
36,967, or 3,081 per month, against 36,198, or 3,016 per month, last year, 
an increase of 769, and the fees collected amount to Tls. 40,232, against 
Tls. 89,392. In addition to the above a large number of unlicensed 
Jin-ric-shas ply for hire outside the Settlements. 6,500 licenses have 
been confiscated and 26,900 suspended for breaches of the traffic 
regulations, against 6,800 confiscated and 27,200 suspended last year. 

Wheel-barrows.—There is a slight increase in the number of Wheel- 
barrows, 36,697, or 3,056 per month, having been licensed, against 
35,728, or 2;899 per month, last year, and the fees amount to Ts, 9,266, 
against Ts. 9,035, a sum quite inadequate to compensate for the 
damage which they do to the roads in the Settlement. ; 

Hand-carts,— License fees have been collected from 2,699, or 
225 per month, against 2,608, or 218 per month, last year, and amount 
to Tls, 2,936, against Tls. 2,850. 

Water-carts.—Licenses have been issued to 14 per month, being 
the same number as last year, and the fees amount to Tis. 242, 
against Tls. 241. 

Cargo-boats, Sampans, etc.—There has been a slight increase in 
the number of Foreign and Native owned cargo-boats, but a decrease 
in Sampans, etc. ‘The license fees collected amount to :—

and keepers of Wine-shops. The fees collected during the year are as

Theatres, etc., Foreign and Native.—There is a decrease in the 
license fees collected from Foreign theatres but an increase from 
Native Theatres and Sing-song Houses. The fees for the former 
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amount to Tls, 141 and for the latter Tls. 1,021, together Tls. 1,161, 
against 1,185 last year. 

Billiards and Bowling Alleys.—There is again a slight @@crease 
in the license fees, the amount collected being Tls. 153, against Tls. 166 
last year. 

Butcher-shops.—Since the 1st March last the butcher-shops in the 
Settlement which supply Foreigners have been licensed, the fee charged 
being $1.00 per month, and the amount collected has been Tis. 182. 
The number of licensed shops has increased from 13 in March to 21 at 
present. ,

The total strength of the Force as provided for in the Budget of 
1893 was 470. For the year 1894, 15 additional men are required and 
have been added to the, Budget for policing the new district: this 
number will have to be further increased as building operations (which 
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are being carried on very rapidly) extend. Correspondence has already 
been published from property-holders in West Hongkew asking that a 
small Station should be built in this district, and is at presemt under 
consideration by the Council. 


Evnoreans. 

On the 1st January 1893, the Chief Inspector was temporarily 
transferred to the Sanitary Department as Acting Inspector, and on 
the Ist January 1894 (his Police Agreement having expired on 
the 81st December), his appointment as Sanitary Inspector was 
confirmed. 

The Inspector in charge of the Detective Department having 
completed his second term of agreement, resigned on the 31st ultimo. 

During the year the Foreign portion of the Force has been kept 
fairly well up to the authorized strength ; two men joined from England, 
and the remainder of those who joined were engaged in Shanghai. 


Inptans. 


The Indian constables have generally performed their duties 
satisfactorily. During the year they have gone through a regular 
monthly course of shooting, in which they take the keenest interest. An 
annual competition was held in August, and prizes to the amount of 
$219.50 were distributed, the whole of which, with the exception of $50, 
was contributed by themselves. 


Natives. 


There is nothing special to say with reference to this branch of the 
Force : they have been performing their duties fairly well. 


Gaots. 


The weekly average of prisoners confined in the Municipal Gaols at 
the different stations during 1893 was 94,82; the greatest number 
confined during any one week being 126 as against 80.30, and 126 in 
1892: the increase is to be accounte! for by the arrest of several gangs 
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of gamblers. The system of keeping the prisoners under strict 
supervision, and not allowing them to have more than the prison diet 
supplied by the Municipality, has, I am sure, a deterrent effect. The 
amount of remunerative labor performed by the prisoners has been 
slowly but steadily increasing during the year, and a quantity of baskets 
of different kinds, as well as a considerable number of straw sandals, have 
been made, and a fair proportion disposed of. Three prisoners escaped, 
one from the cells at Hongkew and two from the Central; the former, 
a most dangerous character, was captured, the other two are still at 
large. 


Crime. 


The number of prisoners arrested by the Police and charged at the 
Mixed Court during 1893 amounts to 7,315, or an increase of 1,492 as 
as compared with 1892. This increase is made up of 958 Nuisances, 
258 Gamblers, 4 Arsons, 46 Assaults, 10 Cutting and Wounding, 
51 Larceny from Person, 16 Loitering, 51 Obstructions, 33 Receiving 
Stolen Property, 18 Returning from Deportation and a few miscellaneous 

_ tases, so that practically, leaving out the Nuisances and Gamblers, 
crime remains pretty much in the same position, without any serious 
increase, as it has done for the past ten years. By Table LX, which gives 
the total number of reports of all kinds made at the different stations 

’ daring the year, it will be seen that there were 1,375 offences against 
property reported during 1892 as against 1,149 reported in 1893, which 
may be considered very satisfactory if the increase of the population and 
buildings are taken into consideration. Strict enquiries have been made 
as to the origin of all fires occurring during the year, and whenever any 
suspicious circumstances attended them, the occupants of the house where 
the fire originated, were taken before the Mixed Court. 

The following offences of a more than usually serious nature have 
to be recorded :— 

On 12th April 1893, Lottery Shop, No. 93, Honan Road, was 
reported to be on fire; 13 houses were destroyed. Four men were 
arrested, and three were sent to City, on a charge of setting fire 
to same. 


A woman was arrested on the 13th May for being concerned with 
six men in killing her lusband near the West Gate. She was ordered 
to be sent into the City for trial by the Chi‘shien. 

On May 2Ist, seven German seamen of the N. D. L.s.s. ¢ Preussen” 
stabbed a boy named Yang Ah Ling and two other natives on the 
Woosung Railway Road. They were arrested and taken to Pao San 
City by native authorities and afterwards handed over to Central Station, 
Yang Ah Ling died in St. Luke’s Hospital on 23rd May. Prisoners 
were sent to Germany for trial. 

On August 9th a sailor from German Mail s.s. “ Oldenberg” 
stabbed a Ricksha Coolie on C. M. Lower Wharf. Prisoner was 
sentenced to one month’s imprisonment to be served in Germany, 

On August 10th a Manilaman named BeneGyo stabbed a Manila- 
man named Aytonto in a house off Hanbury Road, Hongkew. Antonio 
died immediately. Prisoner was tried before Spanish Consul and sent 
to Manila. 

On October 10th a murderons attack was made upon one Min Chai 
Foh and his wife Miu Chang Sze in house No, 256, North Szechuen 
Road. Miu Chang Sze died the same day. An inquest was held by 
the City Magistrate, who recorded a verdict that death resulted from 
cholera. 

On October 10th Moh Zang Kun stabbed Hoong King Tsoong in 
the left side, in Kinkiang Road, during a quarrel. Hoong King Tsoong 
died shortly afterwards. Moh Zang Kun sent to City for trial. 

On November 18th a sailor belonging to the German Gunboat 
“Titis” stabbed a Ricksha Coolie and a householder in Kiaugse Road, 
He was sent to Germany for trial. 


MisceLLaneovs. 


The new boundary line, defining the limits of the Settlement 
North of the Soochow Creek, was finally settled on the 22nd of July 
1893. The result of this is that much valuable property and from 
25,000 to 30,000 people, not counting those residing in original hold- 
ings, have been brought under the jurisdiction of the Municipality, 
The definition of this boundary line was a long-felt want and is most 
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Satisfactory from a Police point of view, as, prior to its settlement, it was 
possible to tell where the jurisdiction of the Municipality ended and 
of the Chinese began, the consequence of which was that disputes 
constantly arising, which caused much trouble to the Mixed Court 
istrate and the different Assessors, more especially in the case of 
ection of taxes, and nuisances such as removal of night-soil pits, 
offins, ete. etc. For the same reason it was impossible to put down 
‘gambling-tables which had existed in Li Hongkew for so many 
, but immediately after the boundary was finally settled, steps were 
by which the gamblers were completely driven out of the 
sttlement, but only to carry on their business farther afield where the 
ese Authorities can deal with them. 
The natural consequence, of bringing so much property and so 
ny people under Municipal jurisdiction, has been to increase the 
Force, in order to afford that protection to which all residing 
Municipal limits are entitled. The new District between the 
Honan Road, the Soochow Creek and the boundary line, 
ending from a stone opposite the Gas Works, to the Rifle Butts) 
in fature to be known.as West Hongkew, is with the exception of 
North Shanse and North Fuhkien Road, a network of alleyways, 
ho doubt in the course of time roads will be made, as opportunity 
, and gas and water laid on. This district is being very rapidly 
over. At present there are no less than 3 Silk Filatures in 
jon—one in course of erection—one Waste Silk Mill, one Rice 
and several Timber Yards, and altogether it is a very busy neigh- 
d, with more than the ordinary proportion of rowdy characters, 
equire very careful, and constant supervision, The several 
above mentioned’ employ from 3,000 to 4,000 workpeople, 
st proportion being women, whose helplessness requires especial 
from the rowdy element already mentioned, when they are 
dand returning from’ work, necessitating the presence of more 
an would be required under ordinary circumstances. With 
the foregoing it may not be out of place to add the 
t from the report of Me:srs. Mayne and Datuas on 
limitation of the Boundaries of Hongkew” (pp. 23 and 
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“There are over 2,500 Chinese houses liable to taxation, which 
“ are not taxed at the present time. The annual rental of these 
* houses can be fairly estimated at Tis, 63,400, which at 10 per cent 
“ would yield an annual income of Tis. 6,340 to the Municipality. 
“ This amount is an entire gain to the revenue. In addition to the 
“ above there are 5,225 Chinese houses belonging to the original 
“ Chinese proprietors, which will for the present escape taxation under 
“ Clause VI of the Stipulations. The assessment of these houses can 
“ be fairly taken at Tls, 46,000, which, if taxed, would provide 
“ Tis, 4,600 per annum.” 

“ The total valuation of foreign owned property that has been 
“ added to the Settlement outside the boundaries of 1863 may be 
“ estimated at ‘Tis. 1,175,964, yielding an increased taxation of 
“ Tis, 11,632.” 

* On the other hand, we must not forget to mention that no loss 
“ of taxation has been sustained by the Council over the districts that 
“ have reverted to the Chinese Authorities.” 

“ The North Louza district is rapidly becoming one of the most 

important in Shanghai, and when it is developed by the laying out 
of roads and other publie improvements, the taxable area will be 


“ largely increased, and the value of the present foreign owned pro- 
perties will be greatly enhanced. In a few years the revenue the 
Municipality will gain from this locality will nearly double that 
“ obtainable at the present time.” 

« As soon as public improvements have been made in this neigh- 
“ bourhood, seventy-five per cent of the native owned houses, now free 
“ under Clause VI of the Stipulations, will be liable to taxation, The 
* additional income to be derived from this source may be estimated 
at Tis. 3,000 per annum.” 


: 
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JuBitee CEesrarioys. 


The celebration of the Jubilee of Shanghai was held on the 17th 
and 18th of November and attracted a vast number of people from the 
surrounding country as well as from Ningpo, Hangchow, Soochow and 
more distant places. After very careful calculation I have come to the 
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conclusion that there must have been close upon 500,000 persons 
including the ordinary population) in the Settlement on those two days. 
This large increase naturally threw a great deal of extra work on the 
Police, and I have much pleasure in reporting that no casualty of any 
moment was reported at either of the three stations during those two , 
days ; this was no doubt, to a great extent, owing to the peaceable nature 
of the people, but credit must also be given to the Police for a consider- 
able amount of tact and forbearance. The instructions, always given to 
the Police, to be civil and obliging to any one, whether Foreign or Native, 
who might be in need of information or assistance, were faithfully 
carried out, as I can testify from instances which came under my own 
observation. 


Every member of the Force from the Senior Inspector to the last 
joined Native constable worked with untiring energy and zeal, to make 
the Jubilee of Shanghai a success, and the Council were pleased to 
recognize their services on this occasion, by issuing a Board Order at 
their first meeting after the Jubilee (the 22nd of November) in which an 
unanimous vote of thanks was given to the Police for the “admirable 
“ arrangements made and the satisfactory manner in which they were 
“ carried out.” 


The only contretemps that occurred to mar the complete success of 
the arrangements made for the celebration. of the Jubilee, was on the 
second day, between two factions of the Canton Guild, which resulted in 
the procession arranged for that day being broken up, greatly to the 
disappointment of the many thousands of people who assembled to see it 
pass. The route had been arranged between myself and the Chairman of 
the Canton Guild and had been advertized in the Chinese papers for 
several days, so that the whole population were eagerly awaiting 
its appearance. The different streets were literally crammed with 
people, the Nankin Road especially, where the shop fronts were taken 
out and seats placed one above the other, so that the people extended 
from the middle of the road up to the ceiling of the shops on each side 

_ ina dense mass. I was informed that some of these shops were let for 
the occasion, in some instances for as much as $30, consequently the 
__non-appearance of the procession caused very grave dissatisfaction, 
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This regrettable incident was quite unforeseen. I had personally 
superintended the formation of the procession on the waste ground off 
the North Szechuen Road and-had made arrangements with the head 
men that they could march through the different streets in Honykew 
after they had carried out the programme as originally arranged with the 
Chairman, They were apparently perfectly satisfied with this, and 
started. Unfortunately a dispute arose between the two sections of the 
Gnild en route, the procession breaking up at the Seward Road bridge ; 
and althongh Inspector Witson, who was in charge, did his best to get 
it re-formed, his efforts were of no avail. 

During the year, 1,082 Native and 8 Foreign houses have been 
newly erected or are in course of erection. 

59,287 natives and 496 foreigners have for various offences been 
brought under the notice of the police; this does not include 3,932 
wheelbarrow and hand-cart coolies whose licenses were suspended for 
overloading and other offences. 4,461 dogs were captured during the 
year; this increase in the number of dogs is to be accounted for by an 
extra cart supplied to the Hongkew and Louza Stations. 

The total value of property stolen during 1893 was $46,182.98 
from which must be deducted false reports and reports of property 
stolen outside the Settlements, amounting to $3,480.70, leaving the 
amount actually stolen within the Settlements at $12,702.95. The 
amount recovered by the Police was $35,590.89.

In December last the annexed letter was addressed to the Council 
ting their attention to the great loss of life which had taken place 
Ningpo owing to the audience being unable to escape speedily from 
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a theatre there in which a fire broke out during the performance, an@ 
suggesting that steps should be taken in order to prevent a similar 
disaster occurring at any of the theatres here. 
Shanghai, 12th December 1893. 

Dear Srr,—I beg to call your attention to the fact that there are several 
Chinese theatres in this Settlement, which are filled every night with crowded 
houses, when the conditions are similar to those of the theatre just burned at 
Ningpo with such disastrous results, and to suggest that a careful police supervision 
be exercised over these theatres and adequate provision be made to ensure a safe 


exit in case of fire,

The letter received the immediate consideration of the Conncil, who 
instructed the Capt.-Superintendent of Police and the Municipal Engineer 
to inspect the different theatres in the Settlement and report upon them, 
stating whether they are provided with convenient and sufficient means 
of exit for the audience in the event of fire or a sudden panic. 

The following is the report sent to the Council, and the annexed. 
letter was addressed to the representatives of the different theatres, who 
in reply expressed their willingness to make the necessary alterations 
in them. 


Shanghai, 28th December 1893. 
Chinese Theatres. 

In accordance with instructions received from the Council, we visited 
the Chinese Theatres on the 18th instant, and found everything very much in 
the same condition as reported by Messrs. Lester and Clark in May 1877, with 
the exception that there are now only five theatres, and that the walls instead of 
being from 8 to 12 inches are from 8 to 12 inches in thickness, 

We may mention that the theatres are arranged on a uniform plan, which 
does not admit of their being rapidly cleared in the event of a panic, 

In conclusion we beg to refer the Council to the above-mentioned report by 
Messrs. Lester and Clark, which goes very fully into the matter and embodies all 
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the alterations and improvements which the proprietors may be fairly called upon 
to undertake.

Srr,—In accordance with instructions from the Council, the Captain-Superin- 

tendent of Police and the Municipal Engineer inspected the native theatres in the 

Settlement in the course of last week, and found them in much the same state as 

they were in May 1877, when Messrs. Lester and Clark reported “ that in all of 

them the doors open inwards, the floors to the galleries are not strong enough, the 

_ staircases are insufficient, the gas-jets are too close to the woodwork, and 

there is no easy means of escaping from the building into the adjacent 
premises.” 

In order to guard against loss of life or serious accidents in the event of a 
fire or any sudden panic occurring during a performance, I am directed to hand 
you the enclosed form of licence, to which are annexed the conditions on which 
licences for theatrical performances are granted, and to request that you 
will have your theatre in............Road so arranged as to comply with these 
conditions, 

The most important are Nos. 4, 5 and 6, which are to the effect “ that the gas 
jets must be two feet distant from the woodwork, that all doors must open out- 
wards, and proper arrangements made for the escape of the audience in case of 

- fire,” and I am desired to say that in the event of your failing to comply with 
_ these conditions, the Council will be compelled to refuse a licence for any per- 
formance in your theatre.

Shanghai, 10th July 1893, 


5th moon 27th day, 

S1r,—On the Ist December 1892 I was informed by the Magistrate of the 
Mixed Court for the Foreign Settlement north of the Yang-king-pang, that a 
Chinese detective named Wang A-érh had reported to him that, while going to 
Hongkew, he noticed in the street one Wang Yii-ch‘un, who carried four small jars 
and one small bundle of gunpowder and two small boxes of gun-caps. As this was 
a case of illegally carrying fire-arms, Wang Yii-ch‘un as well as the gunpowder 
were sent to the Court to be dealt with. The Magistrate of the Mixed Court again 
sent the prisoner to the Shanghai Hsien for trial, and further reported the matter 
to me, handing over at the same time, the powder and caps in order that they might 
be delivered to the powder-magazine(?), In accordance herewith I ordered the 
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ammunition to be stored away in the said magazine, bestowed a reward upon the 
detective, and instructed the Shanghai Magistrate to try Wang Yii-ch‘un and punish 
him according to law. The latter official now reports to me that Wang Yii-ch‘un 
__ in his trial deposed, that he bought the powder and caps in a shop of foreign goods 
on the French Road (?) on the river bank (Yang-king-pang?) At the same 
time the magistrate asks for further instructions in the matter, 

On a former occasion, when Chinese merchants in the foreign Settlement in 
_ the neighbourhood of the Yang-king-pang had established shops for carrying on 
@n illegal traffic in fire-arms, I communicated with the English and French 
Uonsuls-General, that they might assist the Chinese authorities in stopping this 
abuse, As, however, Wang Yii-ch‘un now says that the gunpowder and gun-caps 
which he had illegally in his possession were bought in a shop of foreign goods on 
the French Road near the river bank, it it is easy to see that some wicked merchants 
still are going on with this illicit sale of arms and ammunitions, and thus are 
trifling with the law. It is therefore most urgently to be required that a definite 
stop is put to this, in order that the spreading of these malpractices may be 
prevented, and the country kept in peace, 

Thave now instructed the magistrates of the two Mixed Courts to strictly 
prohibit the illegal trade, whilst the Shanghai Magistrate has been ordered to deal 
with Wang Yii-ch'un according to law; and it remains only to request you to give 
strict orders to all the dealers in foreign goods, henceforth not to illegally sell any 
more fire-arms, gunpowder, etc. It is further requested that you will order from 
time to time investigations to be held, and that, whenever any such malpractice as 
illegal sale of arms is discovered, you will have the respective shopkeepers arrested 
and sent to Court for trial and punishment,

“This Council has no power to interfere with the sale of arms, ete. in the 
French Concession, but every precautlon is taken by the Municipal police to pre- 
vent the unauthorised sale of munitions of war in the Settlements North of the 
Yang-king-pang. 

In December 1891 M, Wagner, then Consul-General for France and Senior 
Consul, signed and sealed twenty warrants which were handed to the European 
agents of the Imperial Customs specially charged to prevent the importation of 
contraband arms, etc., and the Captain-Superintendent of Municipal police was 
instructed by the Council to render every assistance to the bearers of these 
warrants,

In February last the attention of the Council for 1892 was directed 
to the number of cases of rabies amongst dogs, reported in the papers, 
and as it had been found that a string round the neck of a dog, with a 
wooden label attached to it, is not sufficient indication of ownership, the 
following Notification was issued and the regulation has since been 
strictly enforced :— 


“Notice is hereby given that after the 31st March next, any dog found in the 
“streets of the Settlement without a collar baving on it the name of the 
“owner, shall be caught and brought to Hongkew Police Station, and if not 
“claimed within seven days the dog shall be destroyed.” 


In June last, on the recommendation of the Sanitary Board two 
additional carts were provided for the capture of stray dogs, “ae with 
the necessary number of attendants. 

The number of dogs captured by the police during the year and 
brought to the station has been 4,457, against 2,497 last year and of 
these about 750 have been claimed and given up to the owners, and 
the others have been drowned.

The first Meeting took place on the 30th January at the house of 
the Health Officer, where they continued to be held until Dr. Henperson 
went home on leave in May, 

Soon afterwards Mr, Jansen agreed to join the Board, and the 
Council decided that in future the Chairman of the Watch Committee 
should be a member of it ex officio. It was also arranged that 
Mr. A. E. Jones should act as Secretary to the Board, and that the 
Meetings should be held in the Council Board Room. 

The Members have met nearly every fortnight, and the Minutes of 
their Meetings have been laid before the Council. A summary of what 
has been done by the Board will be found embodied in the Health 
Officer’s Report for the year. 


SANITARY AND NUISANCE DEPARTMENT. 


The Inspector reports that during the past year the streets and 
alleyways in the Settlement have been swept and cleaned and the 
garbage removed from them twice daily. 

The number of cart-loads of garbage collected and removed by the 
Municipal scavengers has been as follows :—

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an increase of 1,303 cart-loads compared with last year. In addition 
to the above there have been removed from the side-channels in the 
Settlement 2,983 cart-loads of sand and mnd, and in Hongkew 3,346, 
together 6,329, against 5,222 last year. The street sinks in both 
Settlements have been regularly cleaned out and 5,259 cart-loads of 
deposit removed from them, against 5,049 in 1892, 


In June last it was found necessary to employ 11 additional coolies 
to scavenge the streets in Hongkew, where there has lately been a great 
extension of Native buildings, and 8 more have since been taken on to 
remove the garbage from the streets in the new district to the West of the 
North Honan road, now included in Hongkew Settlement, but nothing 
can be done to improve the sanitation of this part of the Settlement 
until roads are laid out and it is properly drained and lighted. 


i A considerable number of very objectionable Native latrines in this 
district have been closed, but not without considerable difficulty, the 
owners of them objecting to their being interfered with, on the ground 
that they are not within the limits of the Settlement, and 21 night-soil 
pits of the same description have been filled in and closed in the district 
to the East of the Hongkew Creck. A good» many, however, 
still remain, but before they can be removed it will be necessary to build 
some latrines for the Natives similar to the one in the Hanbury road, 
and for this provision will be made in the Budget for next year. 


In order to facilitate the cleansing of the public urinals in‘Hong- 
kew, a new cart similar to that in use in the English Settlement has 
been provided, the work having previously been done by coolies with 
buckets. 


____ Several complaints have been made about the non-removal of night- 
‘soil from houses occnpied by Foreigners in both Settlements, but it has 
t invariably been found that no blame attached to the Municipal 
‘ontractor or the coolies employed by him, the owners of these houses 
ing arranged with their own contractors for the removal of the night- 

from them. The present system is exceedingly unsatisfactory, but 
thing can be done to improve it until the Council are authorised to 
the necessary arrangements for the collection and removal of all 
night-soil from the Settlement. 
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The different urinals in the Settlements have been regularly 
washed down twice daily, but as it is almost impossible to prevent an 
offensive smell from some of them, the old urinals are gradually being 
removed aud replaced by others made of slate and concrete. A slate 
urinal has been placed in Kwangse road between the Nanking and Tien- 
tsin roads, and concrete urinals in the Sungkiang road at the Shantung, 
Fohkien, Chekiang and Yunnan road bridges, in the Hankow road at 


the corner of the Hoopeh and Chekiang roads, and in the North Soochow 
road,

The pond referred to in the annexed correspondence has been 
cleaned ont, and a brick wall built round the whole of the grave lot on 
which it is situated, so that it is no longer a nuisance to any one.

Shanse Road, informs me that your Inspector has complained to him thata pond on 
the lot is offensive, and has asked him’ to have this remedied. Mr, Yang Kei Mei 
requests me to inform you that he will proceed at once to have this done, but he 
wishes that it may be pointed out to the Inspector that the inhabitants of the 
neighbouring houses are in the habit of throwing refuse against the fence of the 
lot, to which he attributes the whole cause of any nuisance which may exist at the 
lot, and he requests that measures may be taken to have the refuse now lying 
there at once removed, and that the throwing of refuse against or near the fence 
may be prevented in future,

Native Corrins 1y tHe SertLement. 


Whilst the defining of the new Boundary of Hongkew was under 
discussion with the City and Mixed Court Magistrates and the members 
of the City and Country Committees, their attention was directed to the 
umber of coffins which still continue to be deposited by Natives on 
eant land in Hongkew, in contravention of the 16th Article of the 
id Regulations, which is to the effect “ that no coffins of Chinese are 
be placed within the limits of the Settlements, or left above ground.” 
The Magistrates said that several interviews on the subject had 
en place between the Taotai, the Country Committees and them- 
es, and whilst they were all most anxious that the Land Regulations 
ld be-earried out, they thought that this clause pressed a little hard 
m the poorer classes of Natives, who had hitherto been in the habit of 
iting coffins on vacant land and leaving them above ground, 
then suggested that if the Council would co-operate with them, 
following arrangement could be made, which would prevent any 
rther trouble about the coffins : 
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That the Parish Committees, under instructions of the Local 
Authorities, should select a site outside the Settlement, and build a 
Mortuary somewhat similar to the Ningpo Joss House, the Council to _ 
contribute Ts. 300 a 400 towards the cost of constructing the building. 
If this arrangement is carried out the City Magistrate will then issue a 
proclamation warning the people that any one found depositing a coffin 
within the limits of the Settlement will be severely punished. The 
Mixed Court Magistrate has since been informed that the Council agree 
to contribute the amount named, but as yet no progress has been made 
towards carrying out the proposed arrangement. ; 


MARKETS. 


The Inspector reports that daring the past year he has visited the 
markets and butcher-shops daily and carefully examined all the meat, 
ete, offered for sale. With few exceptions the beef and mutton have 
been of very good qnality, as all meat is now inspected at the Abattoir, 
and any which is not considered fit for consumption is rejected, marked 
with the letter “ R.” and kept there until it is taken away by the grease- 
shop men, 

Since the opening of the Abattoir, on the Ist March last, the public 
have been frequently warned against allowing their servants to purchase 
fillets of beef and tongues except at the shops of the licensed butchers, 
of which there are now 21, as a good many are brought into the 
Settlement taken from animals slaughtered at Pah-sien-jaoh, which 
although perhaps fairly healthy would have been rejected at the 
Municipal Slaughter-house; these are sold chiefly to the Native 
restaurants, and can easily be distinguished from fillets taken from oxen 
killed and dressed at the Abattoir.

Of the animals killed for foreign consumption 21,979 were slangh- 
tered at the Abattoir, and of those brought to Pah-sien-jaoh 33 oxen 
were sick aud 44 dead, and: of the water-buffuloes 26 were sick 
and 46 dead. 

The meat seized and rejected as unfit for consumption consisted of 
the carcasses of 14 oxen, 11 sheep, and 3 pigs, besides which 32 fillets 
of beef and 17 tongues were seized and cut up between the months of 
August and November. 

The cattle and sheep housed at Pah-sien-jaoh have been inspected 
twice every week, and no disease of any kind has appeared amongst them 
during the year. 

The grease-shops, and Mahommedan butcher-shops have been 
visited daily and a record kept of all the animals brought to them either 
or to be slaughtered ; and as those are the places to which diseased 
animals are brought, early intimation is obtained should there be any 
in the neighbourhood, and the necessary steps are taken to prevent 
sick cattle being brought to the Abattoir. 

With regard to the sale of game out of season, the Inspector reports 
it is impossible for him to prevent it altogether, but Foreigners can 
sily put a stop to the practice by refusing to purchase game except 
ig the months when the sale of it is allowed. 
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Marker ror Honexew. 


The sheds for the Market which were commenced in September 
1892 were completed in May last, and the Council then decided that in 
order to get the sellers of poultry, pork, fish, vegetables, etc. to move 
into it, no charge should be made at first for the use of the Market. 

On the 26th May, at the request of the Council, the Mixed Court 
Magistrate issued a proclamation notifying the dealers that the Market 
in Tiendong road would be closed on the $ist idem and that after that 
date they must take their various articles of food to the new Municipal 
Market, as they would not be allowed to sell them in the streets. 

The Market was opened on the Ist June, and the whole available 
space was immediately occupied by the market-people from the Tiendong 
road and neighbourhood, who made no difficulty about moving into it, 
and only seemed anxious to secure the best places for the sale of their 
wares, 


Pousuic SLAUGHTER-HOUSE. 


In the Municipal Reports for 1891 and 1892 full particulars were 
given about the Abattoir which was completed in January last, and on 
the 15th February it was inspected by the Members of Council and 
others, and formally declared open to the public by Mr. J. G. Purvoy, 
the Chairman of the Conncil, in the following address :— 

“T am very much gratified indeed that it has fallen to my lot to 
preside at the opening of this Slaughter-house. After the inspection 
we have just had it must be apparent to all that this Abattoir is an ex- 
ceedingly fine one, worthy of Shanghai, and reflecting the greatest credit on 
our able Engineer, Mr. Mayne, The question of providing a suitable 
place for slaughtering animals for foreign consumption has engaged the 
attention of successive Councils in the past, and it is with great 
satisfaction that the present Council are now able to announce that this 
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has been accomplished. Only those whose duty has made them 
_ acquainted with that dreadful place Pah-sien -jaoh, where hitherto 
the cattle have been slaughtered. and prepared for our use, can realize 
how very much such a place as this is needed. If no other event 
marks the Jubilee year of Shanghai, this would not be an unworthy 
one. As itis the intention of the Council that no unlicensed butcher- 
Shop for the sale of meat intended for foreign consumption shall.be 
allowed in the Settlement, and only those obtaining their meat from 
this Slaughter-house are to be licensed, the advantage to the public is 
obvious. Withont detaining you farther, I thank you for your 
attendance, and wish success to this undertaking, which I now declare 
to be opened,” = 
Notice had previously been given to the butchers that after the 
Ist March a license fee of $1.00 per month would be charged for each 
shop where meat was sold to foreigners, that all cattle intended for 
foreign consumption nist be brought to the abattoir to be inspected 
nd slaughtered, and that no unlicensed butcher would be allowed to 
‘supply foreigners. i 

To these regulations the butchers strongly objected, and they sent 
petition to the Mixed Court Magistrate requesting him to take steps 
order to prevent their being enforced, 

The Magistrate addressed the Senior Consul as requested, and in 
ly he was told that the butchers must comply with the regulations, 
it some difficulty was at first experienced in getting them to do so; 
was, however, soon overcome, the police having been instructed to 
ent any meat being brought into the Settlement from cattle 
tered at Pah-sien-jaoh, and the French Council were requested 
pt the same regulation in their Concession.

This morning I received a petition from Ho Feng and other beef and mutton 
dealers—in all fourteen—setting forth: That their slaughter-houses have been 
located at Pah-si-jao and elsewhere and that they have supplied foreign residents, 
the merchant and naval shipping with meat for many years. 

They have always conformed to the Municipal regulation against killing 
diseased cattle, and there has been daily inspection by a foreign inspector. Now, 
to their surprise, a new regulation has been made requiring that the slaughtering 
be done in a public slaughter-house in Hongkew. The fourteen petitioners are to 
be compelled to conform with this regulation, 

The larger dealers, at present, each occupy thirty or more houses; the small 
ones ten and upwards each. They are located conveniently for all their customers, 
native and foreign. The present foreign public slaughter-house is remote and the 
premises too small and it is generally inconvenient, It will be impossible to 
furnish a merchant steamer or a man-of-war requiring an immediate supply, 
Mr, George Cameron has said that on the Ist of March if the petitioners fail to 
to conform,and do not slaughter their cattle in the public slaughter-house, their 
places will positively be closed and their men arrested and punished. The 
petitioners fear that this will lead to trouble and therefore pray the Magistrate to” 
take steps to prevent the regulation from being enforced. 

(The foregoing is an abstract from the petition ; the Magistrate adds :) From 
this petition it appears that the public slaughter-house erected by the Municipal 
Council is not convenient for the native butchers, and if they are compelled to go 
there I fear there will be trouble, and therefore at once write the Consul-General 
requesting him to inform the Municipal Council in order that some satisfactory 
arrangement can be decided upon and trouble prevented.

On the 2nd instant the Shanghai Butchery sent 23 sheep 
informed me of their inability to send cattle, as the dealers refused to supply 
lem, if the beasts were killed at the Municipal slaughter-house, Accompanied 
Mr, Gale, Detective Inspector Keeling, the native manager and shroff of the 
ry, and one native detective, at Mr. Gale's request I visited the bullock 
ngs at Pahsinjoh to test the truth of the refusal to supply, and although we 
ft least 150 head of cattle in the several cowsheds, and offered prices far 
their market value, were unable to purchase one, Returning to the 
ianghai Butchery at 10 p.m., Mr, Gale dispatched men into the country round 
hai to find out if the boycott extended there, and they succeeded in 
ing one bullock only, which was brought to the slaughter-house and killed 
he 3rd instant. On the following day Mr. Gale sent men to Tanyang and 
her cattle districts and also to Chinkiang, and on Sunday, as the dealers still 
wed to sell to the Butchery, and knowing the short supply of beef for his 
rs, he dispatched a houseboat to intercept all cattle coming to Shanghai 
ty of the Scochow Creek with the object of purchasing them. On leaving 
nghai Butchery on the night of the 2nd I proceeded to the Central Police 
and communicated the foregoing facts to the Captain-Superintendent of 
Jt was then decided to place a constable on the bridges crossing the 
g-pang Creek to prevent any beef slaughtered at Pahsinjoh being 
it into the Settlement, and on the following morning I personally notified 
chers that they would not be allowed to bring into the market meat not

rict orders were given on the night of the 14th by Capt. McEuen to the 
to prevent any description of meat being brought into the Settlement, 
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either from Pahsinjoh or Hongkew, and in consequence of some being turned — 


back, the butchers at last came to the conclusion that it was not intended to play 
with them. 

On Sunday three of the butchers sent in cattle and sheep, and four others 
came to the slaughter-house for licenses, promising to send in their cattle at once, 
The butchers who had killed at the M. C, abattoir were then supplied with passes 
to allow the meat killed at Pahsinjoh to be brought to their shops on the 
condition that no more cattle of any description for foreign consumption should 
be killed there. 

I take this opportunity to report that great credit is due to Mr. Gale of the 
Shanghai Butchery for his efforts and assistance in breaking up the boycott, 

Finally, I beg to suggest that the Council apply to Capt. McHuen for 2 men 


to watch Pahsinjoh for a month at least, so that no meat from it be allowed to : 
be brought into the Settlements, I entertain the opinion, shared by the Shanghai — 


Butchery, that the combination is now broken up. 

Perhaps I should mention that one reason for the boyvott reported to me, 
was that the butchers threatened to decline to pay their accounts of 1892 if any 
cattle were sold to be killed at the Municipal slaughter-house.

S1k,—Your letter of the 9th inst. concerning the public slaughter-house erected 
by the Municipal Council of the Foreign Settlement, in Hongkew, was submitted 
to the Municipal Council of the French Concession at their last meeting, 
and I am directed to inform you in answer that this Council do not consider 
themselves entitled to take any steps in order to prevent the slaughter of 
cattle at Pah Sien Jao, outside the limits of the French Concession, As 

regards the meat carried over this Concession, the Council continue to super- 
vise its sale, through the inspector of markets, as has always been done until 
now, 

This Council are all the more in favour of such sanitary measures as the 
recent establishment of a public slaughter-house on your Concession as they them- 
selves, on the 14th Sept. 1891, made a proposal to your Council to take steps in 
common for the same object. You answered this proposal, in your letter of the 
15th October, 1891, by informing me that your Council had decided to have an 
abattoir built at their own expense and that, if the French Council decided to 
build one also, they would be glad to adopt rules in common with them, 

* A scheme is now under consideration for the erection of a public abattoir at 
the expense of the French Municipality, and I shall inform you in due time of its 
progress,

In order to meet the views of the butchers as much as possible, 
they were for some time allowed to slaughter their cattle, ete. at any 
hours they pleased, but as this was found very inconvenient, the 
following rules were made in September last, and have since been 
strictly enforced :—

1,—All animals intended to be slaughtered for local supply must be brought 
to the lairage adjoining the abattoir at least 24 hours before they are to be 
slaughtered, where they will be kept, free of charge.

5.—A fee of 2 cents will be charged the Grease-shop men for the water used

7.—Only licensed butchers shall be allowed to bring animals for slaughter at 
the Municipal Slaughter-house, 

An additional cooling-room for cattle and pigs has recently 
been constructed, and 110 additional hooks have been provided for 
Suspending the carcasses of sheep and pigs, at a cost of Tls. 918.

Dairies. 


The Native dairies under the supervision of the Municipal Inspector, 
ich there are 31, with a stock of 577 head of cattle, situated within 
limits, have been visited twice every week during the year, and 
Tnspector’s reports have been published along with the Minutes of 
Council meetings. 
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The cattle have almost invariably been found healthy, but in April 
disease broke out amongst those kept at the Hung-Fei dairy on the 
Bubbling Well road, resulting in the death of 1 bull, 1 English cow, 
and 4 heifers. x 

In July disease again appeared at this dairy, when the cattle were 
at once put under the charge of Dr. Wuiryry, but 5 English and 2 
half-breed cows and 3 English calves died from the disease, making a 
total loss of 16 head in the six months. No sickness of any kind 
appeared amongst the cattle at the other Native dairies. 

Early in January the Health Officer, who inspects the cattle at the 
“Farm,” wrote to the Council iutimating that rinderpest had broken 
out amongst them, and that 17 head had died from the disease, but at 
the end of the month he was able to report that it had quite disappeared, 
and that the cattle were all in good health, In April, however, 


rinderpest broke ont again at the “ Farm” carrying off a few head, but, — 


as Mr, Suaw had all the sick cattle removed from the Farm and strictly 
secluded, the disease was soon stamped out. 
The following are the letters which were addressed to the Council 
by Dr. Huxperson :— 
Shanghai, 23rd January 1893, 

S1r,—On thé 14th instant [ wrote officially to inform you that disease had 
broken out among the cows on Mr, Shaw's dairy farm, and that every precaution 
had been taken to limit its extension, and to prevent the issue of milk to the 
public other than that yielded by perfectly healthy animals, I am glad now to be 
able to report that the prompt measures adopted seem likely to prove successful. 
The last sick cow was removed from the farm on the 13th instant, and up to the 
present date the rest of Mr. Shaw's stock continues in perfect health. The 
history of the outbreak is briefly as follows :— 

The disease has been limited to one house, This house contained 18 cows 
and one bull—in all 19 animals, On the 7th of January the first cow affected fell 
sick, dying on the 10th. The body was examined by Mr. Whitney, but nothing 
definite was found. On the I1th another cow was noticed to have a heightened 
temperature, and was immediately removed from the byre. On the 12th the 
temperature rose in two other cows, and these also were removed. On the 13th, 
out of the 15 cows remaining in the byre, six showed signs of commencing illness 
by a rise in temperature, and at later dates the remaining nine were all attacked, 
On the 17th a post-mortem examination of one of these cows which had died on 
the morning of the same day, was made by Mr. Whitney in the presence of my 
partners and myself, the Sanitary Inspector being.also present, The cause of 
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death was then ascertained to be rinderpest, all the signs of the disease, so fully 

described in the reports which I addressed to the Council in 1872, were 

recognised, 

At the present date :—Two cows have apparently recovered, four have died, 
and thirteen have been slaughtered, 
How the disease was introduced,—for it is not one which can arise among 

' cows situated as Mr. Shaw's are without a distinct contagium conveyed from an 
outside source,—remains a mystery. It is reported that cattle have been lately 
dying in great numbers in Japan, but whether from rinderpest or some other 
disease, I have not yet been able to ascertain. If, however, I am right in the 
opinion which I expressed when writing on this subject in 1872, “that steppe 
murrain is as truly endemic in the great plains of China as in the steppes of 
Russia,” then we do not need to go so far as Japan in search of a source of 
infection. Rinderpest is I believe in Shanghai for cattle, what cholera is for 
men, a more or less regularly recurring danger, and one which though it may be 
mitigated can never, under existing circumstances, be eradicated, The business 
of dairy farming must always be one attended with considerable risk in Shanghai, 
This is the second time during the past seven years in which Mr, Shaw's farm has 
been visited by the disease ; and, since the period of incubation in rinderpest may 
be prolonged to ten days, we cannot yet regard the stock remaining in his byres 
as out of danger,

Rinderpest has disappeared. The cattle in the various dairies, and those 
ought from the country to be slaughtered for the Shanghai market, are all 
parently healthy, 

Further investigation as to the origin of the outbreak on Mr, Shaw’s farm has 
d no definite result. There is, however, one source of danger constantly 
ent, which it is well to note here, although under existing circumstances it is 
é which cannot be avoided, 
The fodder used in the byres on Mr, Shaw’s farm, and indeed generally 
hroughout the Shanghai dairies, is rice-straw. This is brought to Shanghai in 
being collected by the boatmen in small lots from the native farms, over a 
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very wide area of country under cultivation. If, as I believe, rinderpest is 
endemic in the North of China, that disease is always liable to make its 
appearance among the animals, the oxen and water buffaloes used in farm work, 
ete. Should this happen, contamination of the straw ricks on the farm attacked, 
from contact with the diseased animals or their discharges, follows almost as a 


matter of course.

Shanghai, 24th April 1893, 
Rinderpest : Memorandum IV. 

Rinderpest has again made its appearance among the cattle in Mr, Shaw's 
Home Farm. One cow died on the 20th instant, with symptoms which excited 
suspicion. Since then the temperature has risen in seven animals in the same 
house, and these have all been removed from the Farm and strictly secluded, It 
seems impossible after all the precautions taken last January, that the contagion 
has remained on the Farm, especially as the byre in which this fresh outbreak 
has appeared, is one in which no cases had previously occurred. 1 cannot help 
thinking that the disease still lingers among cows or buffaloes in the immediate 
neighbourhood of the Settlement. The native dairymen are well acquainted with 
the symptoms of cattle plague, and would at once remove suspected animals from 
their dairies,

: HEALTIL OFFICER'S REPORT 


YEAR 1893. 


The deaths of one hundred and five foreigners have been registered 
in Shanghai during 1893. In calculating the annual death-rate I 
have however taken the number ninety-seven as representing the actual 
deaths which occurred in the Settlement. The entries excluded are:— 
One adult whose nationality is certified as Chinese ; three adults and one 
infant whose bodies were brought to Shanghai for burial; and three 
still-born infants. 

The deaths registered during the year are tabulated on page 105 of 
this report. Ast page 106 the deaths among actual residents (*) are 
given separately. Including the three still-born infants, the deaths of 
twenty-four infants and children have been registered, and these appear 
in a separate table on page 107.

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‘ Excluding still-born infants, fifty-five deaths were registered during 

the first half of the year, and forty-two during the last half. The

Speciat Diseases or THe Year. 


Small-pox.—Eleven deaths from Small-pox were registered in the 
Foreign community during 1893. These all occurred during the first 
four months of the year, ziz.: five in January, three in February, two in 
March, and one in April. Eleven is the largest number of deaths yet 
recorded among foreigners in one year from this cause. Among the 
natives Small-pox was prevalent during the first four months of the year, 
_. but the deaths registered among Chinese in 1893 were fewer than in 
1891 (the year of greatest mortality so far recorded among Chinese), 184 
as compared with 223. Table A. shows the numbers of these deaths 
registered in the foreign and native communities during the past seven 
years; the native death returns were first tabulated in these reports in 
1887, they apply only to the Settlements North of the Yang-king-pang. 
Of the eleven deaths from Small-pox registered among foreigners, five 
are returned in the certificates as ‘“ Confluent.” Small-pox only 
_ assumes the confluent form when it attacks individuals who are absolutely 
_ unprotected by either a previous attack of the disease or by vaccination. 
A previous attack of Small-pox gives protection against a recur- 
tence of the same disease which usually, but by no means always, lasts 
‘throughout the life of the individual. The protection against Small- 
pox given by an efficient vaccination (four typical vesicles, with the 
“areola” developed on the ninth day) is at first equal to that of an 
attack of the disease itself, but it wears out more rapidly, and 
cannot be trusted to last during a life-time. The protection of a 
Previous attack of Small-pox should be supplemented by vaccination 
‘at a later date: Vaccination shonld always be repeated once 
‘or oftener. The failure of Vaccination to protect against Small-pox is due 
© two causes,—the use of deteriorated lymph, and the neglect of

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typical primary vaccination giving full protection against Small-pox. 
Lymph however which is kept, in whatever way it may have been collected 
or however stored, deteriorates, and in the end loses all its virulence. 
The deterioration of lymph is hastened by exposure to the air and by heat; 
it is retarded by cold, hermetic enclosure, and admixture with glycerine. 
The only absolute proof that any given specimen of lymph has perfectly 
retained its virulence, is the appearance of typical vesicles following its 
insertion in the skin of an unprotected subject,—the proof obtained when 
we produce a perfect primary vaccination on the skin of an infant. In 
performing re-vaccinations in adults or young children, we have 
usually to do with individuals who have retained more or less of the 
protection conferred by a primary vaccination in infancy; and in testing 
the virulence of stored lymph, we have to be satisfied with a modified 
effect recognisable in a few at least of those submitted to the operation. 
In the case of those who have perfectly retained their original protection 
nothing will of course be seen which can be recognised as the result of 
the vaccine poison; in others a modified action of the lymph will be 
_ manifested in varions degrees, and this is chiefly apparent in the too rapid 


development of the “areola,” which may not reach its height until the 
th day after the insertion, but is never so late as the 9th day so long 
“as any degree of protectionremains, So significant is this character of the 
Modified action of vaccine, that one can almost in observing it determine 
“definitely the degree of protection retained by the individual in whom it 
is manifested ; thus an areola developed on the 6th day may be taken 
i proving the loss of nearly one-half of the original protection, and an 
ication that the individual if exposed was liable to an attack of Small- 
in a modified form; the age of the individual and the time of 
primary vaccination being known, we may also form some idea 
to the date when he should again be vaccinated. In performing 
vaccinations from stored lymph it is manifestly advisable, for 
sake of testing the efficacy of the vaccine used, to operate on 
eral individuals at the same time and as far as possible from 
Je same tube when tubes are used. The duration of the protection 
en by vaccination is closely connected with the number of vesicles 
ced; the local government board in London requires the pro- 
tion of four vesicles, and to secure this the public vaccinators, so 
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far as I have seen, both in vaccination and re-vaccination, always make 
five insertions of the lymph. An insufficient or imperfect primary 
yaccination must be regarded as a misfortune; it may at first give 
complete protection against Small-pox, but this is soon lost and the 
operation needs to be repeated. In vaccinating among the Natives 
where the subsequent progress of the case is so difficult to follow— 
so few of the infants being brought back for inspection—and where 
the re-vaccination of adults has as yet made so little progress, 
primary vaccinations are of special importance and great care should 
be exercised both as to the quality of the lymph and in the 
method of operating. It is greatly to be feared that much of the 
vaccination done among the Chinese in the past has been incomplete; 
a plentiful supply of fresh calf lymph would do away with what 
has hitherto been the chief canse of imperfection in this work. 

Cholera.—Neither during 1893 nor 1892 have any deaths from 
Cholera been registered among foreigners in Shanghai; the first years 
since 1874 in which that disease has not appeared in the Register as a 
cause of death, 

No cases were received in the General Hospital during the year, 
and only one cus», doubtfully a case of trae Cholera, was treated in the 
Shantung Road Native Hospital. Table B. gives all the deaths 
registered from Cholera in the Foreign Community during the past 
twenty-one years. 

Enteric Fever.—Eight. deaths were registered from Enteric fever 
during 1893. The average number of deaths registered from this cause, 
calculated from the returns of the past ten years, is four and a fraction; 
but eight deaths were recorded in 1887, and seven both in 1891 and 
1892 (see table Report 1892). 

Scarlet Fever, Measles, Diphtheria.—Two deaths were registered 
from Scarlet Fever, one from Measles, and two from Diphtheria during 
1893. The first death registered in the foreign population from Searles 
Fever was in 1873, a solitary case supposed to have been imported from 
Chefoo, Scarlet Fever did not appear again in the Register as a cause 
of death till 1882, and so far as was known, no cases had occurred in 
the Settlement in the interval. Measles first made its appearance as a 
cause of death in 1880, The fi:st Ceath from Diphtheria was in 1876, an

Srr,—I have now the honour to enclose the 4th of ajseries of memoranda on 
small-pox, and while the events detailed in these are be fresh in your mind, 
desire further to-add some con-iderations which, in my opinion, they suggest. To 
facilitate your review of these, I haveindicated by a line drawn on the margin 
the sentences ‘in which such considerations convey a more or ‘less’ definite recom- 
mendation to a course of action to be taken by the Council, 

The means by which we may hope to limit the spread of small-pox in a 
community, may conveniently be given under four headings :— 

1.—Isolation of the cases. 

2.—Disinfection of the bodies of those who have recovered from ae disease ; 
and disinfection or destruction of “ fomites.” 

3.—Vaccinution. 

4.—Safe removal and disposal of the bodies’ of those who have died of 
the disease, 

In Shanghai we have one other point to consider, the prevention of! 
inoculation ; anil this, although more correctly expressed as “the substitution of 
yaceination for inoculation,” I give now, for the purpose of discussion, as a 
Separate heading. 

5.—The prevention of inoculation. 


1,—ZJsolation of the eases.—Vhe conditions under whieh we live-in China are 
such that we may well despair of effecting anything really important in this 
direction. 
y Isolation of cases of infectious disease cannot be carried out in’ Hospitals’ 
ly ; and the people among whom this measure will succeed, must themselves be 
rested in enforcing and preserving the necessary-quarantine. [efficient isolation 
is only possible in “highly civilised communities ; and even’ in these, individual 
ifference, ignorance, or carelessness, will every now and again’ defeat the best 
ted efforts of the governing body. In Shanghai we have to deal with a> 
le among whom ignorance, carelessness, and indifference are, in such matters, 
ly universal ; and in whom civilisation has not yet developed an altruism 
hich extends even to the limit of the family circle. . 
Everywhere in towns throughout the civilised world, there are poor districts, 
the inhabitants are-so crowded together, that isolation of eases of small-pox 
only be effected by the removal of the sick to Hospitals set apart for their 
ception and treatment: In Shanghai, where nearly the whole native quarters 
be regarded as poor and are for the most part overcrowded, we are powerless. 
interfere. The law does not sanction; far less compel, the removal of the sick sf 
if it did, we have no Hospital to which we could convey the patients, A+ 
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Hospital sufficiently large to cope with the requirements of the Chinese living in 
this settlement alone, would, at the present date, need to provide at least a 
hundred beds. The cost and maintenance of such an establishment would be very 
great ; it certainly could not be borne by the Municipality, and there is little or 
no prospect at present of the Chinese Government contributing materially 
towards it, 

The basis of a system of quarantine under governmental or municipal control, 
is manifestly an accurate return of the cases of disease. In Shanghai, although 
isolation of these cases when discovered is impossible, accurate returns of their 
number, and the localities in which they occur, are still, for other reasons, matters 
of the greatest importance. The publication of these returns by the Council, is a 
useful and constantly recurring warning to individuals to seek their own protection, 
and the protection of their friends and families, by vageination ; and to the heads 
of houses, to keep a watch over their native servants,—their illness, and the visits 
they pay to others in the settlement or native city, the care they take to avoid the 
native quarters when entrusted to look after foreign children walking in the 
public streets, ete, The bills of health given to the various ships trading with 
this Port are based on these returns, and cannot be honestly issued without them. 
Surgeons in charge of war and other vessels lying in the harbour, may receive a 
Special notification when small-pox is prevalent, and be informed as to the 
districts in the Settlement in which the greater number of the cases are located ; 
as was actually done in 14582 (see Health Officer's Report for that year). The 
occurrence of a number of cases in one situation will not infrequently be found a 
useful indication of some peculiar condition which, in the interest of the public 
health, needs the attention of the authorities. In the course of the investigations, 
cases may from time to time be discovered which specially affect foreigners, and 
the public notification of which by the Council may be of direct service to the 
community—the case of Chaou-Lay, noticed in my 3r.1 memorandum, illustrates 
my meaning. For these and other reasons, I would advise that every effort should 
be made to obtain accurate returns of the cases and the deaths from small-pox, 
among the Chinese. These returns should be regularly published by the Council ; 
and the doctors practising in the Settlement should be duly notified when, in 
the opinion of the Council, clean bills of health can be no longer issued to 
the ships. 

To obtain these returns.—If a red paper bearing the characters representing 
Tien-wha (small-pox), fastened on the street door of a native dwelling-house, be a 
method of conveying a caution to the public, and recognised as such by the native 
authorities, by all means let this be insisted on, and the intervention of the 
native Magistrate be solicited when the custom is neglected. Cases of small-pox, 
concealed by native householders, come from time to time to the knowledge of the 
police, and one such case thoroughly dealt with, would act as a wholesome 
warning to others. It would never do to offer a reward to the reporters for special 
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diligence, but the system of fines adopted by Capt, McEuen among his death 
registrars, is tomy mind an excellent measure. The registrar who fails to report 
a death in his district, the occurrence of which is in some other way distinctly 
ascertained by the police, is punished by a fine. House to house visitation has 
been suggested as a means of positively ascertaining the occurrence of cases of 
small-pox among the Chinese; and doubtless this, if undertaken by a trained 
native staff officered by foreigners, might do the work effectually ; but I cannot 
recommend that it should be attempted by the Council. Such action, involving 
as it often would a more or less forcible entry into private dwelling-houses, is not 
sanctioned by law, and beyond a doubt would sooner or later lead to serious 
collision with the natives, 

2.—Disinfection of the bodies of those who have recovered from the disease ; 
and disinfection or destruction of fomites—The disinfection of the bodies of 
patients who have recovered from small-pox is a matter always carefully carried 
out in civilised communities ; and in Shanghai, is always fully attended to among 
foreigners. It is effected by baths and the use of antiseptic soaps, and includes 
the removal of crusts, the thorough cleansing of the hair, ete. Among the Chinese 
such necessary purification is almost entirely neglected, but manifestly it is not a 
matter which can be provided for by the Council. The disinfection or destruction 
of “fomites”—clothes, bedding, etc., is also altogether neglected by the natives, 
although elsewhere in civilised towns, constantly and carefully attended to, In 
Shanghai, among the natives, opportunities are rarely given to the Sanitary 
department for interference; when they are afforded, they always receive 
immediate attention, Cases occurring among the natives living in a foreign 
establishment are generally reported to the Council, and the extra expense incurred 
in the necessary disinfection of the premises, is as a rule, willingly defrayed by 
those immediately concerned, The clothing, bedding, ete., stored in the shops of 
the native pawn-brokers have been generally, and I think rightly, regarded as a 
Source of danger in this connection ; but I confess I do not see how the Council 
can interfere in such matters. The pawnbrokers would certainly refuse to submit 
their stock to the action of disinfectants, of which heat would probably be 


the only one practically available, aud \the Council could not insist on their 
compliance, 


8.—Vaccination—This is the only protection against small-pox on which 
_ dependance can be placed in China ; its efficient performance is therefore a matter 
of paramount importance, In discussing the subject, it must be remembered that 
the vaccination of infants is but a small part of the work to be done; the 
re-vaccination of adults is of equal consequence, and, as a rule, much more difficult 
to provide for, 3 

It is customary in Shanghai to avoid the performance of vaccination 
during the hot weather; for one reason, cases of small-pox are 
of comparatively rare occurrence in summer; for another, it has hitherto been 
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found very difficult at that season to procure good lymph, ie. lymph which has 
retained its power, virulence ; later on, as we shall see, this difficulty appears to 
have been solved at the I'asteur Institute in Saigon. Foreigners object, and I 
think rightly, to be vaccinated, or to have their children ‘vaccinated, from lymph 
taken from the arms of Chinese children; and so far, the foreign infants born in 
the Settlement are quite too few in number to keep up a supply of lymph sufficient 
for the vaccinations and re-vaccinations yearly required by the community. From 
all this it follows, that in Shanghai we are constantly forced to have recourse to 
vaccine lymph, calf or human, brought from outside sources, 

Human lymph has for the most part been imported from London, but seldom 
I think, in sufficiently large quantity to make the re-\accination of adults possible 
on a large scale. Its use has not always been very satisfactory ; heat is apparently 
destructive to pure (not mixed with glycerine or emulsified) lymph, however care- 
fully collected and stored ; and the contents of a large number of the tubes of pure 
human lymph received in Shanghai from London, were found to have lost their 
activity. presumably on account of the great heat to which they had been exposed 
in transit. For all this, imported human lymph has often tendered good service 
in Shanghai, and has indeed on more than one occasion been the only means we 
have had of starting vaccination among foreign infants after the hot weathéer, It 
has for many years past been regularly imported for use in the Shantung Road 
Hospital for Chinese, and in the Vaccination Dispensary attended by Lr, Wang 
in the native city. } 

‘The first calf lymph received in Shanghai, now some years ago, was imported 
from London, and turnee out a complete failure ; it was pure lymph, if I remember J 
rightly, and the contents of all the tubes had been destroyed, apparently as a result 
of exposure to heat on the voyage. This year we have received calf lymph from 
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various sources, and prepared in various ways :— 

a.—Calf lymph, emulsified ; imported by Messrs. Llewellyn & Co. from Yoko- 
hama. Result on use, almost uniformly. nil. 

b.—Calf lymph, pure ; imported by Messrs. Voelkel and Schroeder from Japan, 
and certified as pure calf lymph by the Director of the Lymph Institude at Tokio, 
and the Director of the Public Health Board, Metropolitan Police Bureau, Result 
on use, good. 

¢.—Calf lymph, pure ; imported by Messrs. Mactavish & Lehmann from Lon- 
rs. Maw, Son and Thompson of London, Results on use, 


don through Mes 
good. 

d.—Calf lymph prepared by triturating the scrapings of the pustules with 
glycerine, and termed “glycerine pulp;” imported by Messrs, Llewellyn & Co, 
from the Pasteur Institute at Saigon. Results on use, good. It was to this pecu- 
liar method of preparation that I referred when I said that the difficulty of preser+ 
ving the lymph in hot weather had apparently been solved in Saigon. With regard 
to it I quote the following from a letter addressed to Messrs. Llewellyn & Co, by 
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Dr, A. Calmette, the Director of the Institute. “Nous avons renoncé depuis long 
temps 4 preparer des tubes de lymphe pure glycérinée. Cette lymphe 
ne se conserve pas ‘assez long temps virulente, avec les chaleurs de notre 
climat pour pouvoir étre expediée dans tout l’extréme Orient. Nous preparons 
exclusivement de la pulpe glycérinée obtenue par le raclage des pustules vacci- 
nales des génisses: cette pulpe, triturée avec soin avec dela glycérine pure 
et tamisée, conserve au moins deux mois toute la virulence malgré les 
chaleurs.” ‘ 
In Shanghai the foreign community seems on the whole to prefer the calf 
to the human being, as a source of vaccine and, in the case of imported lymph, 
I myself much prefer it, When a community depends for vaccination and 
re-vaccination on supplies of lymph imported from a distance, economy in its use 
becomes a matter of no small importance ; and nearly all the difficulties which 
have arisen in the performance of re-vaccinations in Shanghai during the past 
few months, have resulted from the fact that it was impossible to get people 
together in sufficient numbers at one time, and in one place. One tube of the 
Saigon lymph was found to be, with care, sufficient to vaccinate twelve to sixteen 
individuals; and the contents were wasted, not perhaps necessarily, but fre- 
quently, when only two or three presented themselves. Doctors find a good deal 
of difficulty in communicating with their patients and the public on the 
subject of vaccination, and the patients complain that they do not receive 
tithely warning when the necessity has arrived for its performance. We know 
that the inoculation of small-pox among the natives is begun early in December, 
-and the Council might do away with misunderstandings between the foreign 
doctors and their patients, and render a real service to the community 
by publishing, say on the Ist of September, some such notification as the 
following :— 


I. : 

“The Municipal notice regarding vaccination will be issued in the middle 
of next month. Medical men practising in the Settlement who desire to 
inform their patients of their willingness to operate, will kindly send in their 

_ hames, with the place and hour at which they may be consulted, to the Secretary.” 
( And then, on or about the 15th October, the following :— 


Il. 

“The Council beg to notify the public of the necessity of obtaining pro- 
tection from small-pox by vaccination before the cold weather sets in, and 
the Inoculations practised among the Chinese have been begun. The following 
gentlemen are ready to operate on private patients after this date at the places 
and hours below stated :— 
' Dr, Smith, Kiangse Road, Friday, 3 o'clock. 
Dr, Brown, Peking Road, Tuesday and Friday, 2 o'clock, 

ete, etc.” 
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Should the doctors decline to give such a measure their support, it would 
still be well to publish the first sentence of the second notification as a general 
warning to the foreign community : in that case however, the advantage of the 
first notice, as reminding the doctors and the chemists to make arrangements 
for the supplies of fresh lymph, would be lost. It is of course impossible to say 
with certainty how far any individual can be influenced in the way I have 
suggested ; but it seems to me that among the deaths in the foreign community 
last December, of the history of which I have myself personal knowledge, : 

. at least one might have been saved had timely warning been given of the need 
for re-vaccination. 

In my next letter I shall, with your permission, discuss the prevention of 
inoculation, and the safe removal and disposal of the bodies of those who have 


died of small-pox.

Srr,—I have the honour to address you again on the prevention of small-pox 
in the Settlement. In my first letter, dated 20th February, I gave the means by 
which we might hope to effect this under five headings, but was then only able to 
deal with three of these. It is now my intention to complete the task I have under- 
taken by the discussion of the two which remain—“the prevention of inocula- 
tion among the natives " and “the safe removal and disposal of the bodies of those 
who have died of the disease,” 

Prevention of Inoculation,—Inoculation of small-pox is to-day a practice very 
generally followed by the Chinese throughout the Empire. In Europe, though at 
one time extensively practised, it was superseded by vaccination shortly after the 
beginning of the century, The object of inoculation is the same everywhere,—the 
production of a mild form of the disease at_a favonrable time in the life of the 
individual, Small-pox was at one time considered in Europe as a disease which 
could scarcely be avoided,—a nearly certain occurrence sooner or later in the life 
life of every one ; and it is still so regarded by the inhabitants of China. Viewed 
in this way there is, of course, nothing better to be done than to get it 
over as soon and as safely as possible. In Europe the contents of 
the pustules, taken from a mild case of the disease, were introduced into 
the system through the skin, much in the same way as we now introduce 
vaccine lymph. It was on the whole a practice to be commended, resulting as it 
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did in the saving of many lives which would otherwise have been sacrificed to the 
disease naturally contracted. In China the dried and powdered crusts, taken also 
from a mild case of small-pox, are introduced into the nostril on cotton wool. As 
to the results obtained in China statistics are altogether wanting, but it is con- 
fidently asserted by the natives that their method is attended with little risk, and 
is the means of saving many lives. In the absence of statistical information, and 
wanting scientific proof by experiment, it is impossible to decide whether, for the 
purpose of producing a mild form of small-pox, itis best to introduce the poison 
through the skin, or to allow it to filter through the delicate membrane lining the 
air passages ; whether indeed in the case of small-pox, the method of introduction 
matters at all, It is commonly believed that inhalation, the breathing of air con- 
taining the virus, is the * natural” mode of contracting smal!-pox ; and that there- 
fore the Chinese plan of inoculation, which apparently aims at its production in 
_ this way, is probably the one most dangerous to life. On the other hand, we 
“ might suppose that the crusts, which if left to themselves wonld in the end ab- 
solutely perish, might have their virulence attenuated by age and dessication ; and 
that thus the vehicle selected in China might possess an advantage over that 
chosen in Europe ; but as to this we know nothing with certainty, Possibly the 
" Chinese and European methods are not after all as dissimilar as would at first 
appear ; it being unlikely that pledgets of cotton can often be introduce! into the 
nostrils of children without causing, or coming in contract with, minute abrasions 
of the skin or mucous membrane, On the whole, I believe that the inoculation of 
q ~ small-pox as practised in China, results in the saving of life, much in the same 
way, and possibly mach in the same degree, as it did formerly Europe, It seems 
unlikely that a practice of sach antiquity, which is still at the present date so 
extensively followed, can be attended with much immediate risk to life. 
The following additional particulars regarding the practice of inoculation 
_ among the Chinese in and around Shanghai, I take in a slightly modified form, 
_ from the memorandum which I addressed to the Council in the end of 1869 :— 
4 1—In the absence of vaccination the practice is as nearly as may be 
‘universal, 
“4 2—In Shanghai and the surroanding district, the 11th, 12th, Ist and 2nd 
oons;—say December, January, February and March—are invariably selected for 
performance ; the object being to secure cold weather during the subsequent 
elopment of the disease, 
3.—Children only are inoculated ; the age varies from three months to a year ; 
en older children are submitted to the operation it is usually because earlier 
empts have failed. - 
4.—The full constitutional manifestation of small-pox is considered 
6.—Inoculation is practised as a branch of the regular medical profession, 
who engage in it devoting themselves to it exclusively, 
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6.—Some thirty or forty native doctors have been employed in this work 
during the past few months in the native city and surrounding villages, and to 
some extent within the municipal limits. From information lately received, I 
learn that three of these professional Inoculators live in the foreign Settlement, 

7.—The fee paid for inoculation varies, An average charge is two dollars for 
a boy, and one dollar for a girl. 

Unmodified small-pox being probably of all the eruptive fevers the most 
highly contagious, widely diffused, and dangerous to life ; and these characteristics 
of the disease, owing to the ignorance and carelessness of the inhabitants, having 
unusually free scope for their development in China the government might well 
hesitate to prohibit the practice of inoculation, until some assurance could be 
obtained that the people were prepared to accept vaccination in its stead. In 
dealing with the masses of China this doubtless is a proper position for the 
government to take, and formally assumed, it is one which must command respect. 
In the foreign Settlement of Shanghai, however, where we have to deal with but a 
small number of the natives, the case is altered ; it is further altered by the fact 
that we do not seek to prohibit inoculation, we only ask that the locality in which 
it is practised shall be removed to a safe distance from our dwelling-houses, Let 
the Chinese resident have his children inoculated by all means if he prefers it, but 
Jet us insist that this shall be done outside the Municipal limits. If we are 
powerless to remove the developed cases of sma'l-pox from our midst, we have at 
least a right to demand that the disease shall not be sown in our streets. The 
edict granted by the Taotai in 1870, of which I gave a translation in my 4th 
Memorandum (14th February), peremptorily forbids the practice of inoculation in — 
the Settlement, and this might still be made use of; it has certainly never been 
repealed. This edict was obtained’ by means of a joint despatch addressed to the 
Taotai by the several Treaty Power Consuls residing in Shanghai, and if a fresh 
proclamation is needed, the Council might solicit the aid of the Consular body to 
obtain it. The matter should if possible be settled soon, and certainly before the 
next winter brings with it a repetition of the risks to which these inoculations 
expose the community ; it will be easier to act now, while we are still suffering 
from the epidemic prevalence of small-pox and its fatal consequences, than it will 
be later, when much that has happened during the past few months will be 
forgotten. 

When in my first letter I said that the “ prevention of inoculation” was better 
expressed as “the substitution of vaccination for inoculation,” I intended to convey 
my belief that we could not interfere to any extent with a practice which, though 
bad in many ways, resulted in the saving of life, unless we were prepared 
to substitute something better in its stead. As the real aim of all legislation, 
the substitution of vaccination must never be lost sight of and even the restricted 
action of the Council in seeking to prohibit inoculation within the limits of the 
foreign Settlement, is, one entailing responsibility which demands serious 
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consideration. The Chinese residing in Shanghai and its neighbourhood are, I 
believe, on the whole ready to accept vaccination, but they are apathetic, wedded 
to old custom, and, for the most part, incapable of thinking out the matter clearly 
for themselves, To bring about the desired change completely, something more 
is needed than the mere approval of their magistrates, or the recommendations of 
their foreign friends, To reach the labouring and artisan classes now so largely 
represented in the Settlement, vaccination at first must be made very easy of 
attainment, easier than inoculation, and well within the reach of the very poorest. 
The first step towards the accomplishment of the task is manifestly an ample 
supply of vaccine lymph, The events of the past few months have shown that s0 
far as the wants of the foreign community are concerned, these can be met 
satisfactorily by imported lymph, if only a little foresight is exercised. When, 
however, provision has to be made for the large native population of Shanghai, 
the importation of lymph can no longer be depended on, and its cultivation on 
the spot becomes a matter of necessity. It might be supposed that the large 
number of infants to be vaccinated among the Chinese would simplify matters by 
the facilities which these give for arm-to-arm vaccination ; but the experience of 
those who have operated much among the natives, shows that it is impossible to 
secure the return of the children on the 8th day, when the vesicles have matured, 
in sufficient numbers to keep up the supply of lymph to any extent. This is one 
of the great difficulties encountered by Dr. Wang in the Taotai's dispensary in the 
native city ; he finds that when the weather is wet very few of the children are 
brought back to him, and on many occasions his work has been completely 
interrupted for want of an arm to vaccinate from. So far this diffleulty is one 
which has only been experienced in vaccinating among children; the re-vaccina- 
tion of adults, which is essential for complete protection against small-pox, has. 
scarcely as yet madé any progress in Shanghai, and could certainly never be 
practised on anything approaching a sufficiently large scale, if the supply of 
vaccine were limited to the lymph collected on the spot from the arms of the 
children, A few years ago I ventured to propose to the Council the establishment 
of a Pasteur Institute in Shanghai; the scheme met with a certain amount of 
approval, but was in the end, for various reasons, chiefly I believe on account of 
the large expenditure of public money which such an establishment would entail, 
dismissed as at the present date impracticable. As allied to my former proposal, 
and possibly even forming the nucleus for its future development, I have now to 
propose to the Council a comparatively modest undertaking, the establishment in 
Shanghai of an [nstitute for the cultivation of calf-lymph, The expenses of such 
an Institute would be small, indeed I should hope soon to see it self-supporting. 
The actual work might easily be done by trained native assistants, though of 
course foreign superintendence would be needed for some time to come, The 
lymph guaranteed by the Institute would find a ready sale at the various treaty 
ports, and generally in the north of China. The native assistants could be taught 
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not only to cultivate the lymph, but to use it in vaccination, If it pays the native 
practitioner to devote himself entirely to the practice of inoculation, it might 
equally well pay the trained vacciuator to. devote himself among his countrymen 

- entirely to the practice of vaccination. In Japan the government has found it 
necessary to establish vaccine Institutes, “Farms,” as they are called, all over the 
country, and similar action may be anticipated on the part of the Chinese 
Government, and that at no very distant date. In managing places of the- kind 
the native vaccinator, trained in the Shanghai Institute, might find employment. 
which would fully repay him for the time spent in acquiring the’ necessary 
knowledge. Last, but by no means least, in founding the Institute, the Council 
would best discharge those obligations to the native community, which its action 
in regard to inoculation, should this prove successful, undoubtedly imposes, 

Safe removal and disposal of the bodies of those who have died of the disease,— 
With rezard to the removal of the bodies of those who have died of small-pox, it 
is satisfactory to know that this is effected with all possible despatch by the 
Chinese ; however careless the average native may be as to contagion among the 
living, it is certain that he sufficiently dislikes or fears contact with the dead, and 
retains the body in his dwelling-house no longer than he can possibly help. From 
time to time for many years past, I have, as Health Officer, been asked to investi- 
gate cases in which coffined bodies had been kept for a more or less lengthened 
period of time in native houses in the Settlement; among these there has never 
been a suspicion of a death from contagious disease, Chinese coffins, save the very 
poorest, are of great strength and thickness, and they are very carefully constructed ; 
the lid slides along a groove, and when it is pushed home, and morticed, the coffin 
is as nearly as may be hermetically sealed. In the end of last month, along with 
Capt. McEuen, I paid a visit to the Ningpo Joss House on the French Concession, 
in which the bodies of Ningpo natives are received and kept until their relatives 

‘areable to send them to their native place for burial, At the time of my 
visit the Joss House held over two thousand coffins containing these bodies, 
and of these over thirty had been received during the last two months; each 
room contained on an average a hundred coffins ; yet in no part of the building was 
the slightest disagreeable odour perceptible. The coffins kept in the Joss 
House were yalned at from ten toa hundred dollars and over.. In the case of a 
death from small-pox, and in many other cases besides, a layer of quicklime 
eften mixed with charcoal, is laid to a depth of some inches in the bottom of the 
coffin ; on this the body is placed covered with clothing, and sometimes packed 
in with cotton wool. By the inhabitants of Shanghai and its neighbourhood 
the coffin is first simply deposited on the ground; at a later date it is bricked 
over, and, if the means of the friends permit, covered with a mound of earth. 
The land on which the coftin is placed is either purchased, or permission obtained 
from the owner to use it in this way. Among very poor people less ceremony 
is observed, coffins, especially those containing young children, being frequently 
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laid down on any piece of waste land conveniently situated, These cheap 
coffins are badly made of thin boards of unseasoned wood, and open up more or 
less completely under the influence of the weather; in the neighbourhood of 
dwelling-houses they are offensive and dangerous nuisances, Four or five coffins 
answering to this description were quite lately deposited in & small graveyard 
on the waste land lying between the extension of the Hanbury and Seward Roads 
at the back of Hongkew; their removal has been effected by the Sanitary 
Inspector. The Council should absolutely prohibit the burial of natives within 
the Municipal limits; the foreign cemetery in the Shantung Road has long been 
closed, and we have a right to require that the Chinese shall observe the same 
law with regard to these matters'as we do ourselves, When a death from small- 
pox occurs in the foreign community, while all possible care is taken to effect the 
safe and prompt removal of the body from the Settlement, there is one detail 
in connection with the funeral rites which might be altered with advantage, 
When the funeral service is conducted in the small Mortuary Chapel attached to 
the Cemetery this is often filled by the mourners, and during the service the 
coffin is placed among these in the middle aisle; in the case of small-pox it would 
be better to leave the coffin outside the building. It must be remembered 
that in small-pox the contagium is by.no means immediately destroyed by 
death, 7 
In concluding this letter I must apologise for its length, and also for the 
length of the one which preceded it ; the importance of the subjects discussed 
will I trust be considered a sufficient excuse, Small-pox visits Shanghai every 
winter, and will continve to do so as long as inoculation is practised among the 
Chinese, In the foreign community, since the first of last December, there have 
been eleven deaths from. the disease, Among the natives the mortality is often 
very great. In that division of Shanghai known as the Settlements North 
of the Yang-king-pang, where alone a record is kept, the deaths of 539 natives 
have been registered from small-pox between the beginning of 1887 and the end 
of 1892; and it is certain that these figures fall considerably short of the real 
number, This year, with increased accuracy of the returns, no fewer than 123 
deaths have been registered since the first of January. These figures speak for. 
themselves, and small-pox is of all known diseases of importance, the one at the 
present date most distinctly preventible.

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During the first three months of the year an epidemic of Small-pox 
prevailed in the Settlement and surrounding neighbourhood, the number 
of deaths from the disease amongst foreigners as well as Natives 
being unusually large, and the Healih Officer reported that the production 
and dissemination of the disease was no doubt due in some measure 
to the system of inoculation practised throughout the Empire of 
China. 

On his going home in May the Council requested him to make 
the necessary enquiries about the steps to be taken to provide a supply 
of vaccine lymph for the Settlement, which he did, and in August 
he wrote giving detailed information on the subject and submitted a 
scheme for a vaccine lymph station, which was approved of in principle 
by the Council, and in compliance with a suggestion made in his letter 
Dr, Henperson was authorised to purchase and send out the various 
articles which he considered absolutely necessary for starting such an 
establishment, 

Before leaving England in October Dr. Henperson selected the 
different articles und made the necessary arrangemeut for having them 
sent out here, where they arrived in December.

S1r,—Before I left Shanghai I received a letter from the Secretary of the 
Council dated 10th May 1893, in which Mr. Thorburn conveyed to mea request 
from the Council, that “while at home I should formulate some scheme for 
providing a supply of vaccine lymph for the Settlement, and to furnish the 
Council with an estimate of the cost.” In compliance with this request I have 
-the honour to submit the following for the consideration of the Council. 

A supply of vaccine lymph sufficient for vaccination and re-vactination of 
the inhabitants— foreign and native—of the Settlement, can only in my opinion 
be satisfactorily provided by the cultivation of the calf lymph on the spot, 
The reasons on which this opinion is based were fully stated in the letters which 
I addressed to the Council on Small-pox and its prevention, in the beginuing of 
the year, The vaccine lymph station which the Council should establish 
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in Shanghai should be a place in which calves are vaccinated, and calf lymph is 

collected and stored. Exportation of the lymph—on “ points” for immediate 

use, or in “tubes” for employment at a later date—would always constitute a 

large part of the work of the Station. Perhaps, but this requires further 

consideration, the station might eventually be made a dispensary in which human 
vaccinations would be done directly from the calf or from stored calf lymph. 
The most completely equipped and best managed place of the kind in London is 
I believe the institution in Lamb’s Conduit Street, known as the Animal Vaccine 
Station, under the care of Dr. Robert Cory assisted by Mr. Thomas §, Stott. 

This station, which was opened in its present situation in April 1882, is under the 

direction of the Local Government Board. The details of its working are fairly 

Tepresentative of all that is best at present in these establishments in England 

and abroad ; human vaccinations done directly from the calf constitute, however, 

nearly half of the work done in Lamb's Conduit Street. I have before’ me the 

annual report of the Local Government Board for 1890-91, and see that 
i during that year at the Lamb's Conduit Street Station, 280 calves were vac- 
einated ; while 7,200 primary vaccinations (human), and 478 re-vaccinations 
(human), were performed. Human vaccinations at this station are all done 
gratuitously, With such modifications as peculiarities of climate and surround- 
ings may render necessary, I regard the Lamb's Conduit Street Station as a model 
on which all similar places should be constructed, and cannot more fully and 
clearly convey to the Council an idea of the working and extent of an establish- 
ment, in which both human and calf vaccinations are performed in one building, 
than by a detailed description of this station. 

T enclose plans of the building which seems to me of suitable size, and 
“onveniently arranged ;—it would scarcely be wise to start a place of this kind in 
Shanghai in smaller premises, 

The staff attached to the institution with the duties assigned to each member 
is as follows :— 

1.—The Director, Dr. Robert Cory :—Attends 3 days a week, from 
1030 a.m, till about 2 o'clock. Performs calf and human vaccinations, 
ete. ete, 

2.—The Assistant Director, Mr. Thomas 8, Stott:—Attends 8 days a 
week from 10 a.m. till the work of the day is finished. 

3.—The First Assistant, Mr. King:—Mr, King is the caretaker, and 
lives on the premises, He ties up, shaves, and weighs the calves, looks 
after their feeding, and generally superintends the work done at the 
station other than that ef the Directors. 

4.—The Second Assistant assists Mr, King to secure and weigh the 
calves, keeps the stables in order, etc, 

5,—The Matron assists among the women and children on vaccination 
days, Keeps house generally. 
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6.—Clerk :+Fills in forms, books, etc. Attends on Tuesdays and 
Thursdays from 10 a.m. to 3 or 4 p.m, 

Besides these there is the man in charge of the quarantine station at Little 
St. James’ Street, 

Five calves are delivered each week at the station, a spare animal being 
always kept on the premises in case of need. The calves are sent from the 
quarantine station in St. James’ Street, in which they are kept under, observation 
by the Superintendent for eight days. Should a calf appear to be in doubtful 
health after being received at the vaccine station, it is immediately isolated in 
the “Isolation Stable.” The calves are fed principally on milk; and a certain 
quantity of hay, according to age, is given to each calf, The milk for the feeding 
of the calves is delivered at the station in large tin cans, padlocked, and holding 
eight (8 1b, 4 quart) gallons, This milk is always boiled on the premises, 
as it is found that calves fed on milk not treated in this way are apt to suffer 
from diarrhea, The copper in which the milk is boiled is in a small shed in a. 
corner of the yard. 

I now take the plans of the building 1 and 2 in detail :— 

It is a two-storied building. ¥ 

The whole of the ground floor is made of concrete to allow of free and 
frequent washing and sluicing with a hose-pipe, Each room and stable is heated 
with hot-water pipes, so arranged that the heat in any one can be maintained 
independently of the others, 

The rooms are lighted with gas, with specially shaped gaseliers above the 
operating tables in the “operating room;” this is necessitated by the London 
fogs, 

The Waiting Room ;—It is in this room that those who come. for vaccination 
and re-vaccination assemble. It looks out on the yard... Besides the window 
on the south side, it is lighted at one corner by a skylight over a “ well-hole;” 
no vaccinations, however, are done in this room, and special arrangements for 
lighting are unnecessary, The dotted lines drawn across this room in the plan 
with the round holes, merely indicate the position of large beams in the roof 
supported by light iron pillars, The circular staircase, marked in the plan, is a 
light iron structure, giving access to the Microscope Room or Laboratory and 
the top floor generally. Besides a tabie this room contains about 200 plain 
wooden chairs, with a few low wooden stools for the feet of nursing mothers to- 
rest on. In one corner under the skylight, there is standing at present a spare 
table (unused) for calf vaccination. 

Operation and Vaccination Rooms :—These form in reality one large room 
extending across the building, and divided, as shown on the plan, by a centrally 
placed and incomplete partition about seven feet high, 

(a.) Operating Room (Calf):—In this room are arranged the three large- 
tables on which the calves are secured for vaccination, ete, At the side of these 
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tables perforated India rubber mats (about 4 x 5 ft.) are provided for the 
operators to stand on ; wooden gratings would answer the purpose. Besides the 
tables there are three stands on castors, about 17” x 3'! square on which lancets, 
ete. rest at a convenient height for the operators, A weighing machine for 
calves, stands in one part of the room, and a small chest containing the straps, 
ete, used in securing the calves in another, There is a small fire extincteur in 
this room. Hooks are fixed on both sides of the partition at a convenient height 
for hanging up coats, hats, etc. There is a sink with a tap in this room, not 
shown in plan. The room is lighted by a large skylight over a well-hole, The 
light must be good both in this room and the vaccination room} I have already 
mentioned the special gas arrangements made to meet the occurrence of foggy 
weather. 


(b) The Vaccination Room :—This room is lighted on the south side by two 
large windows under one of which are two wash-hand basins with water taps. 
There are three large table desks with drawers at the sides in this room ; a cup- 
board supporting book shelves, and some 23 plain wooden chairs complete the 
furniture of the room. The washing stand is furnished with soap, nail brushes 
and towels, The desks with paper, pens, ink, etc. The shelves over the cupboard 
contain the registers, ete,; etc.; the drawers of the desk, the printed cards, etc., 
given to the patients. 


The instruments, etc., used in the operating and vaccination rooms are the 
following :— 

Clamp forceps—to clamp calf vesicles. 

Scalples. 

Lancets, ordinary bleeding—ansed in vaccination (human), 

* Points "—made from ivory shaving—bought by the Eres 

“ Capillary glass tubes "—bought by the gross. 

Razors—for shaving calves on area vaccinated. 

Plates—ordinary soup —to hold “ charged points,” ete. 

Wire gauze meat covers—6—to protect drying points from flies, ete. 

Cylindrical glasses for milk—used as “ cremometers.” 


A pair of compasses—used to ‘measure percentage of cream in milk supplied 
to calves. 
Wooden boxes, small, to pack stores of lymph. 
Besides these there are kept in this room :— 

The Registers—4 in number, viz. :— 

1.—Primary vaccination register. 

2.--Re-vaccination register. 

3.—Register of calves and calf vaccinations, 

4.—Calf Register (special), 

Printed forms and cards—used in human vaccinations, 
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The stables for the calves :—As every attention must be paid to the health of 
the animals used in the cultivation of the lymph, the stables must be earefally 
Conducted and well kept ; they are of course small in size. The floor, made of 
concrete, has a fall to channels opening into a well trapped drain, Each calf has 
a floor space of 36.7 feet. The partitions between the stalls are made of slate 
capped with wood, and slope upwards from about 3} to 4} feet. The troughs are 
made of iron. The communication with the “loft” is made by a short Jadder, The 
maintenance of a proper temperature in the stables is a matter of considerable 
importance, and is provided for by the independent arrangement of the hot water 
Pipes referred to on page 4 of this letter. 

The Yard.—The use made of the yard is nearly sufficiently indicated on 
the plan. The milk boiling shed and isolation stable have already been 
referred to, : 

The upper story, with the exception of the spaces reserved for the microscope 
Toom and the loft, is occupied by the caretaker (1st Assistant) and his family (at 
Present his sister, the Matron). 

The Microscope Room :—This room is lighted by two large windows on its 
south side, It contains two long plain wooden tables, one across the windows and 
one on the opposite side of the room. In one corner is a water tap over a small 
sink. Shelves are ranged round the walls, and these with tio stools and a chair 
complete the furniture, 

The instruments, ete., used in this room are the following :— 

A Microscope, 

A hot box—for sterilization—(wire trays). 
An air ppmp—used to dry “ points” rapidly, 
Filtering and boiling stands, 

Filters and spirits lamps, 

Flasks, pipettes, and watch glasses. 

Glass measures und porcelain slabs. 
Weighing machine. 

Test tubes and test tube stand. 

Besides these there are bottles containing staining re-agents, carbolic acid, 
glycerine, etc., etc. 

This room seems to me rather too small for its purpose, which is rea'ly that 
ofa laboratory. In view of possible work to be done in Shanghai on other subjects 
connected with the public health than vaccination, I would suggest that the 
laboratory connected with the Vaccine Station should be at least half as large 
again as the room under consideration. 

To enable the Council to calculate roughly the cost of the proposed under- 
taking I beg first to submit for their consideration the estimate given to me by 
Dr. Thorne Thorne of the annual cost of maintenance of the Lamb's Conduit 
Street Station ; this is simply an excerpt from the annual report published by the 
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Government Board to which Dr. Thorne Thorne is Medical Officer. The 
ted sentences are my own.

it is not proposed at first at least to combine at the Council’s Vaccine 
in Shanghai the cultivation of calf lymph with human vaccinations, the 
: estimate of the cost of maintenance of the London Station will bear 
le reduction. The services of a matron, and probably also of a clerk, 
ther be dispened with. The cost of the calves and their maintenance 
ntine and Vaccine Stations are serious items, With regard to the 
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cost, I note that the butcher who lends the animals receives £1 for each, and this 
though the calves are only obtained for a fortnight and all regularly gain in weight 
during their stay at the station—an average gain in the case of bulls 18.7 Ibs, 
heifers 8.7 Ibs. As to the feeding, the calves consume a great deal of milk, and 
cannot be fed otherwise: the cost of their keep would certainly be greater in 
Shanghai than in London, but in Shanghai again their number would be 
diminished ; it might be found impossible to carry on calf vaccination during ‘ 
hot weather, 

The cost of the building I must leave to be estimated by the servants of 
Council whose duty it is to supply such information. A consideration of the plans 
which I enclose supplemented by the details given in’ this letter, would probably 
enable Mr. Mayne to make at least a rough estimate of the cost. The situation 
the station would not really be a matter of much importance so long as the wi 
done there was confined to the cultivation, storage and exportation of calf lymph, 

In the tabular statement which follows, I have endeavoured to arrange 
plant, its cost, etc. in such a way as to admit of easy reference. The artic! 
enumerated are the most expensive of those which in my opinion are absolute 
essential to start an Animal Vaccine Station; additions would be needed as 
work grew in our hands, or as the original stock wore out. 

1,—Tables on which the calves are secured. Maple & Co., Limited, 142-1 
Tottenham Court Road. £23.10 each table ; two needed. 

2.—Straps for securing calves to the tables with head stalls for the cal

Besides the abore, about ten pounds would need to be aon in such a 8 
as measuring glasses, glass covers, boiling and filtering stands, flasks, watch 
glasses, etc., ete., etc. Altogether, and without the purchase of-a Microscope, 
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Council could not count on a less expenditure than £150 for the plant needed to 
start the Station. 

Should the Council decide to begin the work at an early date, I 
could at once purchase the necessary plant through their agents Messrs, John 
Pook & Co, 8, Jeffreys Square, St. Mary Axe. I will do this on receipt 
of the telegraphic message “Vacca,” but this word must be wired without 
delay as I Jeave England on the 18th October. I have registered my address with 
the Eastern Company, 50), Old Broad Street, under the words “ Hysteon, London,” 
and to enable me if necessary to reply, this indicator should also be registered 
with the Telegraph Authorities at Shanghai. If no message is sent I shall still 
continue the work of collecting imformation, and will vary the source as oppor- 
tunity is afforded me.

I 
saw Mr. Cameron, the Hongkong and Shanghai Bank Manager this morning, and 
he will allow me to draw cheques to the required amount; when the payments are 
pleted or nearly so, the Bank will draw on the Council in Shanghai for the 
itexpended. The artic’es vary so much in kind that there will be necessarily 
packages; the shipping documents for all of these will be sent to the 
ry of the Council, The detailed accounts will be forwarded or I will bring 
with me when I return to Shanghai. I leave England on the 28th October 
ing by the Canadian Pacific route.

Dear Srr,—Feeling convinced that the Educational Scheme at yesterday's 
meeting would not be passed, and Mr. Campbell's proposal for a Jubilee grant of 
25,000 taels not having been put before the Ratepayers, there was no need of an 
amendment I had intended to be proposed to devote that amount to the purchase 
of asite for a Hospital for Infectious Diseases. 

Had it been passed the hands of the Council would have been hampered— 
price of land would have gone up cent per cent, and the Council would have been 
compelled to buy a plot somewhere. 

Now the Council’s hands are free, and as the want of such a Hospital is 
generally admitted, the Council have the Ratepayers at their back, and the money” 
unexpended, and as I feel the majority of members of the Council are probably 
favourable to the purchase of a site, I would urgently press on you, and them, 
the necessity of obtaining it within the next year, whilst land within easy reach 
of the Settlements is obtainable, is cheap, and uncovered with houses, 7 

Building in the suburbs is making extremely rapid strides, and within 
years ove can safely predict much of the Jand will be covered, and will have gone 
up enormously in price, and the chance will be lost for ever. ; 

Once the land is acquired, it can be raised, and so left, if the Council 
fit, and a sum for the buildings, and expenses of carrying the Hospital on, 
be introduced into the next Budget, or left for the incoming Council to finance, 

If the surplus over the Budget of 1893 is likely to be sufficient to cover the 
cost of the land, then the right to raise 10,000 taels by debentures allowed by 
Resolution VIII might be exercised. 

One thing is certain, that land fringing the Settlements will so rapidly increase 
in value that the prime cost would soon be covered, and the land be virtually 
obtained for nothing, and as the present time is so infinitely better than the future 
as to its purchase, 1 would again earnestly appeal to the Council to so far secure 
this great want. 

No city of our size of population ought be without an isolation hospital, and 
this certainly cannot be called a “Model Settlement” without one, and we shall 
lose the title we are so proud of. 

The larger the plot the better, as if not all required for the Hospital at the 
present time, the remainder could be used for other purposes, a chip-yard 
instance. 

Objections have been raised that 100 mow of land with road to it, at 100 taels 
per mow, cannot be obtained in one spot, the holdings being so small, but I have 
little doubt, provided that a double commission was offered to a native (nob 
foreign) land broker, and if he was left to his own peculiar devices, that it would 
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be obtained within one month,—at any rate the experiment is worth trying ; the 
road to the plot might cost more but a narrow strip would suffice. 

I need not waste your time by adding further arguments in its favour as its 
necessity as an urgent want is admitted; the refusal of small-pox cases at the 
General Hospital, for want of accommodation, when there was really no epidemic 
during the last winter, being sufficient. 

At home full power is given to local authorities by the 131st clause of the 
Public Health Act 1875, and later Acts give much fuller powers, I believe, to 
provide such Hospitals, and the Municipal Council are undoubtedly the proper 
authority to provide and maintain such, out of the rates, for the public good, 

That Chinese would flock to it I have no doubt, provided their infectious sick 
were taken care of in a suitably constructed building, and free of expense, as they 
should be for the common benefit. 

Until we provide such a Hospital we cannot expect the Chinese to come to it, 
and at present if they take their cases to the Native Hospitals they are refused 
admission.* 

I may mention incidentally that I have no further interest directly or indirect- 
ly in pressing this scheme beyond the public good, and I was surprised 20 years 
ago when I landed here to find such an institution wanting where cholera and 


small-pox were so rife,

Dear SrR,—With reference to the proposal for a Small-pox and Cholera 
Hospital, 1 am anxious to know whether the Council will feel inclined to take 
the matter up, and propose a Resolution at the Annual Ratepayers’ Meeting 
respecting it, as it would have a much greater influence than if it were brought 
forward by a Ratepayer, and I feel convinced that any reasonable amount of 
money for the purpose would be granted without dissent. 

T have also the hope that Mr. Hanbury will devote his generous gift to the 
purchase of a site. 

The annual upkeep of the Hospital would be comparatively trifling, compared 
with the immense benefit conferred on both Foreigners and Natives should an 
epidemic of any kind, for whivh we should be prepared, break out. in the case of 
our not being so prepared, reckless expenditure for make-shift accommodation 
would be the result. 

As I have pointed out before, the enhanced value of the land in a few years 
time, would alone wipe out the cost of the Hospital, and its maintenance. 

Lenclose plans lately received of Humphrie’s Iron Hospitals, Administrative 
Buildings, etc., and I hope shortly to receive others, from different makers, which 
I will forward to the Council, as they will no doubt be useful to your Surveyor, 
in making estimates and plans should you entertain the matter, but if you do not, 
please kindly'return them when finished with, 

On part of the frontage of the Small-pox plot, the proposed Animal Vaccine 
Establishment might be erected, an iron and wood building costing about £100 to 
£200, could easily be adapted to the purpose, and to our extremes of climate, and 
answer all the requirements of our Settlements, the vaccine being preserved 
in large tubes as at Saigon, one tube of which is sufficient to vaccinate many 
applicants. 

The use of a room once a week for an hour or two, at each of our Police 
Stations, which would form suitable centres for the different districts, would suffice 
for the vaccination of the natives, and no doubt the French Council would 
willingly co-operate, and share expenses in the matter. Forcigners would, as now, 
de vaccinated, either at their own homes, or at the Doctors’ residences. 

This arrangement would do gway with the necessity of buying an expensive 
plot of land, and erecting a costly building in a central position, or of renting 
suitable accommodation,at a heavy rent. 

I have merely dotted#lown these details, to show how a large saving can be 
effected, as the extra Staff required would be small with no outlay for site, and 
the smallest possible amount for the building, whilst the Establishment would 
afford all that is required of it, and with vaccine stations centrally situated for the 
various districts, 

The Physician appointed to the Small-pox Hospital could also undertake the 
vaccination of the animals, and the supply of lymph to the Doctors appointed to 
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the different vaccination =tations, which would again effect a very great saving 


of expense, .

Dear Stn—Excuse my troubling you again with reference to the Infectious 
; Diseases Hospital, but as the main object at the present time is to obtain a 
suitable site, I think if the Council were to vote a sum, say Tis. 5,000 for it, 
Mr. Hanbury might be willing, as I gather from his letter enclosed, to devote his 
gift to that purpose. 

Tis. 10,000 would be sufficient to buy at any rate 50 mow of land, somewhere 
off the Railway Road, which is the most convenient situation, as it is in direct 
communication with Woo-ung, and any cases of infectious disease brought by 
vessels to Woosung could ‘be removed direct by Ambulance, without entering 
Shanghai, which is an especially important point. 

Land in that direction is I believe cheaper than elsewhere, and if it could be 
obtained within the Hongkew Boundary so much the better. 

The Land could be cheaply raised by convict labour and by digging a moat 
round it and on the portion first raised the proposed Vaccination Establishment 
‘might be located for the present at any rate. 

The plot when raised could be used for Municipal purposes, until finances 
the erection of suitable Hospitals, 
It seems a pity that such a valuable gift as Mr, Hanbury offers, should be 
away in small sums to various charities, and I think if it were placed 
him by the Council, that the land would be bought for the purpose of 
buildings at some future time, to be Talled the Jubilee Hospital for 
ious Diseases, his object in offering the gift would be arrived at,

Council by Dr. Burge and to request that you will furnish them with a report 
upon his proposal that they should provide a Hospital for infectious diseases, as a 
resolution on the subject will probably be brought forward by Dr. Burge at the 
annual meeting of Ratepayers.

S1r,—I have to acknowledge receipt of your letter of 14th December enclosing 
two letters addressed to the Chairman of the Council by Dr. Burge, plans of 
Humphrey's portable iron buildings, and a letter addressed to Dr. Burge ‘by 
Mr. T. Hanbury, and requesting me to furnish the Council with a report on 
Dr. Burge’s proposal that the Council should provide a separate hospital for 
infectious diseases, The isolation of cases of infectious disease is a well recognised 
sanitary measure, more or less thoroughly enforced in all civilized communities 
at the present date ; and special Hospitals for the reception of cases of a contagious 
or infectious kind are now to be found in many of the principal towns in 
Europe and America. In such communities and under such governments no one 
can doubt the value of these quarantine regulations, nor question the wisdom of 
this special provision. When however we come to discuss the possibility of 
effecting any really efficient separation of the sick from the healthy in Shanghai 
by means of an Isolation Hospital, certain difficulties at once present themselves, 
all needing more or less careful consideration before an opinion, favourable or the 
reverse, can be expressed regarding such a measure. Unfortunately the difficulties 
are the very points left untouched in the letters now submitted to me by the 
Council ; nor indeed do I think that any very definite views regarding them have 
80 far been expressed by the promoters of Dr. Burge’s scheme. Since the initial cost 
of the undertaking is chiefly dwelt on in Dr. Burge’s letters, I take that first, 
although I do not by any means regard it as the most essential point to be 
discussed. Dr. Burge advises the purchase by the Council of 50 mow of land, and 
I should say that such an area is not at all in excess of the requirements of an 
efficient Isolation Hospital. He names “somewhere off the Railway Road” as the 
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“most convenient situation,” but this is a matter which might require further 
consideration. An ambulance service between Woosung and the Hospital, which 
Dr. Burge regards as desirable, might not be easily established, and without it, a 
site nearer the River might be found more convenient in every way. At the present 
date ships with cases of infectious disease on board and flying the yellow flag are not 
stopped until they reach the lower limits of the Harbour, and Woosung isa long dis- 
tance for the Inspecting Medical Officer of the Customs to travel. Fortunately 
eases of this kind on board foreign ships are of comparatively rare occurrence, and 
are scarcely ever brought to Shanghai when the disease which they have on board is 
not also sufficiently prevalent in the Settlements to render excessive care in trans- 
port almost unnecessary. For the purchase of the 50 mow of land Dr. Burge 
considers Tls. 10,000 as probably sufficient, and suggests that the land could be 
cheaply raised by convict labour. The site selected will of course determine the 
price of the land, and Tls. 200 per mow may be enough for land on the Railway 
Road at no great distance from the Settlement, though perhaps insufficient for an 
equally convenient site near the River. I confess I do not myself quite like the 
idea of a Hospital in the country and surrounded by a moat, but Dr. Burge’s plan 
for raising the land might be modified without a prohibitory increase in cost, The 
Humphrey's Hospital plans which Dr. Burge encloses represent apparently 
suitable buildings, and these can certainly be obtained at a very moderate cost ; I 
see that one, No, 1257, which includes Doctors’, Matrons’ and Nurses’ Rooma, can 
be had for Tls, 780. Among the installation expenses, will have however to be 
teckoned the cost of beds, Hospital appliances, kitchen stoves,etc. Covking will need 
to be well provided for, as foreigners, convalescent from Small-pox, have usually 
to submit to a long quarantine. With regard to the maintenance of the Hospital 
Dr. Burge expresses the opinion that “the annual up-keep would be trifling 
compared with the immediate benefit conferred on both Foreigners and Natives.” 
The cost of maintaining a Hospital of this kind would to a great extent depend on 
the number of gratis patients treated in it. In the case of Foreigners a fixed 
charge would I presume be made on the same scale as that at present adopted in 
the General Hospital. Nearly all the Chinese would, however, have to be treated in 
free beds, and if the Institution is to be of real service to the Community, the 
“tumber of the Chinese admitted should very largely exceed that of the Foreigners ; 
fortunately in the case of Chinese the cost of food, ete. is very small, half-a-dollar per 
head per day, including medicine, is perhaps an overstatement. So far I have no 
‘information as to the views held by the promoters of this scheme regarding the 
‘Hospital staff. Who are to be the visiting physicians, and how are they to be 

id? Manifestly attendance at a Hospital removed to any distance from the 
Settlement would interfere with private practice, and this would need to be 
compensated for, How are the nurses to be provided and how paid? Is the 
spital to be kept open all the year round, and if so, how is the staif, which if 
at one time only suffciest would at another time be excessive, to be regulated ? 
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Would a resident physician be needed? from a sentence in one of Dr, Burge's 
letters I suppose that this is contemplated, and if the Hospital is at any distance 
from the Settlement such an appointment would be necessary. I do not at all 
wish to imply that these and similar questions cannot be satisfactorily answered, 
my object in stating them now is only to show to the Council the kind of 
information which the promoters of Dr. Burge’s scheme must furnish before any 
idea can be formed of the cost of maintaining their Hospital. 

I now come to what are manifestly the most important matters to be discussed 
jn connection with this proposal:—the immediate necessity for an Isolation 
Hospital, its prospect of success, and the effect it is likely to have on Institutions 
of the kind already existing in the Settlement. 

In discussing the necessity we are under of providing an Isolation Hospital in 
Shanghai’ for cases of infectious disease, the requirements of the foreign and 
native populations must be considered separately. For my present purpose any 
calculation of population restricted by the exact boundaries of the Settlements 
would scarcely be sufficient, and I shall therefore content myself with the general 
statement, that, excluding the native City, the proportion of foreigners to natives 
in Shanghai and its immediate neighbourhood is roughly speaking as one is to @ 
hundred. 

The isolation of cases of infectious disease occurring among Foreigners is in 
my opinion at present sufficiently provided for in the General Hospital. Cases of 
the kind treated in private houses are few in number, and the necessary quarantine 
and disinfection are matters which are always fully attended to by the friends of 
the patient and the doctor in attendance. As to the statements made regarding the 
accommodation provided in the Hospital, its insufficiency, etc., the best reply to 
these is contained in the answers given by the Surgeon in Charge to questions 
submitted by the Health Officer last June—these were published in the minutes of 
the Sanitary Board at the time, with the following note appended :— From this it 
“ would appear that the present Hospital (the so-called Small-pox Hospital) has 
“ never been full, not even during last season’s severe out-break ; that the cause for 
“ refusal to admit one patient has ceased to exist ; and that only once has a Small- 
“pox patient been refused admittance because of Cholera, a Japanese woman 
“in 1891, the Cholera cases being upstairs and the woman's ward on the ground 
“ floor.” In speaking of the arrangements at present made for the reception of 
cases of infectious disease in the General Hospital as “ sufficient,” I do not mean 
to imply that they are perfect; but great improvements have been made during 
the past few years, and they can now be described as constituting, under the 
circumstances, a well organised service. A foreigner suffering from disease of an 
infectious kind might not absolutely refuse to be removed to a distance from the 
Settlement, but he would certainly think it a hardship if the visits of his regular 
thedical attendant were made difficult or impossible by such removal, I do not 
think the Council should give its support to any scheme which contemplated the 
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quarantining of foreign residents at a distance from the Settlement. If the 
present arrangements are to be improved for foreigners it could, in my opinion, 
only be by building a separate Hospital in the immediate neighbourhood of the 
General Hospital, and easily within the reach of the nursing staff of that 
Hospital. 

Ihave elsewhere said that roughly speaking the proportion of foreigners to natives 
in Shanghai is as one is to a hundred, and if this is even approximately true, it 
follows that the isolation of cases of infectious disease in the foreign community 
‘can exercise but little influence on the spread of an epidemic, unless some 
similar quarantine is enforced in the case of the natives. This view of the matter 
is further strengthened when we consider that owing to over-crowding and the 
Reglect of the most ordinary sanitary precautions, cases of an infectious kind 
‘occur with much greater frequency among the natives than they do among 
foreigners. Neither in the resident foreign population, nor among the natives 
‘Tesident or otherwise, does the Municipal government of Shanghai possess any 

ower to enforce quarantine regulation or to compel the removal of cases of 
vetious disease from unsuitable private dwelling-houses to the wards of a Hospital, 
the case of Foreigners it is however not too much tosay that these powers are 
needed.—I suppose that in no part of the world is there a community more 
ngly disposed on the occurrence of infectious disease to take every necessary 
ecaution advised by the doctors, whether that be the removal of the sick to 
08 pital or their isolation in private houses followed by thorough disinfection of 
buildings. Among the Chinese there is nothing of all this, As regards the 
esspecially mentioned by Dr. Burge—Small-pox and Cholera—it is practically 
the poor or the friendless who in Shanghai seek admission to the native 
pitals attended by foreign physicians. The limitation of the spread of disease 
y isolation and disinfection is a matter altogether neglected by the native doctors, - 
id they would be the very last men to advise the removal of their patients to 
th a Hospital as the one now under consideration; thus one of the main 
at work in the foreign community is absolutely wanting among the 
It is true that cases of Small-pox are not received in any of the Native 
itals in the Settlement ; but Small-pox is a disease for which foreign advice 
d in any case rarely be sought, the Chinese having in its management 
linded faith in their own doctors, It is certain that among the natives 

of Small-pox which ran a comparatively mild course would never volun- 
ly enter an Isolation Hospital, and it is equally certain that none of the 
g children inoculated by the Native doctors would ever be brought there, 
we know that many of these die of the disease. Isolation Hospitals and 
ntine regulations notwiths‘anding, it must remain true for many long years 
that in China at least the only safeguard against Small-pox is vaccina- 
erto we have not been able to do anything which can be considered 
in the way of registering cases of illness among the. Chinese, 
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but a rough idea may be formed of the number of cases of Cholera which occur 
in the native houses within the Municipal limits as compared with those 
which receive Hospital treatment, by contrasting the deaths registered in the 
Hospitals with the deaths registered elsewhere; in the meantime however 
I prefer to avoid figures, and to deal with such matters by a general reference 
only to conditions which I know to exist. My object in all these statements is to 
draw attention to one of the main difficulties which the Council must be 
prepared to meet with in trying to make an Isolation Hospital effective as a check 
on the spread of epidemic disease in Shanghai. 

I have elsewhere mentioned as one of the points to be discussed in connec- 
tion with this scheme, the effect which the proposed Hospital would have on similar 
Institutions already existing in the Settlement. Manifestly any change in our 
present arrangements would need to be very gradually effected. I should myself 
decidedly oppose any scheme which contemplated the immediate filling of the 
new Hospital by closing the doors of the old ones to the cases which seek 
admission there. In dealing with the Chinese this would be a fatul mistake ; for 
while in the future as in the past, many patients suffering from disease of an 
infectious kind—I speak now chiefly of cases of Cholera—would seek admission to 
such long established Institutions as the Hongkew and Shantung Road Hospitals, 
it is certain that for years for come a comparatively small number would be 
brought to a new Hospital, especially to one situated at a distance from the 
Settlement. 

Some consideration too in the case of Foreigners must be given to the 
income derived by the General Hospital from the cases of Small-pox, Cholera 
and the like treated within its walls ; I may go a step further and say that when 
money is not very plentiful it is generally better policy to improve existing 
institutions than to create new ones. 

Between the complete acceptance of ‘the scheme originally proposed by 
Dr. Burge and its rejection, there is still a middle course which Dr. Burge 
indeed himself suggests. I mean the purchase and raising of the land and its 
subsequent employment for general Municipal purposes until the financial 
position allows of the erection of suitable Hospitals. Such a proposal has 
certainly much to recommend it, and a small and inexpensive building, such as 
“those shown in the Humphrey’s plans, might even be at once placed on the site 
selected. Regarded only as an experiment, it is one which, in the interest of the 
public health, is well worth making. Should it succeed—and if preliminary 
expenses are minimised we could afford to wait patiently for its developement— 
much will have been achieved ; if it fails the land remains always for the use of 
the Municipality, or might again be scld without loss or even with advantage 
to the Council, Dr. Burge mentions the projected Animal Vaccine Station as a 
building which might be at once erected on the land purchased by the Council, 
but I should prefer to leave this out of consideration for the present. A modest 
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installation in the neighbourhood of one of the Dairy Farms will probably be 
found the most suitable way of commencing this undertaking, and I am at 
present engaged in formulating a scheme by which I hope the working of - 
the Station may next winter be fairly tried without seriously taxing the public 


funds,

The order for the Disinfector referred to in the annexed correspond- 
ence was sent home in October, and it arrived out here in December, 
costing Tls, 1,812.45, of which one-third, or Tls. 604.15, has been paid 
by the French Council, in accordance with their letter of the 20th 
September, 

Shanghai, 14th September 1893, 

Sir,—On the 24th July last the Health Officer, as Chairman of the Sanitary 
Board, wrote to the Secretary of the Shanghai General Hospital suggesting that 
the Governors should co-operate with the Municipal Council in purchasing @ 
steam disinfecting apparatus to replace the hot-air machine now in use, and 
handing them a description of the latest steam disinfector, the cost of which laid 
down here will not exceed Tis. 2,000. 

On the Ist August the Secretary replied that the Governors of the Hospital 
quite agreed with the suggestion of the Sanitary Board, and recommended that the 
order for the new disinfector should be sent home at once. 

At a meeting of the Sanitary Board on the 6th instant Dr. Macleod read 
another letter which he had received from the Secretary of the Hospital intimating 
that the Governors are of opinion that they ought not to be called upon to pay 
any part of the cost of the disinfector, but that they are quite willing to pay the 
working expenses of it, which will entail not only the cost of coal but the wages 
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of a man to look after it, and suggesting that as the French Council have a third 
interest in the Hospital they might be willing to bear a share of the cost of the 
machine. : 

As it is very desirable that the new disinfector should be got out at once, I 
have the honour to request that you will inform me whether the French Council 
will pay a third of the cost of the disinfector, if the Municipal Council pay the 
other two-thirds, and the Governors of the Hospital all the working expenses 
connected with it.

44,720, and it was estimated that for the other two months they 
would not exceed Tls. 7,000, but actually Tls. 7,700 were collected, 
making the total receipts for the year Ts. 52,420, against the Budget 
estimate of Tls, 48,000, a gain of Tls, 4,420, but showing a decrease of 
Tis. 1,122 compared with the receipts for 1891, :

The prefixed statement shows that the Accounts for 1893 close with 
asurplus of over Tls. 13,000 after paying all the expenses connected 
with the Jubilee celebration and the defining of the Boundary of 
Hongkew, amounting to Tls. 15,500, for which no provision was made 


in the Budget. 
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The income for the year has proved to be nearly Tls. 37,000 over 
the Budget estimates, but in this amount is included an excess of 
Tis. 3,200 credited to stock and stores for drain-pipes used and sold 
during the year, and a gain of Tis. 6,100 on outstanding accounts, 
together Tls. 9,300, reducing the net excess to Tls. 27,500. 

The amounts received for the Land Tax arid the rates on Foreign 
houses have not been more than the estimates, but Native houses 
show’an excess of Tls. 9,000, there having been a considerable increase 
in the number in Hongkew, whilst taxes have been collected for the last 
quarter from most of those included within the new boundary, which was 
definitely settled in July last. 


The receipts for Dues on Merchandise have been less than was 
anticipated, and for the year will probably not exceed Tls. 47,500, 
being Tls. 3,500 under the estimate and about Tls. 5,000 less than 
was collected in 1892. 


Native License fees have produced about Tls, 4,800 more than was 
estimated, there being a gain in all of them except Livery Stables, which 
show a slight loss, the fees for carriages having been reduced by one- 
half at the Annual Meeting.

Gentiemex,—I beg to submit my report for the year ending 
81st December 1893. 

Change of System. —On the 81st March the subscription system 
was abolished, the prepayment of postage according to the number and 
weight of covers being enforced on the Ist April. 

This system, during the eight months in which it has been in force, 
has worked satisfactorily. A falling-off in the number of covers passing 
through the office was the inevitable result of the change, but 
this decrease was chiefly in unimportant mail-matter such as circulars, 
etc., which under the old system could be posted without limit by sub- 
scribers. The new system increases the amount of detail work 
to be done, and I have been compelled to take on an extra native 
assistant. 

Correspondence.—Appended is a statement of the mail-matter which 
has passed through the office during the year, and compared with the 
previous year it shews a decrease in the total number of mails dealt with 
of 123 and also a decrease in the number of covers of 104,840. This 
decrease is not greater than might reasonably have been expected after 
abolishing the subscription system, The appended statement includes 
all mail-matter sent by the various post offices to the L.P.O. for delivery 
“under contract. 
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Expresses.—449 Expresses have been circulated, against 621 during 
the previous year. 

Stamps, etc.—The amount realized during the year by the sale of 
stamps and postal stationery is $26,679 48%,—Shanghai $25,883 9%, 
Foochow $54528,, Amoy $250}%'5. This large increase is attributable 
to the several changes and new stamps issued during the year. When 
the prepayment system was introduced there were no stamps of $ and 1 
cent on hand, although they were ordered in ample time from the 
London agents and should have been here long before the endof March. In 
order to meet the immediate requirements for postal purposes it was found 
necessary to surcharge the remaining stamps of the higher denominations, 
and to make them go as far as possible a number of those altered were 
halved. This and the issue of provisional envelopes and newspaper- 
wrappers served until the new issue arrived. 

The 2-cent “ Jubilee” stamps, specially designed, were sold a few 
days prior to the 17th November in order that their sale might not 
clash with other arrangements for the Jubilee celebration. The amount 
realized was $7,200. 

The surcharged set of “Jubilee” stamps and stationery, which the 
Council decided to issue in December, also added to the sales by 
$4,716 9,- 

L.P.O. Agencies. —Arrangements were made whereby the L.P.O. 
Mails were received and delivered by the Chefoo Local Post from 
1st July, in return for the Shanghai L.P.O. rendering the Chefoo office 
similar services. 

The paid agencies of the L.P.O. at Foochow, Amoy and Swatow 
have worked very satisfactorily. 

Complaints.—A number of complaints have been made during the 
year. They have all been as thoroughly investigated as possible; and, 
where the blame was found to be with the L.P,O., the men in fault 
have been punished or dismissed the service, as the case demanded. No 
losses have occurred during the year; and the greater number of 
mistakes in delivery have been caused by addressing the covers wrongly 
in Chinese. The fact that every cover passing through the office for town 
delivery must have a Chinese version of the address written on it, for 
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the guidance of the delivery coolie, is a serions but unavoidable 
drawback, and greatly increases the chances of error. 

On investigation many of the reported irregularities were found 
to have arisen throngh no fault of the Post Office. 

Some delay has occasionally arisen in the despatch of mails to 
Chefoo owing to no notification being received at the Post Office that 
steamers entered in the Customs Daily Returns for Tientsin would call 

» at Chefoo. 

In former times this notification was always given, and it would be 
for the public convenience if the Shipping Companies would, if possible, 
revert to the former practice. 

Irregularities would be less frequent if the public would pay atten- 
tion to the paragraph in the L.P.O. regulations which runs thus :— 

“ Every address must be legible and complete, an individual 
“name alone is not sufficient. The street and number of 
“house (when possible) should be given, or the ‘ Hong’ 
“ name.” 


It is very seldom that people take the trouble to address their letters 
in full. 

Pillar-boxes.—As the Settlement has so greatly increased during 
the past few years, 5 additional letter-boxes have been ordered from 
home. Only two of them have yet arrived, and these will be fixed as 
800n as possible in the positions decided on by the Council, viz. “The 
New Market, Hongkew ” and near the Hatel des Colonies. 

Additional letter-boxes may be required during the present year, 

Mail Cart.—An improved mail cart, to be drawn by pony, has been 
built and will be brought into use as soon as all the new pillars have 
been erected, 

L.P.O. Regulations —The regulations were revised and published 
in March last, copies having been distributed in Shanghai and at the

At the Special Meeting of Ratepayers on the 7th November 1892 
the proposed abolition of the annual subscription to the Local Post, the 
reduction of the rates of postage, and the compulsory prepayment of 
postage on all mail matters were fully discussed, and it was decided that 
these questions should be referred to the Ratepayers at the Annual 
Meeting. 

This was done by Mr. Purvon, the Chairman of the Council, when 
bringing forward the usual resolution anthorising the levying of rates, 
taxes and fees for the year, and he then explained at some length why 
the Council recommended the proposed alterations, which were as 
follows :— 


“That the present system of subscription to the Local Post be discontinued 
from the 31st March next. That after that date prepayment by Local Post Stamps 
on all mail matter be compulsory, except as provided for in the next succeeding 
Paragraph. 

“That the Council be authorised to make such arrangements as they deem 
best for the delivery of newspapers only, sent to Local Post Office direct from the 
Publishers, and with other Post Offices regarding mail matter between them and 

the Local Post. 
} “That the following scale be in force until the annual meeting of ratepayers 
_ in 1894 for mail matter to and from the Ports as well as locally. 
3 “Letters—1 cent per oz. or fraction thereof. 
“Post Cards—1 cent each. 
“Book Post—} cent per 2 oz. or fraction thereof, 
“Newspapers—4 cent each, not exceeding 4 oz. ? 
“Parcels—4 cents per pound or fraction therecf, 
“Eapresses—25 cents each [400 copies]. 
“ Postage on unstamped matter to be collected from addressee, on delivery, 
Registration—5 cents. 
“Accounts can be opened with depositors of uot less than ten dollars. The 
itor to be furnished with a pass book in which will be entered all mail matter 
by him ; notice being given when deposits are expended.” 


The resolution having been seconded by Mr. D. M. Moszs, the 


lowing amendment was proposed by Mr. kt, W. Lirrie and seconded. 
Mr. T. Brows :— 
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“That the present system of subscription to the Local Post be continued, the 
rate being raised to Tls. 50 per annum; and that the rates for non-subscribers

Mr. H. 8S. Witxrison then proposed as an amendment :— 


“(a That the words, ‘that the present system of subscription to the Local 
Post be discontinued from the 31st March next. That after that date prepayment 
by Local Post stamps on all mail matter be compulsory, except as provided for 
in the next sueceeding paragraph,’ which form part of the resolution, be omitted 
therefrom, . 

“(b.) That in addition to the charges for mail matter thereby authorised the 
Council be authorised to charge: A subscription of 30 Taels for the year to all 
subscribers to the Post Office, and such additional sum as may be agreed upon by 
any subscriber, and 

“(e.) That the Council be instructed to investigate and report to the Ratepayers 
at the next annual general meeting or at any earlier general meeting if they shall 
think necessary whether any and what modifications in the scale of postal charges 
authorised in this meeting or in the present regulations of the Local Post Office 
be necessary, with power, if they shall consider it desirable, to delegate such 
enquiry or any part thereof to a Committee,” 


and Mr. Lrrrte having intimated that he withdrew his amendment and 
seconded that of Mr. Witk1nsoy, it was put to the Meeting, and lost on 
a show of hands, 33 having been held up for it and 40 against it, 
and the above regulations proposed by the Council were then agreed to. 

Subsequently the rates to be charged for parcels, expresses and 
circulars were slightly modified in order to meet the views of the 
writers of the annexed letter :— 

Shanghai, 20th March 1893, 

DEAR Sir,—At a meeting of those persons who do not feel satisfied with the 
new regulations aud tariff as published by the Municipal Council in connection 
with the Local Post Office, the undersigned were appointed a Committee to 
interview you with regard to same. 

Your explanations, when we met you, appeared satisfactory on all points 
except parcels, which we think bear hardly on missionaries and storekeepers in 
particular. 

The book post at 4 cent for two ounces is out of all proportion to the 
parcel rate.

A book weighing 4 oz. or even 8 oz, and perhaps a value of $5 to $10 can be 
sent by the L.P.O, for two cents, 

On the other hand a parcel valued at say 50c. (as often happens) has to pay 
certainly 4c., and may only weigh 3 or $ 1b, and the number of small parcels far 
exceeds the large. 2 

We think, a charge of 2c. for the first pound, or fraction of a pound, and one 
cent per lb. afterwards would meet with general approval, 

We also think we ought to be on the same footing with regard to circulars, 
etc, as the newspapers and their printed matter. 

We should be glad if you would kindly place this letter before the Municipal

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WORKS MATTERS. 


During the past year a considerable addition has been made to the 
number of Municipal buildings in the Settlement, consisting of the 
Central Police Station and Cells, the Slaughter-house, and the Market 
for Hongkew. 

Amongst the other Public Works completed during the year are 
the extension of the Fearon and North Soochow roads, the bunding of 

_ the Hongkew Creek from the Seward to the Yu-hang road, the placing 
in position across the Yang-king-pang of an iron bridge and two Hiffel 
steel foot-bridges, and the construction of a wooden bridge across the 
small creck in the line of the Purdon road. 

The North-west boundary of Hongkew, the defining of which has 


occupied the attention of successive Councils for a great many years, has 
now been arranged with the Native authorities, and the bunding lines for 
the North side of the Soochow Creek and both sides of the Hongkew 
Creek have been definitely settled. 

Arrangements are now in progress for marking ont a bund line in 
front of the English and Hongkew Settlements, and on the South side 
of the Soochow Creek, and the bund line for the Creek at Yang-tsze- 
poo will be settled so soon as the Chinese officials have inspected the 
title deeds of the properties adjoining the Creek. 


Buiwprnes. 


The Municipal Buildings, Police Stations and Local Post Office 
have been kept in repair. At the Hongkew Station about Tls. 900 
haye been expended in repairs to the main buildings and Tis. 600 in 
alterations to the cells for prisoners. 

The Blacksmith’s shop, which stood in the compound where the 
New Central Station has been built, was pulled down and removed, at a 


160 


cost of Tis. 115, to make room for the prisoners’ cells now in course of 
construction, and a godown in Foochow road has been temporarily 
rented where the work far the Fire Department is now done. The 
Market-sheds in the Nanking road have been repaired and painted, a 
new cooling-room 56 {t. 6 in. by 16 ft. has been added to the Municipal 
Slanghter-house, and 160 additional hooks have been provided for 
hanging up the carcasses of pigs, ete. 


Roaps. 


Fearon Road.—This road has been extended with a uniform width 
of 80 feet from the Seward to the Yu-hang road, a distance of about 
140 changs, the owners of the different properties along the Hongkew 
Creek between the Seward and Hanbury roads having snrrendered 
free of cost the strips of them required to allow of the road being 
made. 

The annexed correspondence refers to the surrender by Mr. Hannury 
of the strip of lot 1528 :— 

Shanghai, 14th August 1893. 

DEAR SiR,—Referring to your Surveyor's letter of 5th May (followed by 
plan) and our reply of 6th May, on the subject of the Fearon Road extension, we 
now beg to say that we have heard from Mr. Hanbury, who points out that in 1883 
he received the title deed of Lot 1,528, together with a plan, and that on 
neither one or the other ix a road shown to exist on the east of said lot, 
consequently the news that such a road measuring about 90 feet by 26} feet (as 
per your Surveyor’s plan) is claimed, came as a surprise to him, and he says he has 
never been asked to transfer said land to the Municipality, but, on the contrary, 
he has been required each year to pay the Municipal taxes on it. 

Further, Mr. Hanbury desires to poiut out that Lot 1,528 is bounded on the 
north by Hanbury Road and on the west by Nanzing Road, that he has never 
sought any compensation for the land necessary to make those roads, and that it 
would be unreasonable to expect him to sanction the cutting up of so small a lot 
by the making of a third road free of cost, and he ventures to assert that the 
Municipal annals do not present a similar case in which a landowner has been 
asked to give up about 37 per cent. of the area of his Jot of land for public use 
without payment. 
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Mr, Hanbury is quite content with the two frontages he already possesses, but 
if public convenience demand the pushing though Lot 1,528 of the Fearon Road 
he suggests a transfer to the Municipality of the whole area required for it, he 
receiving the official valuation precisely as in a M@nilar case next the Hongkew 
market.

Hongkew Creek.—The Municipal Report for 1892 states that a 
contract had been made for bunding the Hongkew Creek from the 
Hanbury to. the Yu-hang road, a distance of about 60 chang, for 
Tis. 4,032.40, and that provision would be made in the Budget for 
1893 for bunding it from the Seward to the Hanbury road, thus 
completing the whole distance from the river to the Ya-hang road.

With reference to the Consul-General’s former communication relative to the 
bunding of the Hongkew creek from the Seward Road bridge north to Yuhang 
Road, as set forth in a plan which was inclosed, to which reply was made that 
instructions had been given to the City Magistrate and a Wei-yuen to attend 
to the matter, the Taotai has received their report which is as follows :— 

“The line of bunding along the west bank of Hongkew creek had been 
marked out by the Municipal Council’s Surveyor from Seward Road northward 
to the Yuhang Road—the distance being 1,370 feet (English), In certain 
sections, to maintain the width of the road the Creek would be narrowed, 
but it was arranged with the Municipal Council that the road should not be 
extended beyond the line of barrels. 

“Tt was also arranged to set the bunding in two feet in the wide sections. 
From the Seward Road bridge to the old Li Hongkew bridge the line is irregular, 
the road being 27 to 28 feet wide in some places and only 23 feet in others, 
From the Li Hongkew bridge northward there was formerly a bunding and the 
road was thirty feet wide. This width is to be maintained. 

“Further to the north, near the Municipal slaughter-houses, the Municipal 
Council are willing to surrender a strip to make the road 30 feet wide, Observing 
these points there are no objections to the proposed bunding. A plan is 
enclosed,” 

The Taotai makes this reply and requests that the Municipal Council 
in making the bunding conform to the provisions set forth in the Magistrate's 
report.

which is as follows :— 

«J have caused three of the leaders of the disturbance to be arrested. Their 
names are Yau Foo-sung, Tang Shun-shun and Wong-hsi. 

“ After hearing the case, they were sentenced to severe punishment by means 
of the bamboo and cangue, This will be a warning to others, The fourth man 
has not yet been arrested, He has run away from Shanghai. The petitioner 
requests that the foregoing be transmitted to the Consul-General,” 

The Taotai therefore makes this reply, and requests that the Municipal 
Council shall be informed of the punishment of the rioters.

$1r,—I have the honor to acknowledge the receipt of your letter of the 
7th instant enclosing translation of a despatch from the Taotai intimating that in 
accordance with his instructions the City Magistrate had three of the ringleaders 
of the riot at Yangtsze-poo in December last arrested, and that after the case was 
inquired into they were sentenced to be bambooed and cangued as a warning 
to others; the fourth man, he states, was not arrested, as he had run away from 
Shanghai. 

The Council are pleased to learn that this has been done, and they desire me 
to thank you on their behalf for having so strongly urged upon the Taotai the 
necessity for this step being taken, which they hope will prevent the recurrence 
of a similar outrage on the part of the country-people at any future time.

Soon after the Municipal abattoir was opened the Council took 
into consideration the desirability of providing a yard and sheds near 
it, to which the dealers could bring their cattle, etc. as they arrived 
here from the interior, instead of continuing to take them to the yards 
at Pah-sien-jaoh, and with this view they acquired from the Native 
owner cadastral lot 630 next to the Slaughter -house, measuring 
Bm. Gf. Ol. Oh., for the sum of Tls. 6,600, where they proposed to build 
the sheds, etc, 

In May last the Inspector of Markets reported that at a meeting 
of the principal butchers he informed them of the intentions of the 
Council, and asked them to endeavour to arrange that the dealers should 
bring their cattle to the yard next the Slaughter-house, instead of to 
Puh-sien-jaoh, and this they promised to do; a paper was also signed 
by three Foreign and two Native butchers stating that they would 
arrange for all their cattle to be brought to the Municipal yard, as it 
would be conveniently situated, being close to the Slaughter-house. 

On making inquiry about the number of cattle, ete. for which it 
would be necessary to provide accommodation, it was ascertained that 
fully 700 bullocks and 2,500 sheep arrive here each month, and that 
the Municipal lot was not of sufficient area to allow of the necessary 
number of sheds for them being erected on it, 

Inquiries were then made about acquiring a larger lot in the same 
neighbourhood, and eventually cadastral lots 668 and 669, measuring 
10m. 1f. 11. 6h., situated on the Hongkew Creek at a short distance 
North from the Slaughter-house lot, were purchased for the sum of 
Tis. 6,915, to which add Tis. 245 for brokerage, transfer, etc., making 
in all Tls. 7,160, where the sheds will be erected. 

On the lot next the Slaughter-house it is proposed to construct a 
new Electric Station, as the Council have been unable to make a 
satisfactory arrangement with the China Merchants’ Company for ac- 
quiring from them the present station in Chapoo road, the lease of 
which will expire in 1895.

DEAR Sin,—We are in receipt of your letter of the 5th inst. in which you 
state that the Council cannot allow a permit to be granted for ‘the erection of 
Chinese houses with the upper story projecting 2 feet unless the lower story is set 
back that amount, which of course was never contemplated. 

We do not object to this decision of the Council provided they have 
determined to put a stop to the erection of such houses, but we think we are 
justified in asking for a statement from the Council to the effect that they have _ 
determined not to grant permits for such buildings in future and not to allow 
them to be erected without permits. 

We are acting in the matter for Messrs, E. D. Sassoon & Co., who as large 
landowners are not only willing, but anxious to aid the Council in their 
endeavour to protect public rights and to prevent encroachment by private 
individuals, and have instructed us merely to see that they are not placed at @ 
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disadvantage compared with other people, and seeing that many houses have been 
built in this way apparently without any objection being made by the Council, we 
are hardly satisfied with a reply to our request couched in such terms as to make 
it quite possible for the Council to allow our next-door neighbour to do what we 
are not permitted to do, 

The question can easily be kept separate from that of verandahs with which it 
4s allied. The real projecting story is not so common that there can be any 
difficulty in the Council adopting a decided and uniform course with regard to it 
and limiting the projection to a few inches, in aecordance with the usual custom, if 
they really consider that a regard for public right requires them to do so.

GeNTLEMEN, 


I have the honour to submit my fifth annual report of works 
executed and business transacted in my Department during the year 
ended the 3ist December 1893. 

The year under review has been an unusually busy one and has 
included, in addition to the ordinary routine of the Department, the 
erection of one of the largest buildings in Shanghai (the New Central Police 
Station), the negotiations, surveys, etc. in connection with the settlement 
of the Hongkew Boundary question, and the work necessitated by the 
purchase of the New Shanghai Electric Company’s plant, ete, and the 
subsequent management of the Electrical Department. 


Brinags. 


Szechuen Road bridge.—An iron bridge, 49 feet 2 inches long and 
40 feet 8 inches wide including sidewalks, has been erected across the 
Yang-king-pang, connecting the Szechuen Road and the Rue Montau- 
ban, and stone abutments have been constructed for same. At the 
request of the French Municipal Council, in consequence of the 
departure of their Engineer to Europe, the work was carried out under 
the supervision of this Department. 

Purdon Road bridge.—A new bridge in Malava hardwood has been 
constructed across the Nan-chuen-hong Creek to connect the Purdon 
aud North Honan Roads, ‘The bridge is 17 feet 3 inches long, with 
roadway 19 feet wide and footpaths on both sides 4 feet 6 inches wide.

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Buiipines. 

New Central Police Station.—The main building, with the exception 
of varnishing the doors and windows and laying pavement to the 
basement, is now completed. 

The cells, charge-room, ete. were commenced on the 9th October 
last and the work is being expeditiously proceeded with. 

Hongkew Police Station.—New hardwood floors have been laid to 
the cells, and iron gates have been fixed inside the cell-doors, to prevent 
the possibility of prisoners escaping. 

The various buildings at the Hongkew Station have been repaired, 
and the iron roofs to the verandahs painted, ete. 

Louza Police Station—The iron roof to the main building has 
been painted, and small repairs have been made to the Beggars’ Lock-up 
and the Married Sergeants’ quarters. 

Yangtsze-poo Rvad Police Station.—The open verandah to the 
Inspector’s quarters has been cased in, and small repairs have been 
made to the Station and outhouses. 

Carter Road Police Station.—Repairs have been made to the 
Indians’ quarters and outhouse. ' 

Lock Hospital, Bing-vong-ka.—The buildings in connection with the 
Hospital have been put in thorough repair. 

Fire Department.—The godown at No. 18, Foochow Road, has been 
converted into a Blacksmith’s shop and stables for the Fire Department. 

Sleeping accommodation has been provided for the Fire Brigade 
coolies at the Victoria Engine House and No. 4 Deluge Engine House. 

The Blacksmith’s shop on the Central Station lot has been pulled 
down and the old materials stored at the Chip Yard. 

Public Abattoirs, Hongkew.—The overhead rails have been extended, 
and a new cooling-room 56! 6’' by 16’ 0// has been added to the 
slaughter-houses. 110 additional hooks have been fixed in the cooling- 
room and pig slaughter-house for hanging carcasses of pigs and 
sheep. 

Public Market, Hongkew.—The Public Market Sheds adjoining the 
Boone and Hanbury Roads were completed and handed over to the 
Inspector of Markets in May last. 
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Chip Yard at junction of Soochow and Defence Creeks.—An open 
shed has been erected at the Chip Yard for storing concrete ware and 
for the use of workmen making concrete drain-pipes, ete, 

Municipal Buildings—Small repairs have been made to the 
different buildings, employés’ quarters and outhouses. 


Dunpivas. 


The western bank of the Hongkew Creek has been bunded in 
Malava hardwood from the Seward to the Yu-hang Road, a distance of 
1,370 feet. 

Tron railings have been fixed to the new bunding Hongkew Creek ; 
to the Sungkiang Road bunding, from Shantung to Yunnan Road; and 
to the Thibet Road, opposite the ends of the Canton, Swatow, Foochow, 
Hankow and Kiukiang Roads, 

The wooden bunding to the Sungkiang Road, between Shantung 
and Yunnan Roads, has been repaired. 

The iron railings to the bundings on the Fearon, Dixwell, North 
Soochow, North Yangtsze, Sungkiang and Thibet Roads have been 
painted, 

Cremerenizs, 

New Cemetery.—The main path and fencing dividing the New and 
French Cemeteries have been extended. A new road has been formed 
by filling in the ditch on the eastern boundary of the New Cemetery, 
which has been drained, bricked and sanded, 

General.—The New, Pootung, Shantung Road and Soldiers’ 
Cemeteries have been kept in good order. 

Burials,—A statement shewing the burials in the New and Poo- 
tung Cemeteries, from Ist January to 31st December 1893, as 
compared with preceding years, will be found on pages 212 and 213. 


Dratwace, 

Egg-shaped concrete sewer tubes 1/6// by 1/0'', together with 
the necessary manholes and gullies, have been laid in the following 
roads :—

Tn November last the Council sustained a heavy loss by the death, 
after a short illness, of their Chairman, Mr. Joun Macanrxgor, who for 
the last 5 or 6 years had been the most prominent member of the 
Community, taking the leading part in all matters of public interest 
connected with the Settlement. 

Mr. Macereeor joined the Council in 1888, was elected Chairman 
in 1889, and remained in office till May 1891, when he resigned his seat 
at the Board in consequence of his intended departure from Shanghai 
on atrip home. He returned to the Settlement in 1892, and in 1898 
was again elected Chairman of the Council, which position he occupied 
till his death, 

At the first Meeting of Council after the sad event the Vice- 
Chairman, Mr, J. L. Scorr, addressing the members, said:—“ I am 
‘sure it would not be in accordance with the feeling of all present if, 
“before proceeding to business this afternoon, we did not first allude to 
“ the loss we have sustained since we last met, through the sad death of 
“our Chairman, Mr. Macerzcor. We have had experience of his clear 
“head and sound common-sense, as well as of his unfailing kindness 
“and courtesy to us all in his position as Chairman. There is therefore 
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“no occasion for me to dwell on’ what is well known to us, but I am 
“certain that we all would wish to place on record our appreciation of 
“his good qualities, our deep regret at his untimely death, and our 
“sense of the great loss which the Council has thereby sustained. 

“Tn order that this should be done by insertion in the Minutes, it 
“ might be as well to place these few words in the form of a resvlution 
“with which all would unanimously agree, and if this meets with your 
“approval, I will now move that what I have said, and your unanimous 
“concurrence therewith, be entered in the Minutes of this meeting.” 

The funeral took place on the 8th November, and being that of the 
Civil Commandant, was attended by the Members of the Volunteer 
Corps, by officers, sailors and marines from the British men-of-war in port, 
by nearly the whole of the Foreign Community, ‘and a great many 
of the principal Chinese residents, the Taotai, who was unable to be 
present, sending his Interpreter and a detachment of his troops to 
represent him on the occasion, 

The Council wrote to the Senior Consul requesting him to convey 
to the Taotai their thanks for this mark of respect to their late Chair- 
man, to which the Taotai replied expressing the great esteemn he had for 
Mr. Macgregor.

On the Ist July last Messrs. Wicknotm and Jonansson, two 
Swedish Missionaries, were barbarously murdered and their bodies 
mutilated by the Natives at Sungpu, a small town in the province of 
Hoopeh. 

On the news reaching Shanghai the following notification was issued. 
by the Council :— 


“A Public Meeting will be held in the Astor Hall on Monday, the 17th inst., 
at 4 p.m., to express the feelings of the Community in connection with the Murder 
of the two Swedish Missionaries at Sungpu on the Ist instant, and to decide upon 
what further steps should be taken under the circumstances.”

At this Meeting, which was very nomerously attended, Mr. Joun 
Macarecor was unanimously elected to the Chair, and the following 
Resolution was proposed by Mr. R. M. Campze.t, seconded by Mr. H,

“That this meeting records its sense of horror and detestation of the 
barbarous murder of Messrs. Wickholm and Johansson at Sungpu, with the 
attendant circumstances, and of the gravity of the occurrence as a menace to 
foreigners generally in China; and calls upon Foreign Representatives to take 
measures to ensure the guilty parties being punished, as well as to take steps to 
prevent the recurrence of a similar outrage,” 


It was then proposed by Mr. R. W. Lrrrue, seconded by Mr, J.C. 
Bors and carried :— 


“That the Chairman be and is hereby instructed to send ‘a copy of the 
foregoing Resolution, with the proceedings of this meeting, to the Foreign Ministers 
at Peking.” 


From the annexed correspondence it will be seen that in accordance 
with the above Resolution a report of the proceedings at the Meeting 
was forwarded to H.E. Col. Densy, Doyen of the Diplomatic Body at 
Peking, who addressed an official communication to the Tsung-li 
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Yamén demanding the exemplary punishment of all the officials who 
permitted the crime to be committed, and it is understood that the 
matter has now been settled by the promise of the payment of a certain 
amount and the panishment of the men who are said to have been 
implicated in the murder.

Srr,—I have the honour to submit to you herewith report of a public 
meeting held here on the 11th instant, to express the feelings of this community 
in connection with the brutal murder at Sungpu of Messrs, Wickholm and 
Johansson (two Swedish Missionaries) on the Ist instant, and to invite the 
attention of Your Excellency and that of your colleagues to the following resolu- 
tion which I was instructed by the meeting to send to the Foreign Ministers at 
Peking, viz. :— 

“That this meeting records its sense of horror and detestation of the barbarous 
murder of Messrs, Wickholm and Johansson at Sungpu, with the attendant 
circumstances, and of the gravity of the occurrence as a menace to foreigners 
generally in China; and calls upon Foreign Representatives to take measures to 
ensure the guilty parties being punished, as well as to take steps to prevent the 
recurrence of a similar outrage.” 

In a separate packet I send 20 copies of the printed report of the proceedings, 
and I beg to request that Your Excellency will cause one copy to be sent to each 
of your colleagues. " 

The meeting, as stated in the report, was one of the largest ever held in 
Shanghai; it was characterised by much earnestness, and I venture to commend 
the subject of the Resolution, as well as the proceedings in general, to the most 
serious attention of Your Excellency and your colleagues,

Survey or Honexew. 


The lithographed copies of the Cadastral Plan of Hongkew were 
received from Messrs. Warertow & Sons, London, in June last, but 
no copies were issued to the public until the Chinese Authorities 
had ratified the Hongkew Boundary, as it was considered more con- 
venient to have the proper boundaries marked on the plans before being 
circulated. 

The small maps or index plans to accompany the Hongkew Land 
Assessment Schedules were issued to the Ratepayers in December last. 

The reduced plan of Hongkew, on the same scale as the Cadastral 
Plan (200 feet to 1 inch), has been received from Mr. Dowpatt, This 
plan covers Mr. Dowpatn's work on the Hongkew Survey plan, which 
he brought up to September 1892. Owing to the alteration in 
the boundaries of the Hongkew Settlement, and the extensive building 
operations that have been going on since that date, a good deal of 
additional work has to be done to render the plan complete. 


Bounpary or Honoxew. 


At pages 192/205 of the Municipal Report for last year details 
were given about the steps tuken by the Council for 1892 in order to have 
the North-West boundary of Hongkew defined by the Native Authorities. 

In February last Mr. Leonarp, U.S, Consul-General, and Senior 
Consul, informed the Council that the Taotai had appointed a Committee, 
consisting of the City and Mixed Court Magistrates and the Sub- 
Prefect Wana, to report upon the boundary, and subsequently 
Mr. W. 8. Emens, U.S, Vice Consul-General representing the Consular 
Body, and the Municipal Engineer and Assistant Engincer on behalf of 
the Council, met the Committee in order to arrange the matter with 


them.

The wreck of the steamer ‘ Fei-ma” on the Bar at Woosung having 
caused the Channel to silt up considerably, thus interfering with the 
trade of the Port, the Chamber of Commerce proposed to the Chinese 
Authorities that Sir Cuarres Haxriey should be invited to make a 
survey of the Bar and report what step should be taken in order to 
secure a uniform depth of water on it, 

In July last the Senior Consul informed the Chamber that the 
Chinese Government would pay half the cost of the survey, which it was 
estimated would amount to Tis. 14,000 in all, and at the request of the 
Chamber the Council undertook to guarantee the payment of one-fourth 
of the cost or Tls. 3,500. 

Annexed is the correspondence on the snbject, and it is understood 
that Sir Cuartes Harrzey will visit Shanghai about the end of the year, 
in order to make the survey :—

Srr,—You will doubtless be glad to hear that the Committee of the Chamber 
of Commerce have received a communication from the Senior Consul to the effect 
that the Chinese Government are willing to bear half the cost of a survey of the 
Woosung Bar by Sir Charles Hartley if the Chamber will bear the other half, the 
whole amount, however, to be advanced by the Chinese. This amount is estimated 
at between Ts. 12,009 and Tis. 14,000. The Chamber’s share will therefore be 
about Tis, 7,000, and I am instructed by the Committee to ask if the Council will 
contribute half of this, in which case the Committee will ask the foreign firms to 
guarantee the other half. 

The Committee are of opinion that they will only be called upon to pay this 
amount of about Tls, 7,000 in the event of nothing resulting from the survey, 
and that if operations for the improvement of the Bar are carried out, the 
whole of the expense, including the cost of survey, will be borne by the Chinese 


Authorities.

that the Council had under consideration the fencing-in of the Range as 

 @ precautionary measure, as it was feared that some accident might 
occur when shooting was going on, if the residents there continued to 
use the Range as an approach to their houses. 

Nothing however was then done, as it was thought that putting up 
the fence might interfere with the settlement of the new boundary of 
Hongkew, and there was a possibility that land for a new Range in some 
other locality might be acquired. 

Additional houses continued to be built’ along’ it this year, and the 
attention of the Council was directed to the great risk of accident to 
some of the workmen employed on them. In June the owners of the 
land and houses adjoining the Range addressed the Consuls-General for 
the United States and Great Britain, complaining of it as a dangerous 
nuisance, and requesting them to get the Council to move it to some 
more suitable place, away from the neighbourhood of foreign houses, 

Copies of these letters were forwarded to the Council, who replied 
explaining why they were unable to comply with the request contained 
in them, and ix Augnst last, after the boundary of Hongkew 
was definitely settled, they had the Range fenced in at a cost 
of Tls. 405,

Sir,—We the undersigned, American citizens and residents of Shanghai 
owning land or houses within the Settlement, beg most respectfully to enter 
@ complaint against the use of the present Rifle Range asa nuisance. 

The Range extends about 900 yards East and West, and when firing is going 
on all the traffic from North and South is stopped, sometimes from 6 a.m. to late 
in the afternoon cutting off all approach to our houses and property. Besides the 
inconvenience to which we are put in not being able to cross the Range to our 
houses the shooting is often erratic and bullets go wide of the Range to the danger 
four lives and damage of our property. Bullet marks may be seen on the 
walls and fence from thirty-five to thirty-eight feet from the Range. 

We therefore trust that you will kindly call the attention of the Municipal 
Council to the matter with a view to having the Range removed to some suitable 
place where the surrounding district is not so thickly populated as where it is now

In reply I am requested by the Council to point out that the property known 
as the Rifle Kange was acquired by the Council for the specific and exclusive 
purpose of shooting and experiments with fire-arms, and any person being or 
passing thereon is a trespasser, and acts at his own peril, 

As the Range has been used for rifle and other shooting for over 80 years, the 
land in the neighbourhood has for along time been held subject to the incidents 
attaching to such a position, 

The Council have had from time to time before them the question of removing 
the Range to some place outside the, Settlement, but as’ there is no probability of 
their being able to acquire land for the purpose the question of the propriety of 
Such a removal does not arise at present.

Though the convenience of people who move into the neighbourhood is not 
lost sight of by the Council, they cannot allow the training of the Municipal Police 
and Volunteers in rifle shooting and the other uses of the Range to be interfered 
with, and the owners of the different lots on either side of the Range have been 
served with copies of the accompanying notice so soon as the Council had any 
intimation of their intention to erect dwelling-houses on them.

It may happen that the latter may deem it requisite for the safety of the 
Public or the convenience of the Shanghai Volunteer Corps, either to inclose the 
Range or to erect gates so as to prevent any use of the Range as a pathway. 

Should either of these courses have to be adopted they might be productive of 
inconvenience to the user of your house, and the object of the Council in now draw- 
ing your attention to the matter is to enable you to make suitable arrangements 
for access to your house independently of the Range pathway in case the latter

There 
are also a number of American citizens who hold land on the Range and have 
petitioned their Consul to assist them in having the Range removed.

Iam therefore instructed 
to request you to give directions for the removal of this fence, Owing to the 
extension of the settlement, houses have been erected on the properties of some of 
the above-named persons and the use of the land known as the rifle range, for rifle 1 
practice, has become a common danger, and a nuisance.

S1r,—Your letters of the 15th, 17th and 2Ist instant, written on behalf of 
several persons who have bought land in the neighbourhood of the Rifle Range, 
addressed to the Chairman, requesting the removal of part of the fence of the 
Range, and the discontinuance of the use of the Range, were considered by the 
Council at their meeting held on the 22nd instant, and I am instructed to say in 
reply that the Council cannot entertain any demand for the discontinuance of the 
use of the Range which they, to whom the care of the Settlement is entrusted, 
consider they have power, and are bound, to maintain. 

Moreover, Iam to point out to you that your clients cannot consider them- 
selves as being hardly dealt with, as in consequence of the Range having been 
used for rifle and other shooting for over 30 years, the land in the neighbourhood 
has for a long time been held subject to the incidents attaching to such a position, 
and the lots bought by your clients had never been used for other than agricul- 
tural purposes and ice-fields. 

Tam to add that it is clearly not owing to the extension of the Settlement 
that your clients have selected land at the Range for building on, because the 
Settlement has not extended nearly so far ; and the Council cannot help feeling that 
the selection was made on account of the chance, hoped for, of enhancing the value of 
the land by stopping, regardless of public good, the rifle practice of the Police and 
Volunteers, as well as of the Sailors of the various nationalities who come here for 
our protection ; and this, notwithstanding the well known facts that the Chinese 
authorities will not agree to the Council buying, and the Council have no right to 
insist upon buying, outside the Settlement limits, land for a Range. 

The Council are not aware that any land other than their own is included 
within the fence, but if you will give particulars of any instance where any of 
your clients think this has occurred, the Council will have it looked into,

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On the request of the owner of a house adjoining the Range, to have, asa 
favour, an opening left in the fence opposite his gata until pending questions shall 
have been settled, the Council has agreed to leave such an opening for the present;

S1r,—I have received your letter of this date, written in reply to my letters 
to you of the 15th, 17th and 21st instant. 

With reference to the points mentioned in your letter I need only say that 
there would be no difficulty in giving a conclusive reply, as it is clear that the 
whole matter must be submitted for the decision of the proper tribunal, namely 
the Court of Treaty Consuls, and therefore further correspondence would be 
useless, and a petition will be filed. 

During the last few days a fence has been erected by the directions of the 
Council which not only includes land which does not belong to the Council, but 
actually prevents four at least of the residents at the place in question from 
having free access to the houses in which they live. I have now to request that 
you will give immediate directions for the opening of the fence in suitable places 
permitting free access to the four houses occupied by Dr. Farnham, Miss Banker, 
Mr, J. ©. Grant, and Mr, V, Vinzenovitch respectively, such openings to remain 
until the question has been judicially decided, I do not ask this as any favour 
but to obviate the necessity for preliminary proceedings, and to prevent 
unseemly occurrences. It will of course be understood and agreed to by my 
clients that no inference shall be drawn from the fact of such openings being 
made, and it must be equally understood and agreed to by the Council that no 
inference shall be drawn from the fact that my clients have consented to use such 
openings until the matter has been legally settled ; in other words, the rights of 
the parties respectively are to remain on exactly the same footing that they were 
before the fence was erected. 

As the damage and inconvenience daily, and even hourly caused is now 
very serious I must request you to let me have a reply to this letter without any

In September Mr. Drummonp filed a petition in the Court of 
Consuls in the names of five owners of properties adjacent to the Range, 
praying that the Council should be ordered to remove the fence and 
discontinue the use of the Range for practice, and the case is still 
pending.

At the Annual Meeting of Ratepayers suggestions were invited 
for the most appropriate way of celebrating the Jubilee of the Settlement, 


and the following Resolution was proposed by Professor Boyneut and 
seconded by Mr. R. W, Lirrie :— 


4 Resolved, that as the most appropriate way of celebrating this, the. 
fiftieth anniversary of the Foreign Settlement of Shanghai, we recommend 
and empower the Municipal Council to provide ways and means of raising 
a sum of money, not to exceed Tis, 20,000, for the purpose of erecting and 
equipping a modern school building for the use of the Shanghai Public 
School.” 


Mr. J. G. Purvow then proposed as an amendment :— 

“That the incoming Council appoint a Committee of not less than 
twenty Ratepayers to report to a special meeting within the next three ~ 
months any proposals for commemorating the Jubilee year of this Settle- 
ment together with such information, suggestions and recommendations as 
will enable the Ratepayers to decide on the scheme to be adoptedgy 


which was seconded by Mr. D. ©. Jansen and carried unanimously. 

Soon afterwards a Committee of 34 Ratepayers was appointed “ to 
report to a special meeting any proposals for commemorating the Jubilee 
of the Settlement, with such information, suggestions and recommenda- 
tions as will enable the Ratepayers to decide on the scheme to be 
adopted.” 

After several meetings the Committee drew up a report of their 
proceedings, which was printed and circulated, along with the different 
proposals which had been submitted to them, and on the 7th June a 
special meeting was held “to consider the report, and decide on what 
steps should be taken to celebrate or commemorate the Jubilee of the 
Settlement.” : 


At this Meeting it was proposed by Mr. Go. Jaminson, H.B.M. 
Consul, and seconded by Mr. J. L. Scorr— 


“That the Municipal Council be empowered to raise the sum of forty 
thousand taels by debentures for the purpose of acquiring the present site 


2 of the Shanghai Public School together with the adjoing land, viz, so 
18 
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much of Lot No. 75 (Title Deed 53) as lies to the south of the centre line 
of a passage running east and west across the lot, containing an area of 
about six and a-half mow, bounded on the north and east by passages, on 
the south by Peking Road, and on the west by Honan Road, together with 
the buildings now erected thereupon,” 


but the following amendment, proposed by Mr. E. J. Hoce and seconded 
by Mr. Cusnvy, jr., was carried by a large majority, with an addition by 
Mr. R. M. Camenect authorising the Council to have Jubilee Medals 
struck, and to dispose of them in whatever manner they consider most 
suitable, either by sale or presentation. 


“ That the celebration or commemoration of the Jubilee be confined to the 
recommendation of the Jubilee Committee to the following effect :—That 
. Friday, 17th, and Saturday, 18th November next, be fixed as general 
holidays ; that on the first of those days the principal streets be decorated, 
and the householders be invited to assist in the illumination of the whole 
Settlements on theevening of that day, That on Saturday, the 18th, some 
special celebration for the Foreign Children of the Settlement be organ- 
ised, That a sum not exceeding Tls, 5,000 be drawn from the Municipal 
funds towards defraying the expenses of these celebrations; that a Com- 
mittee be appointed to arrange details and superintend disbursements.” 
“That a Jubilee medal be struck, and that the Council be empowered 
to have this done and to dispose of the medals in whatever manner seems 
to them most suitable, either by presentation or sale at cost price, or both. 
That the Council be hereby authorised to make the necessary arrange- 
ments and appropriate the funds for those purposes.” 

At a meeting of the Jubilee Committee on the 31st August, Sub- 
Committees were appointed to make the necessary arrangements for the 
celebration, which included a public banquet, but owing to the lamented 
death of Mr. Macarecor on the 7th November this was abandoned, and 
eventually the following programme was agreed on :—

The parade of the Volunteers, with whom were joined a large body 
of sailors and marines from the men-of-war in port, was favoured with 
exceptionally fine weather and was in every way a success, 

At the saluting flag were assembled the members of the Municipal 
Council and Consular Body, Sir W. Rosryson, Governor of Hongkong, 
Admiral Sir Epmuyp Fremantie, Capt. Recvtoux and other naval 
officers and visitors, and on the conclusion of the maneuvres the men 
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were drawn up in hollow-square, when Mr, J. L. Scorr, Chairman of the 
Council, addressed those present in the following terms :— 


Admiral Fremantle, Captain Reculoux, officers and men, I have to thank you in 
the name of the residents of Shanghai for having come to-day to take part in the 
celebration of our Jubilee, We are to-day commemorating the conclusion of fifty 
years of amicable relations with the natives in whose midst we dwell, hoping and 
believing that the better we know each other the fewer will be the occasions of 
serious difference of opinion between us. In the management of the small 
community under Municipal control we are allowed a pretty free hand, and in 
return for our privileges we have to perform our duties, not the least important of 
which is the maintenance of law and order. The Volunteer corps is the practical 
outcome of the feeling that it is necessary to have in our midst a trained and armed 
force, able at any moment to put down any of those local risings which may from ¥/ 
time to time occur in the best regulated places, Ifthe numbers are not so large 
as we could wish, it arises from the fact that we are surrounded by a population so 
inoffensive, so law-abiding. and so anxious to behave as good citizens, that the chance 
of the Volunteers being called upon to act is very small. It is very gratifying, how- 
ever, to find that we have at least the nucleus of a force willing to submit to discipline 
and looked upon as protectors of the peace by natives and foreigners alike, The 
friendly relations whieh have always existed, and which I trust will long continue 
to exist, between the naval and military authorities of all nations and our 
Volunteer corps, have been of immense advantage to the latter, While as 
individhals we are actuated by feelings of patriotism as strong as those of any 
of our countrymen at home or any part of the world, as residents of Shanghai we 
have become members of a truly cosmopolitan community, and by constant 
communication with those of various nationalities, we have come, I will not say to 
shut our eyes to the differences, but rather to see how trifling are the differences 
which separate, and how many are the points of agreement which unite the members 
of the several nations who form the population of these Settlements. Circumstances 
have combined to bring our little local force into contact with the Navy of Great 
Britain oftener than with that of other Powers, but whatever be the nationality of 
our guests, if there may sometimes bea little pardonable pride in the hearts of some 
of us, there is no national jealousy in the hearts of others, and I feel fully justified, not 
as an Englishman, but as the representative of this cosmopolitan community and of 
its truly cosmopolitan Volunteer corps, in thanking you, Admiral Fremantle, 
Captain Reculoux, and those under your command, for the way you have come , 
forward to assist us in celebrating, in an appropriate manner, the fiftieth 
anniversary of the opening of this port, 

Admiral FreMantiR, in reply, said that as senior naval officer present, he 
wished on behalf of the naval forces to thank Mr. Scott for the way in which he had 
spoken of them. It was extremely gratifying to the Navy to be called upon to assist 
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at such a unique celebration as that of the Jubilee of the foreign Settlement of 
Shanghai, and, personally, he was the more pleased to attend because he had 
promised his friend, the late lamented Mr. John Macgregor, to assist at the 
celebration. When he first came to Shanghai forty years ago, as a junior 
midshipman, it was a very different place from what it was at present, and the 
progress that had been made in the Settlement since then had been little short of 
marvellous. The time that he spoke of, about forty years ago, was in the early 
days of the Settlement ; there was fighting going on here between the Imperialists 
and the rebels who held the city; and having witnessed the early struggles of 
the Settlement, it was especially pleasing to him to witness its Jubilee, when the 
place that was at that time a wilderness of marshes and swamps, had attained to 
such a state of prosperity that one would have to travel eastward as far as 
America and westward as far as Europe to find its equal, In the place where 
the Volunteers and sailors were assembled to take part in this magnificent and 
peaceful celebration, the predecessors of the present generation of residents had 
had to fight for their hearths and homes, but that was all now happily past, 
and it was such a source of pleasure to him to be present at the celebration of the 
Jubilee, in the robust and vigorous manhood of the Settlement, that he had made 
his arrangements for that purpose a year ago. It was always a pleasure to the 
Navy to visit this port, where they were treated with a degree of unbounded 
hospitality and surrounded with creature comforts not to be obtained elsewhere in 
the Far East. He rejoiced that he could see no signs of decay“in the prosperity 
of Shanghai, and he was sure that those who might be fortunate enough to be here 
50 years hence, when the Settlement would be celebrating its centenary, would 
find it larger, richer and more prosperous in every way, even than it was at 
present. 

In the course of the morning Mr. Scorr read the following 
congratulatory telegrams which he-had received, and replied to by wire, 
and subsequently the annexed letters in reply were addressed to the

After matufe consideration it was decided that the Jubilee Medals 
should be presented to the Councillors for 1893,the members of the Municipal 
staff and Police force, to the Volunteers, including the Home Guard, 
and the Fire Brigade, to Admiral Sir E. Fuxemanriz and the Captains 
of the men-of-war who assisted in the Jubilee celebration by sending 
their men on shore to join in the parade.

§1R,—I have the honour to inform you that Kung Yii-ch‘ang, the clerk in 
charge of the collection of the annual ground rent, has made the following 
representation to this office :—-“The Catholic Mission of Kiangnan, and some 
twenty other leaseholders, who hold land to the extent of 159 mu 8 fén 6 li 7 hao 
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6 ssw 6 hu, all registered at the British Consulate-General, decline to pay rent on 
32 mu 8 fén 9 li 6 hao of this area, alleging that, as this proportion of the total 
has been converted into public roads by the Municipal Council, that body is liable 
forthe ground rent thereon. A list of the various lots is enclosed, and it is 
requested that the Council be called upon through H.M. Consul-General to pay 
the amount of ground rent due on the proportion of the lots which have been 


_ converted into roads.” 


Ihave therefore the honour to ask you to be good enough to direct the 
Council to pay without delay the amount of ground rent outstanding in respect of 
this land which has been given up for the purpose of making public roads, in 
order that the full amount of revenue may be made up.

Srr,—I beg to acknowledge the receipt of your letter of 2Ist July last 
enclosing translation of a despatch addressed to you by the Shanghai District 
Magistrate, requesting you to call upon the Council to pay the annual ground rent 
on certain land devoted to Roads and Streets within the Settlement. 

This question has come up from time to time at intervals, and I venture to 
Tefer you to a report upon the subject made by Messrs. P. J. Hughes and 
F. D. Cheshire, who were appointed by the Consular Body as a Special Committee 
to enquire into and report thereon. This report, dated 10th November 1882, was 
communicated to the Council on the 18th idem and says inter alia that in their 
opinion “the proprietors of land within the Settlement must remain responsible 
for payment of the Government Land Tax on such portion of their property as 
has been given up for Streets to the Municipality.” 

That is the practice which has always been observed in respect of such lands, 
and the Chinese Authorities must look to the registered owners for payment of the 


Government Tax outstanding.

In reply I am directed to say that as, in the opinion of the Directors, it 
would be prejudicial to the interests of the Company to oppose any wish of the 
Ratepayers to acquire the property at a reasonable price, they are prepared to 
recommend to the Shareholders to sell their whole business, property, plant and 
goodwill to the Council for a sum not less than the equivalent of the par value of 
the shares with interest at 7 °/, per annum from 31st December 1892 until date

show of hands, no one having demanded a poll :— 


“That the Council be and are hereby authorised to purchase the whole 
“of the property, plant and business of the New Shanghai Electric 
“Company, Limited, for an amount to be agreed upon between the Council 
“and the Company on the basis of the Company's letter to the Council 
“dated 17th April 1893, and to supply electric light in and near the 
“ Settlements for the public and private use, and to raise a sum not exceed- 
“ing Tls, 80,000 by debentures redeemable in not less than 5 and not more 
“ than 20 years from date of issue, and bearing interest at the rate of not 
“over 6 per cent per annum for the purposes aforesaid, or to do any such 
“ of these things as they may think desirable and judicious.” 
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In accordance with this resolution the Council purchased the 
property, plant and business of the New Shanghai Electric Company, 
and the whole was transferred to them on the 31st Angust for the sum 
of Tls. 66,100, which includes the cost of new plant which arrived here 
in July and August. 

The accounts showing the result of the working of the Electric 
business since it was acquired by the Council, along with the estimates 
of the Income and Expenditure for 1894, are included in the Municipal 
report for the year.

The contract with the Shanghai Waterworks Co. terminated on the 
80th June last, and a new Agreement was made for a further term of 
three years from the 1st July on the terms and conditions specified in 
the following correspondence, and annexed is a copy of the Agreement :—

S1r,—As you are no doubt aware, the Agreement between the Council and 
the Shanghai Waterworks Company for the supply of water required for 
Municipal purposes will expire on the 30th June, and I am directed to inquire 
upon what terms the Directors are prepared to make a new contract with the 
Council, and at the same time to request replies to the following queries :— 


1,—Referring to Clause 8 of the Agreement of 1881, the Council desire me 
to ask what are the net annual profits of the Company in respect 
to the supply of water to the Settlements North of the Yang- 
king-pang. 


2—What is the net revenue derived by the Company from the water 
supplied to consumers, through the mains, pipes and hydrants in the 
Hanbury road, ete., on the cost of laying down, and erecting which, 
they charge the Council 10 per cent per annum in accordance with 
Clause 6 of the Agreement of 1885, . 


8,—As the Council have paid the Company for the last five years 10 per 
cent per annum on the cost of the hydrants on the east side of the 
bund, they wish to know when it is intended that these payments 
should cease. 


4,—The average daily consumption of water for Municipal purposes during 
the last 5 years has been under 150,000 gallons per day, whilst by 
the present Agreement the Council have to pay for 200,000 gallons, 
and in addition they are charged at the rate of Tl. 1 per 5,000 
gallons for the water used in excess of this quantity on any day in 
the year, no allowance being made to them for the days in which a 
less quantity is used: the Council therefore suggest that in the new 
contract the charge should be for the average daily consumption 
throughout the year.

Dear Stx,—Your letter of the 31st ultimo, of which I have already acknow« 
ledged receipt, was laid before the Directors at their last Board Meeting, and in 
reply to the enquiry contained therein I am now instructed to inform you that 
the Shanghai Waterworks Company, Limited, is prepared to enter into a Contract 
with the Council for the supply of Water required for all Municipal purposes 
for a period of Five years from the Ist July next upon the same terms and 
conditions as those of the Agreement expiring on the 30th instant. 

With regard to the queries named in your letter under reply, to which the 
Council request answers, I have to state :-— 

1st.—That with reference to Clause 7 of the Agreement of 1881 with the 
Council, the net annual profits of the Company in respect to the supply of water 
to the Settlements North of the Yang-king-pang, since the Company com- 
menced working jn 1883, have averaged, not more than, 5} per cent per 
annum. 

2nd.—In reply to your enquiry as to the Revenue derived from water 
supplied to consumers through the Mains, Pipes and Hydrants in that portion of 
the Hanbury Road upon which the Council are paying interest 

I am to inform you that the Company derives no revenue whatever from 
this source, the water used from same being solely for Municipal purposes, 

8rd.—In reply to the enquiry, that, “as the Council have paid the 
Company for the last five years 10 per cent per annum on the cost of the 
Hydrants on the East side of the Bund, they wish to know when it is intended 
that these payments should cease "— 

‘The Council is reminded that the Hydrants referred to were placed on the 
East side of the Bund, by request of, and entirely for the purposes of the Council. 
In consideration of this it was agreed that the Council should pay 10 per cent 
per annum (say Tis. 55.23) on the cost of the Hydrants, and the outlay 
incurred in connecting them with the service main on the opposite side of the 
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Bund, 7 per cent being for interest and 3 per cent for depreciation, of which 
the Council would get the benefit if they eventually avail themselves of their 
right to acquire the Works of the Company. The reasons for the charge still 
exist and the Company therefore sees no grounds for discontinuing it. 

4th.-Snggesting that under the new Agreement the charge for water should 
be based upon an average daily consumption throughout the year instead of 
upon the fixed daily quantity for which the Council has to pay whether used or 
not,—I am directed to reply, the Company is not prepared to entertain such a 
proposal, for the reasons that were fully explained, before the present Agreement 
was concluded, but in order to approach more closely, to the estimate given, 
in yours under reply of, “ the average daily consumption of water for Municipal 
purposes during the last five years.” viz, under 150,000 gallons per day, the 
Company will renew the proposals made in 1888, riz. :— 

The Company will place at the disposal of the Council a maximum daily 
supply of 150,000 gallons, for Tis, 10,950 less a discount of Tls. 950, net 
Tis, 10,000 per annum; any additional quantity taken on any day to be paid 
for at the rate of one Tael for 5,000 gallons. The Company not to be held 
responsible for any larger supply than 150,000 gallons per dien— 
or as per present Contract— 

The Company will place at the disposal of the Council a maximum daily 
supply of 200,000 gallons for Tis. 14,600 less a diseount of Tls. 2,100, net 
Tis, 12,500 per annum, any additional quantity taken on any day to be paid for 
at the rate of one tael for 5,000 gallons. The Company not to be held responsible 
for a larger supply than 200,000 gallons per diem. 

5th.—Referring “to the quantity of water used at fires, for flushing drains 
and other Municipal requirements, which can not be registered by Meter "— 

The Company will have much pleasure in carrying out the wishes of the 
Council as to arranging with their Engineer for a revision of the method by 
which the quantity to be used shall be estimated,

Srr,—I have to acknowledge the receipt of your letter of ‘the 15th instant, 
stating the conditions on which the Shanghai Waterworks Company are prepared 
to enter into a contract with the Council for the supply of all the water 
required for Municipal purposes, for a period of five years from the Ist prox., 
and intimating that they are not prepared to entertain the Council's proposal 
that the charge for water should be based upon an average daily consumption 
throughout the year. : 

Your letter has been submitted to the Council, who in reply direct me to 
inform you that they are not prepared to enter into a contract for fire years 
upon the conlitions named, and they suggest the following as the basis for a new 
Agreement :— 7 

They will hand to the Waterworks Company a memo. of the minimum 
‘quantity of water to be supplied to them during-each month of the year, for 
which they will pay at the present rate of T's. 1 per 5,000 gallons, less a discount 
of 10 per cent, any water used in any month in excess of the quantity agreed on 
to be paid for at the same rate; from this memo. it will be seen that during the 
winter months the Council have been paying for about double the quantity 


consumed, and they submit that this isa state of affairs which they may reasonably 


-expect to be remedied, 

In the event of your Company being unable to make any change from the 
terms of the present contract, the Council would not be prepared to renew it for a‘ 
longer period than one year. 

The Council note that the average net annual profits of the Company derived 
from the supply of water to the Settlements North of the Yang-king-pang, 
since they commenced working in 1883, have not exceeded 5} per cent, and in 
order that there may be no misunderstanding about this, they desire me to say 
_ that they assume this return is calculated upon so much of the Capital of the

June replying to mine of the 15th idem on the subject of a new contract for the 
supply of all the water required for Municipal purposes. I regret to note that 
the Council are not prepared to enter upon such contract on the terms our 
Board propose, 

In lieu thereof the Council suggest a new basis of the agreement ; that is, that 
while maintaining the present ‘rate of One tael per 5,000 gallons less 10 per cent” 
discount, the rate of supply be measured by their estimate of their minimum 
requirements during each month of the year. 

The Board quite recognise that the quantity of water required during certain 
of the winter months is less than that engaged for under the daily minimum for 
the year and they are prepared to agree to a basis that shall meet this point, 
They cannot however consent (for reasons that are obvious, and that were made 
known when the present contract was under discussion) to a monthly minimum, 
They will agree to a figure to be named by the Council representing the daily 
minimum for each month of the year, and it is to be understood that while ready 
to supply the Council on any day beyond the quantity named (as far as their 
means allow) the Company shall not be held responsible for more than the 
quantity in question. | 

In consideration of such graduated scale of supply the Council shall pay 
One tael net per 5,000 gallons and the Board trusts that the basis now proposed 
may prove acceptable to the Council for a five years’ agreement. They note 
however that in the event of such agreement not coming about the Council will 
renew the present one for one year. 

In reply to the concluding paragraph in your letter I may say that the 
Council are right in assuming that the average net annual profits derived from the 
Settlements North of the Yang-king-pang, since the Company commenced working, 
are calculated upon so much of the Capital of the Company as has been expended 
for the supply to the Settlements in accordance with the provisions of clause 7 in 
the. agreement of 1881. The Books of the Company are of course open to the 
inspection of the Council, should they desire to check the statement.

S1r,—I have to acknowledge the receipt of your letters of the 13th and 26th 
July, which have been submitted to my Directors. 

The latter gives the Company a memorandum of the minimum daily 
requirements of water for municipal purposes during each month of the year. 
These are 100,000 gallons during November to April and 200,000 during May to 
October. 

The Board thus note that the graduated scale of supply to which, to meet 
the convenience of the Council, they had agreed, comprises also a diminished 
requirement, say an average of 150,000 gallons daily, as against 200,000 under 
the now expired contract. 

Tam instructed to reply that the Company is-prepared to supply the quantity 
named in your letter of the 26th July at the rate of one Tael per 5,000 gallons, the 
Company will further supply, at the same rate and as far as their means allow, 
any additional quantities the Council may on any day require for Municipal pur- 

_ poses, or for fires. It is understood, however, that they are not to be held 
responsible for a larger quantity than thut named by the Agreement, 

The Board has noted in your letter of the 13th July that, while prepared to 
agree to the terms submitted by them on the 8th July, your Council would do so 


only on the condition of a discount of 10 °/,,. e

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Tt was added that the Council could not otherwise agree to a long contract, 
for the reason that the terms in question meant practically an advance of 10 °/, 
on those of the contract just expired. 

It would appear as if-your Council were under misapprehension as to the 
nature of the lat. Agreement, or rather of the discount conceded, 

T am therefore instructed to explain, that (the minimum daily supply having 
been fixed at 200,000 gallons) it was agreed that, if it turned out that the average 
daily consumption for the year did not exceed 150,000 gallons, then the 10 °/, 
was to be allowed. As a matter of fact this consumption has been exceeded 
during the last three years, and there has consequently been no discount. 

The Council now narrow down their requirements to the point experience has 
dictated to them, and I think they will find that the net charge the Company 
propose to make will entail a lower rather than a higher cost for the water 
actually consumed. " 

The Directors trust therefore that the Council will see fit to accept the Agree- 
ment as now proposed as any less price the Company cannot accept in view of 
the diminished receipt from the Council that the new contract would bring about 
and of a course of exchange which acts very prejudicially on the Company's 
interests. 

If the terms now proposed do not meet the approval of the Council the 
Company is prepared to accept the alternative intimated in your letter of the 28th 
June last, that is, a renewal of the late contract for one year.

the daily minimum as far as their means allow at the same rate. 

In accordance with the verbal agreement arrived at between the Directors of 
the Company and the Finance Committee, the Council are prepared to enter into 
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anew contract at the rate of Tls. 1.00 net for 5,000 gallons, for the minimum 
daily quantity mentioned in my letter of 26th July, any additional quantity 
consumed to be paid for at the same rate, but as there is some doubt as to the 
correctness of the method by which consumption, which cannot be calculated by 
meter, is at present arrived at. and as a revision of the method has been agreed to 
by the Company in their letter of 15th June, it is understood that if such 
measurement be found to be materially incorrect, the daily minimum is to be 
increased or reduced to a corresponding extent.

AGREEMENT. 


THIS INDENTURK made the Second day of December 1893 BETWEEN 
THE SHANGHAT WATERWORKS Company LiaiTeD (who are hereinafter referred 
to as ‘the Company") of the one part and THe Counci, FoR THE FoRKIGN 
SETTLEMENTS OF SHANGHAT NORTH OF THE YANG-KING-PANG (who with their 
successors in office are hereinafter referred to as “the Councri”) of the other 
part WHerRrAS the Company and the Council sre desirous of entering into an 
Agreement for the supply hy the Company of Filtered water for watering roads 
and streets extinguishing fires flushing drains Public drinking fountains which are 
to be used strictly as such and erected only in such places and in such manner as 
not in any way to interfere with the Company's business of selling water to the 
population of Shanghai Police stations Municipal offices and for all or any other 
Municipal purposes for a period of threb years from the first day of July last and for 
other objects hereinafter mentioned Now THIS INDENTURE WITNESSETH THAT 
ITIS MUTUALLY COVENANTED AND AGREED by and between the said parties 
hereto (the Council covenanting on behalf of themselves and their successors in 
Office) as fullows :— 
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1,—Tar Company shall (except when they shall be prevented by unavoidable 
cause) during the period of three years computed from the first day of July 1893 
place at the disposal of the Council for reasonable Municipal purposes as herein- 
before mentioned a constant and effective maximum supply of FILTERED water in 
the following quantities at the following times one hundred thousand Gallons per 
day during the months of Janvary February March April November and Decem- 
ber of each year Two hundred thousand Gallons per day during the months of May 
June July August September and October of each year such supply to be available 
by night and by day, 

2.—THE AMouNT to be paid by the Council to the Company for the supply 
mentioned in the last preceding clause shall be the sum of Twenty Taels per day 
during the months of January February March April November and December of 
each year and 40 Taelx per day during the months of May June July August Septem- 
ber and October of each yeur being at the rate of one Tael per 5,000 gallons and in 
case on any one day reckoning from midnight to midnight and so often as the 
quantity of water supplied to the Council shall exceed the quantities mentioned in 
the last preceding clause the excess shall be paid for at the rate of one Tael per 
6,000 gallons payments to be made on the first day of each calendar month the 
first of such payments to become due on the first day of August 1893. 

8.—TuE Company shall not be bound to supply on any one day more than the 
quantities mentioned in clauxe No. 1 of this Agreement but shall use their best 
endeavours whenever required by the Council to supply any such additional 
quantity of water us may be required by the Council for Municipal purposes as 
aforesaid, 

4.—Tre CoMPANY shall in all cases when Mains are laid by them for their 
Own purposes in places to which their Mains have not heretofore been extended 
provide and erect in connection with such Mains at their own expense a suitable 
number of Hydrants to the satisfaction of the Council for use in case of fire and of 
drinking fountains (to be used strictly as such) and to be erected in such places 
and in such manner as may be agreed upon between the parties hereto but so as 
not to interfere in any way with the Company's business of selling water to the 
population of Shanghai. 

5.—THE Company shall from time to time lay down Mains or pipes to any 
place within the jurisdiction of the Council to which the Council may desire to 
have water conveyed and in connection with such Mains or pipes shull provide 
and erect such hydrants as the Council may require but the Council shall pay tothe 
Company ten per cent perannum upon the ainount which the Company shall have 
expende | in the laying down and erection of such Mains or pipes and hydrants 
until such time as the net revenue derived by the Company from the supply of 
water through such Mains or pipes ‘shall amount to such percentage. Of the 
Percentage so as aforesaid to be paid by the Council three tenths shall be paid to 
the credit of the Depreciation or sinking fund of the Company. 
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6.—ExcepT so far as the same is hereby modified and subject to the 
modifications and provisions hereby made the Indenture dated the 18th day of 
March 1881 and made between the Company of the first part the Council of the 
second part and Alexander McLeod Henry Riches Hearn Robert Mackenzie and 
John Melancthon Ringer therein described of the third part shall remain in full 
force,

REPORT OF THE EDUCATIONAL COMMITTEE 
For the Year ended 31st December 1893, 


Acting under the Rules adopted by the Ratepayers in February 1893, the 
Municipal Council appointed the following to serve upon the School Committee 
for a terms of three years, viz,: Messrs. F, M. Gratton, G, Jamieson, D. C. Jansen, 
J. Morris and J, L, Scott, who are now in office and present the following 
report. 

1,—The Agreement between the Masonic School Fund and the Shanghai 
Municipal Council has been signed; the property of the Freemasons has been 
thus secnred to the Public, and in return four Masonic Children are entitled to 
receive free education in the School, 

During the year an extension of the Lease of the School premises was secured, 
to terminate on the 31st of March, 1895, 

2.—There have been numerous alterations in the School Staff during the 
year, but the Committee have now entered into Agreements with nearly all the 
Teachers for varying terms, and the Staff now consists of the Head Master, two 
Assistant Male Teachers, four Female Teachers with Junior Assistants and the 
Matron. & 

Full particulars respecting Teachers, Subjects of Instruction, Hours of 
Attendance, ete., etc. are given in the School Prospectus, 

3.—The average attendance of Scholars during the year has been as 


follows :—

There has been a marked increase in the Foreign and a slight falling-off in 
the Native department during the second term. 

The number of foreign children in attendance in December was 164, 

The Committee consider the increase in the number of foreign children 
attending the school as above shewn to be most gratifying, Considerable changes 
and alterations were made in the School premises and arrangements during 
the year, the Girls’ and Boys’ Departments being now entirely separate, 
except in the Kindergarten; and now that a Certificated Mistress is placed in 
charge there is every reason to hope that still larger numbers will avail themselves 
of the advantages which the School offers.

6.—The Committee strongly urge upon the public the great and increasing 
necessity of a sound educational establishment being maintained here, The 
difficulties which have been met with owing to the want of a sufficient number of 
properly trained Teachers and the like, have taken a considerable time to over- 
come, but the Committee have now every confidence in the future success of the 
School, provided they receive the support of the Parents and Guardians of the 
Children for whom this establishment has been provided, 

7.—The distribution of Prizes and Scholarships took place in the Masonic Hall 
on the 23rd of December, under the presidency of the Chairman of the Shanghai 
Municipal Council, the presentations being kindly made by Mrs, N. J. HANNEN, 

The Committee solicited and were fortunate enough to seoure the services of 
Mr. W. 8. Wetmore ( Chairman of the Committee appointed by the Ratepayers of 
1882 to report upon the subject of Foreign Education) to supervise the Annual 
Examination held in December last, and their thanks are hereby tendered to him 
for his valuable assistance, 

8.—Mr. Wermore’s Report upon the Examination is as follows :— 

“T have the honour to state that in compliance with your official invitation to 
visit the Shanghai Public School during the examinations, and to report on the 
method of conducting them, 1 was present on four successive days, while the 
examinations were in progress, which enabled me to form a very good idea of the 
system of education in use, of the attainments of the pupils, and the merits of the 
School. % 

“My visits were extended to all its departments, and to the several classes of 
boys and girls, who were exercised by the head master and his assistants in their 
various studies, much to my satisfaction ; but my attention was chiefly directed to 
the first class of the boys’ department, as [ regarded that as representing the 
“maximum ” efficiency of the School so far as it has been developed, which is the 
principal point to be considered, 

“The examination of this class, as well as some of the more advanced of the 
others, is conducted by written papers; the subjects given are inscribed on a black- 
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board, from which they are copied, and worked out by the pupils while seated at 
their forms, and in presence of one of the wasters, in such a manner that the boys 
cannot exchange ideas, or compare notes with one another, and the papers, when 
completed, are handed in to the master and retained by him for inspection. 


“T looked over many of the papers as they were thus handed in, and was 
much pleased with their neatness and precision, as well as with their general 
correctness, which reflect great credit on the methods of teaching practised in the 
School. 


“That this system is most effective there cannot be a doubt, and though the 
inspection of such a multitude of papers entails a great deal of severe labour on 
the teachers, the written examination is so thorough, and indicates to the master 
80 clearly the progress of his pupils, and the condition of the School, that it is 
believed to be superior te every other method, notwithstanding the extra amount 
of work involved. 


“To still further test the attainments of the pupils, however, the head master— 
at my request—examined them verbally on several subjects, and also put to them 
"a number of questions suggested by myself, all of which were quickly and 
correetly answered, most of them by a majority of the boys: and the eagerness 
manifested by them to tackle the problems as they were given, and the 
rapidity with which hands were “shown” as answers were ready, spoke well, 
not only for the interest faken by the boys in their studies, but for the 
training and mental discipline to which they had been subjected; the power 
of concentration in particular showing evidence of careful cultivation. 


“When I mention that, not only the ordinary branches of education. but such 
subjects as Algebra, Geometry, Logarithms, Mathematics, Book-keeping, ete, 
were embraced in the examination by papers, it will readily be understood that the 
School has facilities for giving a first-class education in all branches of knowledge 
likely to be of service in most vocations in life. f 


“With such a School available here, there is certainly no reason why parents 
should complain of the want of adequate facilities for educating their children in 
Shanghai, and continue to endure the pain of separation for the sake of giving 
them the benefit of “ home advantages” which in many cases are not superior to 
the advantages obtainable on the spot. 


“The community are in my opinion under great obligations to the head 
master, Mr. Geo. Lanning, for the efficient way in which he has organised the 
School, and I have no doubt, from my own observation, that a great deal of his 
success has been owing to the kindly maaner in which he deals with his pupi's, 
who, in turn, manifest for him the greatest affection and respect. 


“Tn conclusion, though by doing so I may perhaps venture beyond the strict 
limits of the subject on which I was asked to report, I cannot refrain from expressing 
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the opinion that the School is not properly housed; such an institution is worthy 
of a building expressly constructed for the purpose, which shall give ample accom. 
modation for the large and increasing number of pupils, be more in keeping with 
other public edifices erected by the ratepayers, and more consistent with the 
dignity of the Municipality which has taken the School under its protection.”

Sim,—I beg to present the Municipal Council with a report upon the use we 
have made of the grant of Tis. 1,500, voted in favour of the St. Francis Xavier's 
School by the meeting of the Ratepaycrs in February 1893, and sent by yourself 
at the end of the month of March, 

During the year 183, we have had twenty-four orphans maintained and 
supplied with everything in the school, some of whom had already been four, 
five or siv years, Those who have gone through their course have been replaced 
at once by younger boys, whom we have in prospect to keep some 10 years.

Among those 24 orphans, there are 6 British, 5 French, 4 German, 3 Portu- 
guese, 3 Japanese, 2 American, 2 Austrian, 

All expenses included, riz. board and lodging, clothing and washing, books 
and stationery, the monthly cost per head is of $12, The yearly cost is then et 
for one boy, and $3,456 for the twenty-four. 

I beg to add that, besides those 24 boarders maintained free of cost, we have 
day-scholars admitted gratis. The proportional share of these “charity pupils iV 
in the expenses of the School exceeds $600; and this outlay is, by no means, 
made up by the paying scholars who, with few exceptions (ten at most) are 
admitted at a considerably reduced price, 

To sum up, we received from the Municipal Council Tls. 1.500, equal to 
$2,257.61 for our orphans and poor boys, while our expenses for them exceeded 
$4,000, 

I trust, Sir, that the Municipal Council and the Ratepayers will be satisfied 
with the manner in which we employed the grant made to the St. Francis Xavier's

The contract for scavenging the streets and alleyways in the 
Settlement and the removal of night-soil having terminated on the 
30th June, a new contract was made with Su-Kes for a term of one year 
from the 1st July, which ‘provides for 58 additional coolies, and since 
then the number has been farther increased by 8 coolies required for the 
West Hongkew district. 

Owing to the extension of roads in Hongkew, four additional 
tumbrel carts are reqnired for the removal of mud and sand from the 
sinks and side-channels, and provision for them will be made in the 
Budget for 1894.

Commander Veta returned from 5 months’ leave of absence last 
October, During his absence the Band was conducted by Mr. Castno in 
a satisfactory manner. 

Agreements have been renewed with the Band-master and 16 of the 
old musicians for a further term of 8 years from the 28th February 
1893, and 12 new men have been engaged from Manila for a 
similar period. All of the time-expired men have been sent back to 
Manila. 

The strength of the Band is now 28, the number authori-ed by 
the Council. 
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The afternoon and evening concerts were, as usual, largely attended. 
The former were commenced on the Sth May, and terminated on the 
28th October, the latter commenced on the 3rd July and were continued 
until the 14th September. 

The Band played 99 times in the Public Garden, and 20 in the 
Garden of the French Consulate-General. In addition to the above the 
musicians were engaged for private services on 174 occasions,

GENTLEMEN, 


I beg to submit herewith to the Honorable Committee of the 
“Town Band” my annual report for the year 1893 just ended. As 
the Hon. Committee is no donbt aware, the Bund has been increased by 
three new musicians who were engaged in Manila andcame with some 
others to replace those who had fisished their time. The Band is now 
composed of 28 Masicians, and I am now very satisfied as to its force, 
having now amongst the newly-arrived musicians three very important 
instruments, as one Oboe and two Bass Clarionets in B. flat. Some old 
instruments have been replaced, and all these changes and increases in 
the Band have caused some expenses which conld not be avoided, but 
Tam convinced that the Public will appreciate the new arrangements 
Ihave made, in order to have a Band which may be able to give a first- 
class performance, Ihave to thank the Hon. Committee for having kindly 
assisted me in attaining this object. I think that in the coming year very 
little will be wanted for the Band excepting the usual things, such as 
strings and other implements, and perhaps a new Piccolo and anew Flute, 
which will not cost very much ; this, of course, if nothing extraordinary 
happens. 

Tam well satisfied with the new musicians just arrived, they are 
good men and well up to their work, and two of them, who were some- 
what behind, have been studying very hard under my directions and 
are daily improving, Their behaviour has been very good ia every 
respect, 

The Hon, Committee having granted me leave of absence for 


5 months, the Band remained under the direction of the first Clarionet in ” 


XK. flat, ‘C. pe Casrno, who has been able to fill my place very satisfac- 
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torily, as he did four years ago, although he had some new musicians in 
the Band, who were not yet accustomed to their work. It is in order 
to enable him to master these difficulties in a better way that I delayed 
my departure for Europe until the 13th May, in order to train the new 
musicians, and I conducted the first Garden Concerts in person. I 
must therefore recommend OC, pe Castro to your kindness, and I trust 
that you will grant him some compensation for the extra work he has 
done during my absence. All the public and private performances of 
the Band have been executed with the greatest punctuality and order 
as before, and herewith I beg to lay before you a complete statement of 
all the work done by the Band and by the Orchestra during the year 
just ended :

In preparing the Budget for 1894, the Land and Foreign House 
Tax are estimated to bring in the same amonnts as last year, but 
allowance is mae for a molerate increase in the receipts fur the Native 
House Tux, as it will be collected from a considerable number of houses 
in West Hongkew, the new district now included in the Se:tlement, 
which paid the tax for only the last quarter, 1893. 

Tn the special report upon the delimitacion of the boundaries of 
Hongkew, which was printed and circulated, the number of houses 
liable to taxation in this district is stated to be 2,500, with a rental of 
Tis. 63,400, on which the tax would amount to Tis. 6,340, bat until itis 
opened up by having roads made throngh it, and it is policed, lighted 
and drained, the tax cannot be collected from the whole of them. 

Last year this tax brought in about Tis. 9,000 more than in 1892, 
and as new blocks of honses continne to be constracted in other parts 
of Hongkew, there is every reason to anticipate that this year the 
receipts will be considerably over the estimate. 

Dues on Merchandise are estimated at rather under the receipts for 
last year, which show a large decrease compared with those for 1892, 

The receipts for Native License fees are steadily increasing, and a 
farther increase of Tls, 1,500 is estimated to be collected in 1894, The 
great reduction made last year in the fees charged for carriages let out 
for hire has not materially affected the income from this source, 

The gross income to be received from the Local Post Office is 
estimated at only Tls. 7,500, against the exceptional amount of 
Tis, 22,700 last year, as it is not anticipated that this year there will be 
any unnsually large demand for postage stamps. 

The expenditure recommended, after deducting the Tls. 15,000 to be 
paid into the Sinking Fund for the redemption of Debentures, is 
Tis. 448,262. 

For the Police, a slightly increased appropriation has been made, 
as 15 additional native constables are now required for policing the West 
Hongkew district, and from the continued extension of building going on 
in other parts of Hongkew, it is probable that some further increase of 
the force may soon have to be made. 

The Sanitary and Market Departments being now under different 
heads, the sums provided for them are kept separate. 
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For the Sanitary Department the appropriation recommended is 
rather larger than last year, as 8 coolies have been taken on to scavenge 
West Hongkew, whilst the new contract made in July last for the 
removal of garbage, ete. provides for an additional number of them, ; 

For the Slanghter-house and Markets an appropriation: of about 
Tis, 3,800 is recommended, which includes the pay of an Assistant 
Inspector, as it is necessary to have some one with a knowledge of 
cattle in constant attendance at the Slanghter-honse to inspect the 
animals brought to it, and reject any which are not fit for foreign 
consumption. 

For Lighting, the appropriation recommended is rather more than 
last year, the extension of buildings in Hongkew. making it necessary 
to place additional lamps in some of the roads there. 

For Gas lighting, the amonnt provided is the same as last year, but 
probably it will not all be required, as a certain number of the lamps 
will be displaced by the Electric light in the course of the year. 

‘The appropriation for the Electric light is larger than last year, as 
the number of lamps is now 88, against 77 in 1893, and some further 
addition will be made to them when the new machiuery arrives out from 
home. 

A provision of Tls. 600 is made for lighting West Hongkew by 
kerosine lamps, but this arrangement is only temporary and the present 
oil-lamps will be displaced by gas, or electric lamps, so soon as new roads 
are laid out in this district. 

The estimate for the Water supply is the same as last year, 

The appropriations recommended for Public Works are very much 
less than in 1893, there being a decrease of Tis, 24,000 in the amounts 
provided for Bandings, Drainage, Landing-stages and Roads, and an 
increase of Tis, 4,400 for repairs to Buildings and providing Public 
Latrines. 

For Land and Buildings, Tis, 10,500 are provided, being the 
estimated cost of sheds for cattle, the construction of which is 
recommended. 

For the Fire Department the appropriation recommended is less 
than last year, bnt that for the Volunteers is considerably more, as the 
expenses of the Corps are gradually increasing and provision is made 
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for the pay of the Adjatant expected to arrive here shortly from 
Tndia. 

The contribution to the Shanghai Library is the same as last year, 
but that for the Mnsenm is omitted. 

The Education grants are unchanged, omitting the special grant of 
Tis. 1,500 to the St, Xavier School voted by the Ratepayers at the last 
Annual Meeting. 

The sum of Tls. 15,000, recommended to be paid into the Sinking 
fund, is appropiated to the redemption of the Debentures for the loan of 
1884, bearing interest at 7°/,. 

The Conncil do not propose that any changes should be made in 
the present scale of Rates, Taxes and License Fees, but they recommend 
that steps should be taken to license Livery Stables so as to ensure 
that they shall be properly constructed, drained and ventilated. 

They also recommend that the Tariff of Dues leviable on Mer- 
chandise imported or exported at the Port of Shanghai, which came 
into effect on the Ist March 1885, and the rules appended thereto, be 
in force until the next Annual Meeting. 

The Conneil further recommend that the following Rates and 
Taxes be levied :— 

On Land.—4/\0ths of 1 per cent per annum on assessed values, 

On Houses occupied by Foreiyners.—8 per cent per annum on the 
actual or assessed rental. 

On Houses occupied by Natives.—10 per cent on the actual rental. 

Dues on Merchandise.—That the present tariff be continued. 

License Fees.—That the present scale be maintained,

License Fees.—From every House of Public Entertainment, Billiard 
or Bowling Saloon, or Shop, or Store for the sale of Wines, Beer, 
Spirits, Intoxicating Drags, Butchers’ Meat, Poultry or Game, Slaughter- 
house or Livery Stable, Opium-shop, Pawn-shop, Tea-shop, Native 
Cart, Water-cart, Boat or Public Vehicle plying, let or used for hire 
within the limits of the Settlement, monthly or quarterly, as may appear 
advisable, always in advance, 

From every Music Hall, Theatre, Circus or Dancing Suloon— 
Nightly in advance. 

Cemetery Fees.—In advance. 

Fees for Permits to use Sunshades over Public Thoroughfares.— 
At time of making application for permit. 

Fees for Permits to open Roads for the purpose of constructing or 
repairing connections with Municipal Drains.—At the time of making 
application for permit. 

The Sale of Night-soil_—To the best advantage.
